Her idea for 
an article came three months into her resi- 
dency in the village. 

The communities on Prodigy and Ameri- 
ca Online are the escapes people use to 
commune after a hard day’s work, to dis- 
cuss a breakup with a boyfriend, a fight 
with a spouse, or just to unwind in their 
robe with a glass of wine for conversation 
with some friends. 

My anger over the piece is twofold. First, 
the writer took the humor out of all the sit- 
uations she reported. The stories and peo- 
ple were taken out of context. The mem- 
bers of the village are lawyers, nurses, 
teachers, accountants, doctors, and moth- 
ers. All of them are firmly planted in the re- 
ality we call life. 

Her words “rabidly obsessed” call to 
“I know we are, but 
what are you?” Ms. Bakulski would have 
sold her mother to be in the presence of 
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Keanu Reeves. She traveled 3000 miles, 
took an unpaid leave of absence from 
work, and lived out of hotels for two 
weeks. All to write a story? I think — 
rather, | know — not. So who in this pic- 
ture is rabidly obsessed? 

Second, my anger is aimed at your pub- 
lication. America Online, CompuServe, 
and Prodigy are covered by copyright laws 
that protect the people who post. As some 
of Ms. Bakulski’s words are taken verbatim 
from these postings, isn’t this a breach of 
copyright? And shouldn’t the true writers 
get credit? Are they not due their 15 min- 
utes of fame? 

Ms. Bakulski caused hurt feelings, dis- 
may, and upset among the people that 
share a cybercommunity. Her words of ex- 
aggeration and embellishment reflect feel- 
ings, | believe, that she herself is trying to 
suppress.

WHAT, STILL HERE? 

Five years ago: October 19, 1990 

» Jesse Helms remains wedged like a piece 
of old chicken skin in the teeth of the 
American political system. Margaret Doris 
examined his uncanny ability to survive, 
and — perhaps with a little too much wish- 
ful thinking — looked to a man who might 
have been able to floss him out. 

“As right-wing politicians 
go, Jesse Helms has led a 
charmed life. A quirk of fate 
(a full plane) kept him off 
Korean Airlines flight 007, 
the same flight that carried 
Congressman Larry Mc- 
Donald to a rendezvous with 
a heat-seeking missile. 
Helms does not frolic with 
young maidens in public 
places, nor does he show an 
unusual fondness for small 
boys. His hand has not been 
caught in the till. 

“All that may change 
come November, as fate 
threatens to even up the 
score. For the first time in his life, Helms 
faces the prospect of being beaten not by a 
Democrat — or by a liberal Democrat — 
but by a black liberal Democrat: former 
Charlotte mayor Harvey Gantt.” 


FINAL CREDITS 

10 years ago: October 22, 1985 

> By the age of 26, he had crafted perhaps 
the most popularly acclaimed American 
film ever made: Citizen Kane. By the age of 
70, he was gone. David Thomson eulo- 
gized Orson Welles. 

“Orson Welles died sometime in the early 
hours of October 10 in his home in Los An- 
geles. He died of a heart attack, and he was 
alone. He was not discovered for several 
hours, until his chauffeur came by to collect 
him for a lunch date. There was no one to 
witness the surprise, the horror, or the cu- 
riosity in a lifelong self-dramatist who real- 
ized at last that his heart was breaking, with 
no audience there to rescue him. 

“This is not said without respect or affec- 
tion. Orson Welles probably won the love of 
everyone he encountered, for a time at least; 
and if you love film, then for better or worse 
he taught you that love. He was as good as 
American film has had, or will have.” 


BACK TO THE FUTURE 

15 years ago: October 21, 1980 

» Forget your Game Boys, your Segas, and 
your virtual-reality Nintendos. Never mind 
those super-realistic graphics and stereo- 
phonic sound effects. Those of us who were 
there at the dawn of the age of video games 
remember Space Invaders — even with its 
tinny bleep bleeps and its rudimentary 
graphics shuffling predictably across the

life and art entwined. 


screen — as the greatest of them all. 
Howard Litwak went over the ground rules. 

“What Space Invaders proved is that there 
is an enormous market for a product if skill 


’ rather than luck were the basis. You’ve had 


it almost two years now, so you ought to 
know this one, but just in case: you com- 
mand a fleet with which you defend the 
Earth against a horde of spider-like in- 
vaders. These invaders march down the 
screen in closed formation, guns blazing, 
looking like a 19th-century army heading 
into battle. Of course, you get to shoot back 
at them with your laser guns.” 


MICHAEL LEIBOFF THE MORE THINGS 
CHANGE 


20 years ago: 
October 21, 1975 
» Karen Lindsey’s look at 
the hypocrisy surrounding 
International Women’s Year 
reminds us how agonizingly 
slow development can be. 
“International Women’s 
Year seems to have func- 
tioned chiefly as a rip-off 
of the women’s movement 
— a chance for countries 
like America, England, 
and Iran to send their to- 
ken women around mak- 
ing pretty speeches about 
women’s progress while they continue tak- 
ing repressive and often-hidden legal and 
political measures against us — from the 
guilty verdict against Dr. Edelin in Boston, 
which has made abortions more difficult to 
obtain, to the torture of women political 
prisoners in Iran and other countries.” 


DECONSTRUCTIONISTS 
25 years ago: October 20, 1970 
» Cambridge has undergone its share of so- 
cial and architectural upheaval over the last 
25 years. Terry Pristin looked at one spot that 
was trampled-on in the march of progress. 
“Let no one say that traditions die hard 
anymore. The demise of local landmarks is 
a standard occurrence — and, like a hus- 
band grown oblivious to his wife’s attempts 
at rejuvenation, we seem to ignore the face- 
lifting of our cities, particularly if the char- 
acteristic wrinkles disappear one at a time. 
“But Cambridge is in for some changes 
that no one will fail to notice, particularly peo- 
ple who regard the block where Mt. Auburn 
Street and Mass Ave meet as one of the city’s 
most utilitarian sites. It is the place to acquire 
the major necessities of life. But owners of 
stores located here have learned that they and 
their neighbors must vacate their premises. 
Their removal will be lamented by those to 
whom.the block represents one of the few re- 
maining bulwarks against creeping plastichy.”

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Drugs get a drubbing as treatment 
centers get their act together 


Some city residents with drug and alcohol addictions got a big boost re- 
cently when it was announced that two of Boston’s oldest treatment cen- 
ters will merge. 

By consolidating resources, Victory Programs, a facility for people with 
multiple addictions, and Shepherd House, a halfway house for alcoholic 
women, are saving enough money to fund new outreach facilities in 
Dorchester. 

“We can now supply housing, three meals a day, counseling, emergency 
transportation, and other resources through Shepherd House for $45 a 
day,” says Victory Programs executive director Jonathan Scot. “This type of 
assistance in a hospital can cost up to $400 a day, and even in jail it costs 
up to $300 a day.” 

Victory Programs, founded in 1975, began as an alcohol-treatment cen- 
ter for men, but has expanded to handle the employment, housing, drug, 
and health issues of both male and female abusers. 

Shepherd House has spent the last 21 years establishing a 20-bed resi- 
dential treatment and transitional-housing program for women with sub- 
stance-abuse problems. It has become more and more isolated from larger 
facilities, says Shepherd House program coordinator Loreta Fortini. “We 
can now address the issues of AIDS, drugs, and family placement more ef- 
fectively as part of Victory Programs,” she says. 

“Shepherd House is essential to us as a women’s long-term residential 
program,” adds Scot. “We have 14-day, short-term, outpatient, and perma- 
nent-housing facilities. But Shepherd House is. the missing link that will 
complete the circle.”

Head of the Charles spawns 
hunk hunt by TV gabmeister 


The Gordon Elliott Show, 
for those of you who aren’t 
tapped into the world of day- 
time talk, is touted as the 
number-one new syndicated 
program of the season.

His lovable goofiness 
places him in the pantheon of 
harmless hams, a group that has 
to include Sajak, Saget, and Leno.

Like any TV man worth 
his salt, Gordon Elliott 
knows broadcasting’s gold- 
en rule: if the bit works, do 
it again. That’s why Lucille Ball 
whines “Oh, Ricky” 
and George Costanza 
loses the girl. That’s 
also why Elliott, star 
of his own syndicated 
talk show, is coming to Bos- 
ton to find boys willing to 
strip to their boxers. 

Earlier this year, Elliott, 
the 39-year-old Australian 
native seen on Fox 
Channel 25 (2 p.m. 
and midnight), fea- 
tured boxer boys during 
a show on summer flings. The 
boys — young men, really (sor- 
ry, NAMBLA) — had bulging 
muscles and wore, you 
guessed it, nothing but 
their boxers.

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ACTIVIST Lester Lee is for a future on the Cambridge City Deunalh 
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Get ready, get set, vote: Candidate Lee is primed 


Lester Lee, the activist candidate for Cam- 
bridge City Council, was booed at the October 
10 meeting of the Small Property Owners Asso- 
ciation, the group that spearheaded last year’s 
statewide repeal of rent control. 

“I told them that their referendum was the 
most irresponsible act in recent history of the 
Commonwealth,” says Lee. “I told them what 
they have done is hurt thousands of people. | 
think they wanted to hang me from the rafters. 
I had to remind them that this is a democracy.” 

Lee should know. Democracy is his life’s 
work. He was chairman of the Save Our Com- 
munities coalition, which fought the heavily fi- 
nanced property owners’ referendum. Cam- 
bridge voted overwhelmingly to save rent con- 
trol, but statewide the property owners won by 
a vote of 51 to 49 percent. 

More recently, Lee co-chaired the coalition 
of women’s, civil-rights, labor, and gay-and-les- 
bian organizations that fought the nomination 
of Supreme Judicial Court Justice Charles Fried 
last summer, losing the fight by one vote on the 
Governor’s Council. Born to a Cambridge fami- 
ly that traces its lineage to freed slaves living 
there in the 1850s, Lee is a history instructor at 
Wheelock College. 

To pour blood and creativity into such politi- 
cal fights only to see defeat at the hands of 
powerful interests would discourage many ac- 
tivists. But Lester Lee, in his first campaign for 
city council, hopes the third time will be the 
charm. 






Lee, 46, has the support of the Cambridge 
Civic Association, the traditional liberal 
group that has been at odds with Cambridge 
Mayor Ken Reeves, who struck a deal with 
council members associated with the rival 
group Alliance for Change to become mayor. 
The CCA candidates, says Lee, have agreed 
to work together, but not always in lockstep. 
(One point on which Lee could find himself 
differing with some of the CCA’s councilors 
is his support for keeping restaurant smoking 
policies voluntary.) 

A jovial conversationalist, Lee enjoys getting 
in the face of power. While knocking on doors 
for his campaign, he arrived at Fried’s home 
and left a card on the recently installed judge’s 
door. The card showed a photo of Lee speaking 
at an anti-Fried rally. 

Lee wants to take his activist approach to the 
council, and so he’s seeking “the number one,” 
the first-choice vote of Cantabrigians. In Cam- 
bridge’s system of proportional representation, 
voters list their candidates on paper ballots in 
order of preference. First-place votes count 
more than others. 

But the city’s first election in post rent-con- 
trol times could mean that there are fewer ten- 
ants around to support him. “As rents have 
gone up, people are moving out of the city,” 
laments Lee. “Because of the rent-control is- 
sue, I’m the underdog. So I need the number 
one.”

I went out there and asked for 


UNWILLING STRIPPERS 


Female lawyers fight prison searches 


Female defense attorneys say they're being harassed by Massachusetts 
Department of Corrections guards when they go to visit their clients in 


Over the last several months, the guards have “routinely, selectively, 
illegally” required female lawyers to be strip-searched before being ad- 
mitted to several state prisons, particularly the one in Shirley, says Janice 
Bassil, a Boston criminal defender with the Massachusetts Association of 
Criminal. Defense Lawyers. 

Last year, for instance, Bassil set off a metal detector when trying to 
visit a client at Shirley. Rather than being checked with a hand-held met- 
al detector as required by department regulations, Bassil says, she was 
told she would have to be strip-searched. When she refused, she was 
barred from seeing her client. Jews 

Bassil has affidavits from 20 other female lawyers who say they have 
recently had similar experiences, and she plans to sue on their behalf. 
“I'm so outraged by this,” she says, “It’s not happening to men.” 

Department of Corrections spokesman Tony Carnevale says “there 
absolutely have been no strip searches, and there have been no strip 
searches required. | think these people are confusing pat searches with 
strip searches.” Carnevale says it’s not unusual for items like buttons or 
underwire bras to set off metal detectors. When that happens, guards 
are required to search visitors first with hand-held metal detectors and 
then by patting them down. 

Carnevale says the complaints of Bassil and two other lawyers last 
year were investigated and found baseless, although they did result in a nenlahe 
“refresher course” memo on search policies being sent to guards. 
Carnevale also says the department has gotten no similar complaints 
since and has no plans to change any of its procedures. “We are not go- 
ing to ease up on security,” he says.

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The Globe boosts its business section, 
the Herald axes its general manager 


by Dan Kennedy 


n a move aimed at strengthen- 
ing one of its weaker links, the 
Boston Globe will unveil a re- 
designed Business section on 
October 30 that will feature 
more pages, more color, and a heav- 
ier emphasis on consumer news and 
personal finance. 

Though Globe editor Matt Storin 
admits that the addition of four pages 
per week is modest, he says it’s sig- 
nificant given that newspapers else- 
where are responding to rising paper 
costs by cutting pages and laying off 
employees. 

“I think you’d be hard-pressed to 
find another paper in the country 
that’s adding four pages,” he says. 

The Globe’s owner, the New York 
Times, redesigned and expanded its 
Business Day section over the sum- 
mer. But *Storin insists the Globe’s 
move is entirely unrelated. 

“They do not tell us boo about what 
to do editorially,” he says. “But when 
we told them what we were doing, 
they seemed to be pleased.” 

The expansion comes at a time 
when the regional economy has largely 
recovered from the deep recession of 
the late 1980s, and when interest in 
business news is on the rebound. It 
also coincides with predictions that 
paper prices will soon drop, making 
the boost in pages considerably more 
affordable. 

Internally, the move is seen as a 
big victory for Larry Edelman, a 
Reuters alumnus and former Globe 
technology reporter who says he’s 
been pushing for more space since 
becoming Business editor in Jan- 
uary 1994. “There’s really no ma- 
jor shift here,” he says. “There’s 
no plate tectonics going on.” Never- 
theless, Edelman says, several signifi- 
cant changes are in the works. They 
include: 

¢ A Tuesday-through-Friday col- 
umn to be produced by newcomer 
Steven Syre and Edelman’s predeces- 
sor aS Business editor, Steve Bailey. 
Edelman characterizes it as a local ver- 
sion of the Wall Street Journal’s 
“Heard on the Street.” Syre co-wrote 
a similar column, “On State Street,” 
with Tom Nutile at the Boston Herald 
before he was lured to the Globe dur- 
ing the summer. One Globe source 
calls Syre “the best business reporter 
in town.” 

¢ A weekly feature on the business 
of sports, to be written by: David 
Halbfinger, a new hire who previously 
worked for the recently deceased New 
York Newsday. 

¢ Economic news out of Washing- 
ton, a new beat that will be handled by 
Globe veteran Aaron Zitner. 

¢ A “brainpower beat,” to be cov- 
ered by Maria Shao, that will focus on 
the city’s consulting firms. 

Insiders at 135 Morrissey Boulevard 
say the Business section is widely 
viewed as reasonably solid but unin- 
spired, generally covering events as 
they occur rather than developing its 





| own stories. The strengths of the sec- 


tion are its two first-rate columnists, 
the wonderfully esoteric David Warsh 
and inside-dirt-disher Joan Vennochi, 
both of whom will be unaffected by the 
expansion. 

“It’s embarrassing how little real 
business news comes out of this 
place,” says one staffer of the paper’s 


coverage. This source praises Edelman 
as “a hell of a salesman” and “a take- 
charge guy” who seems likely to make 
good use of his additional resources. 

Perhaps not coincidentally, the 
Globe’s move comes at a time when 
the Boston Herald’s well-regarded 
Business section is under increasing 
pressure. Space has been at a premi- 
um since early this year, when publish- 
er Pat Purcell cut pages to save mon- 
ey. And not only did the Herald lose 
Syre to its crosstown rival, but the 
Globe also plucked the Herald’s assis- 
tant Business editor, Cheryl Appel, and 
made her a business-section copy edi- 
tor. (The Herald recently replaced 
Syre with Eric Convey, a Boston Busi- 
ness Journal reporter and former press 
secretary to US Representative Peter 
Torkildsen.)

Storin and Edelman flatly deny that 
the Globe has targeted the Herald’s 
business pages. “Our worry is the 
Times and the [Wall Street] Journal,” 
says Edelman. “I think the Herald is 
sucking wind, and has been ever since 
it decided it could afford to cut back 
on its Business.section.” 

But Herald Business editor Mary 
Helen Gillespie insists that her section 
is and will continue to be competitive. 
“I think the Herald’s Business section 
has developed a sterling reputation for 
financial journalism,” she says. “We 
own the Boston business beat. It’s 
been working. It will continue to 
work.” 

The retooled Globe Business sec- 
tion could also have an impact on the 
BB], which is currently enjoying fi- 
nancial success following some mon- 
ey-losing years in the late 1980s and 
early ’90s. 

Yet BB] editor Chuck Heschmeyer 
says the move could actually be bene- 
ficial, raising the profile of business 
news and keeping his own troops on 
their toes. 

“I welcome the competition,” he 
says. “It will be better for the local 
business community. We’re going to 
have to stay sharp and keep breaking 
stories.” 


Another Herald firing 

In yet another sign of how tight 
things are at One Herald Square, Pat 
Purcell has handed: a pink slip to gen- 















eral manager Jean Eichenbaum, his 
third top-level firing since he bought 
the paper from his mentor, Rupert 
Murdoch, in early 1994. 

Inside sources say Eichenbaum, 
who'd been with the Herald for the 
better part of a decade, is a tough but 
respected businesswoman whom Pur- 
cell promoted to run the paper in his 
absence several years ago, after Mur- 
doch assigned Purcell the task of 
straightening out the New York Post. 

After Purcell purchased the Herald 
and returned to Boston full-time, these 
sources say, he concluded that Eichen- 
baum’s job was redundant. With sky- 
rocketing paper costs continuing to 
put pressure on Purcell’s already- 
strained bottom line, Purcell apparent- 
ly decided he could find better things 
to do with Eichenbaum’s salary, which 
was reportedly in the six-figure range. 
Her last day of work was October 6. 

Eichenbaum. was in Florida and 
could not be reached. Purcell did not 
respond to requests for comment. 

Eichenbaum joins two other top- 
level Herald executives in exile: Alan 
Eisner, who was fired as editor in the 
summer of 1994, and Bob Sales, who 
was fired'as Sports editor last spring. 
~, «Bisnéris.now vice-president and 
CEO of Regan Conimunications, the 
public-rélations firm of spin doctor ex- 
traordinaire George Regan, whose 
clients, ironically, include the Herald. 

And Sales just landed a position as 
vice-president of public-impact strate- 
gies for Cudaback Strategic Commu- 
nications, a Boston-based PR firm 
with a number of high-tech clients. He 
says chairwoman Glenda Cudaback 
recently invited him to join the firm 
with “a generous offer to work with 
bright people on interesting projects.” 

Though Purcell was known to be 
unhappy with Eisner’s editorial strate- 
gy, and though Sales had clashed re- 
peatedly with editor Andy Costello and 
managing editor for news Andrew 
Gully, sources say cost-cutting had a 
lot to do with the departure of both 
men, who were replaced via promo- 
tions from within. 

If nothing else, Purcell seems to be 
learning how to handle these sudden 
departures more gracefully. Herald 
veterans still shake their heads over the 
abrupt manner in which Eisner was let 
go. Sales, by contrast, was assigned a 
desk and a phone while he looked for 
a new job; both he and Purcell contin- 
ue to speak highly of each other. And 
the official word on Eichenbaum is 
that she “resigned.” 

Nevertheless, it’s clear that being a 
highly paid Herald executive is a dan- 
gerous occupation.

‘Rauschenbach fought the 


spin machine — and won 


by Al Giordano 


enri Rauschenbach, the 

Cape Cod state senator 

acquitted by a Boston 

jury this month of a 

conflict-of-interest 
charge, has been to hell and back. 

For the past four years, the daily media 
have portrayed Rauschenbach as a corrupt 
official. Treasurer Joe Malone first leveled 
charges of misconduct against Rauschen- 
bach in 1991 before the State Ethics Com- 
mission. Malone put his spin doctors to 
work, tarring the senator’s reputation; 
Malone’s political consultant, Charley 
Manning, and his press secretary, former 
Boston Herald reporter Eric Fehrnstrom, 
went so far as to portray their own man as 
a courageous whistleblower. Most State 
House _ reporters 
parroted the Malone 
party line, only to be 
embarrassed when 
the evidence, and the 
jury, proved them 
wrong. 

In 1993, Rau- 
schenbach was in- 
dicted by the state 
attorney general for 
allegedly trying to 
influence Malone on 
behalf of his part- 
time employer, real- 
estate developer 
Carmen Elio.- The 
charge was rooted 
in a Boston Globe 
Spotlight report that 
Elio was a partner 
in a pension-invest- 
ment project that 
Rauschenbach had 
promoted to Mal- 
one. In fact, the 
Globe got it wrong: 
Elio did not have an 
interest in the pro- 
posal. But the false- 
hood was repeated 
loudly throughout 
the media coverage 
of Rauschenbach’s case. 

By the time the trial was over, a differ- 
ent picture had emerged, one more dam- 
aging to-Malone’s credibility than to 
Rauschenbach’s. The jury agreed with 
Rauschenbach attorney Oliver Mitchell, 
who argued that Malone had pointed the 
finger because Rauschenbach was in the 
process of exposing Malone’s own uneth- 
ical dealings with state investment funds. 
Mitchell, who had established a reputa- 
tion as a fierce courtroom warrior during 
his career as a federal prosecutor and had 
successfully represented celebs such as 
Marky Mark, entered the world of high- 
profile political cases with the Rauschen- 
bach trial. 

Malone, after his 1990 election, had 
granted himself the power to hire and fire 
money managers who invest the state’s 
pension funds. But in August of ’91, when 
Malone selected new managers, Rau- 
schenbach insisted that Malone and the 
two other members of the state’s Pension 
Investment Committee had violated their 
fiduciary responsibility by surrendering 
such decisions to the treasurer alone. 

Rauschenbach sent a series of legal 
memos to Malone’s office outlining how 
Malone and the other members could be 
held personally liable for not exercising 
“due diligence” in selecting the money 
managers. It was the senator’s contention 
that Malone and the pension committee 
had opened themselves up to a lawsuit

from any state employee whose money 
was in the fund. 

According to testimony, that’s when 
Malone tried to turn the tables by charg- 
ing Rauschenbach with attempting to in- 
fluence him on behalf of Elio. At the same 
time, Malone put his staff to work back- 
dating documents in order to claim that 
the investment committee had exercised 
due diligence in choosing the managers. 
That’s also when Malone’s political staff 
began its effort to tarnish Rauschenbach’s 
reputation. 

Rauschenbach, now vindicated, spoke 
with the Phoenix about his four-year or- 
deal at the hands of political spinmeisters 
who, in their zeal to promote their own 
client, defamed an innocent man. 

s 

Q: Let’s start at the beginning. In the 
1980s, when. Bob Crane was treasurer, 
you were the state 
representative lead- 
ing the fight for pen- 
sion reform. What 
were you trying to 
accomplish? 

A: In 1988, the 
state was in a fiscal 
free fall. Governor 
[Michael] Dukakis 
had borrowed cash 
from the state’s pen- 
sion fund, which 
kept the state from 
having to borrow the 
money on the bond 
market, something 
that would have re- 
quired the state to 
provide details on its 
fiscal status. That 
was my first sense 
that the manage- 
ment of the funds 
could be abused. 

I’ve been filing a 
bill since 1987 to al- 
low public employ- 
ees and teachers, 
whose money it is, 
to have representa- 
tion on the pension 
board. It seemed 
eminently reasonable to me that they 
should have some oversight into how 
their money was invested. 

Q: That's a reform that Malone has op- 
posed since he became treasurer. And yet, 
when he was elected in 1990, he named 
you chairman of his transition committee 
on pension issues. What happened to turn 
him against you? 

A: When he ran for treasurer, I had 


. introduced him on the Cape, saying it 


was time to bring our pension funds 
into the open and that by electing Joe 
Malone there would be real reform. He 
seemed pleased with that. When he was 
elected, he asked me to chair the transi- 
tion committee. 

We finished our report by January 14, 
1991. We suggested that public meetings 
be held so that public employees could 
find out-how their money was being in- 
vested. We suggesfed they look at 
whether the treasurer’s office should re- 
tain its consultant, who seemed to have 
been a rubber-stamp for treasurer Crane. 
We also suggested they expand the size of 
the Pension Investment Committee. 

Q: At what point did relations between 
you and Malone start to fray? 

A: When nothing seemed to come of 
the transition committee’s recommenda- 
tions. I started raising concerns. I felt 
there was not enough vigorous pursuit of 
the reforms we would have liked to see.

The members of the Pension Invest- 
ment Committee had violated their 
fiduciary responsibilities. After I sent 
the treasurer’s office some memos, 
they saw they had a level of exposure. 
They then started to back-date docu- 
ments and create a paper trail to allow 
an invalid process for the selection and 
firing of money managers. The only 
way they could validate their process 
was to get their consultant to back- 
date the documents. Their consultant 
testified at the trial that he got a call 
from the treasurer’s office to do this. 

Q: Tell me about your August ’91 
meeting with Malone, when the two of 
you, according to testimony, exchanged 
harsh words. 

A: I was there to discuss how he had 
assumed statutory authority over the 
hiring of money managers for the pen- 
sion funds. Then I mentioned that he 
wasn’t really too well-liked by Republi- 
cans at the time. He got very upset, 
called me a “troublemaker” and a few 
other things, and so I left. 

After that meeting, I further detailed 
my list of objections and concerns 
about the management of these funds, 
communicating with the treasurer’s of- 
fice through the mail.

Q: The Spotlight Team, though, got 
a key fact wrong, didn’t it? 

A: The Globe series, and the press 
for the last four years, reported that’ 
Carmen Elio was a partner with Alan 
Fulkerson in a proposal before the 
pension board. The fact is that Elio 
wasn’t a partner in that proposal. 

Q: You worked for Elio, but on real- 
estate matters unrelated to Fulkerson, 
right? 

A: My lawyer, Oliver Mitchell, showed 
that during the course of the trial. He 
made such a compelling case on the 
matter that the prosecution never even 
called Elio or Fulkerson to the witness 
stand. They were not partners, and we

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association on unrelated business, but I 
was unaware of it and surprised when 
the Globe called me and told me. 

After the Globe series, the treasurer 
sent a fairly detailed list of charges

Q: Didn’t Malone himself have a di- 
rect line to Carmen Elio? At the trial, 
he said he couldn’t remember that Elio 
held a fundraiser for him at a Fenway 
Park sky box.

me. That and O.J. Simpson’s comment, in 
response to a New York-Times reporter’s 
question concerning his finances, that he 
still has his Bentley, his Ferrari, his house 
in Brentwood, and his New York apart- 
ment. Just days earlier, the man was facing 
life in prison, even the possibility of the 
death penalty. Having ducked that bullet, 
he wasn’t prepared to simply disappear, 
though. He was already grandstanding on 
Larry King. He moved with astonishing 
speed from the role of accused murderer 
to that of wronged victim. In a new guise 
for the man who has made it his business 
to emulate all the worst traits of a rich, 
white misogynist, now he was supposed to 
represent, for every African American who 
had ever been wrongly accused of a crime 
and experienced injustice at the hands of a 
white jury, a triumphant and even heroic 
symbol of one African-American man the 
system couldn’t screw. 

In fact, he went one better. Put aside the 
question of whether O.]. Simpson killed 
Nicole Brown and Ronald Goldman. He 
remains, without doubt, a man who 
threatened, abused, stalked, and terrorized 
his wife, and can now walk the streets (or 
drive them, in the aforementioned Bent- 
ley). He isn’t slinking away and disappear- 
ing, either. He’s making golf plans, calling 
up the luscious Paula Barbieri, announcing 
his intention to join the fight against do- 
mestic violence. (Even as he’s expressing 
his desire to “knock that chip off Marcia 
Clark’s shoulder.” An interesting choice of 
phrase, if you ask me, coming from a man 
known to be violent toward women. And 
one that calls into question O.J.’s ability to

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put the old violent impulses behind him, 
and stop treating ‘women like tackling 
dummies.) 

The O.J. verdict will have as much im- 
pact on the lives of most black men and 
women living in places like East LA as the 
Claus von Biilow verdict had in places like 
Bangor, Maine. O.}. Simpson is a symbol 
all right, but not a symbol whose story ulti- 
mately has any bearing on the lives of 
African Americans, except maybe to ac- 
centuate the already-enormous polariza- 
tion that exists between white and black in 
this country. He’s become a symbol that 
can only intensify the racism of white peo- 
ple, and lend false hope to every Black man 
charged with crimes who can’t afford the 
services of Johnnie Cochran. 

O.J. Simpson stands as high-living, 
high-spending proof that certain kinds of 
men get away with things other people 
(especially poor people and women) 
can’t. He’s part of a minority group, to 
be sure, but not the. one that includes 
Rosa Parks, Malcolm X, and the Rev- 
erend Martin Luther King. If you see O.]. 
for who he really is — meaning, not a 
man of color so much as a man of wealth, 
charm, good looks, athletic talent, fame, 
and power — he’s only the most recent 
in a long line of such men who’ve man- 
aged to get away with murder, literally or 
otherwise. The truth is, we’ve seen a lot 
of prominent men charged with terrible 
crimes in recent years who rise again (of- 
ten after a surprisingly brief interval) to 
resume their old lives, having sustained 
only minor inconvenience and major legal 
fees. O.J.’s exclusive club counts, among 
its members, guys like Claus von Biilow 
and William Kennedy Smith, Darryl 
Strawberry and Marvin Hagler, Michael 
Milken and Marion Barry. It’s the old- 
boys’ club of men accused of crimes — 
sometimes for money, sometimes for 
power, sometimes for fun — who didn’t 
have to pay in the end. Or didn’t pay 
much. Sometimes they even ended up 
richer and more successful than ever. 

If the trial of O.J. Simpson (specifically, 
the testimony of Mark Fuhrman) revealed 
to us the ugly fact that racism is a lot more 
deep-seated and rampant in this country 
than many whites had understood, it also 
served as a reminder that another kind of 


double standard is alive and well. Namely, 
the double standard in which the divisions 
break down over questions of sex and 
power, not color. Just as the trial and 
eventual acquittal of the police officers 
charged with the beating of Rodney King a 
few years back showed that it is still possi- 
ble to abuse a poor black man in this 
country and never serve a day’s jail time, 
the O.]. trial confirmed that a vast gulf ex- 
ists, still, between how our society judges 
women and how it judges men. A certain 
kind of man, anyway. 


Under their thumbs 

The murder of Nicole Brown Simpson 
stands as a particularly macho crime. A man 
apparently kills his ex-wife because he can’t 
have her himself, and because he doesn’t 
want anybody else to have her either. (Never 
mind that he’s had plenty of other women 
over the course of their marriage, and since 
their separation. What’s sauce for the gan- 
der is not necessarily sauce for the goose.) 
Just as there are crimes more likely to be 
committed by men than by women, there 
are also crimes that men are more likely 
than women to be forgiven for. 

Jean Harris killed her unfaithful and 
emotionally abusive lover, Herman 
Tarnower — arguably in self-defense — 
and went on to serve a long sentence. Sev- 
eral of the Framingham Eight (women 
whose injuries at the hands of husbands 
and lovers.were well-documented by the 
time each of them was finally driven to 
murder) served years of their sentences 
before their recent pardon by Governor 
William Weld. Susan Smith committed the 
ultimate offense: not simply murder, but 
being a bad mother. When was the last 
time we heard a man described as a “bad 
father”? And would the charge carry 
enough weight so that any of us would 
even remember? 

Boys are supposed to be a little bit bad, 
after all. If a boy’s too well-behaved, too 
obedient, too compliant, we may just call 
him effeminate. We may punish little boys 
for their naughtiness and roll our eyes when 
we hear about a teenage son caught with a 
six-pack or discovered to have been engag- 
ing in sex in the family car. But there’s also 
an element of indulgence and even pride 
present in a lot of us, as we hear the stories 
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of what our sons and brothers, and even 
our husbands, have been up to. Women are 
supposed to grow up, at some point, and 
turn their energies over to the care of their 
children from the day they give birth. Men 
are forever boyish, rakishly irresponsible 
and domestically inept, and we love them 
best for the worst things they do, 

Earlier this year, a single mother who 
was putting herself through college to 
make a bétter life for herself and her son 
lost custody to the child’s father (who has 
now left the boy in the care of his own 
mother) on the grounds that she had put 
her son into day care. Marcia Clark, a sin- 
gle parent with two young sons, has been 
challenged by her ex-husband for the cus- 
tody of her children, on the grounds that 
she spent too much time on the O.]. case 
to be a good mother. O.J. Simpson — a 
parent who, whatever you choose to be- 
lieve about his possible homicidal tenden- 
ciés, is known to have abused his wife in 
front of their children — might well get 
custody of his young son and daughter. 

As much as anything O.J. Simpson has 
gotten away with, what’s most appalling to 
me is that he stands a good chance of re- 
taining the right to raise the children of the 
woman he definitely abused and may have 
killed. | read and watched, with stunned 
fascination, the public statements of the 
Brown family on the custody question, af- 
ter the verdict, as they made their tight- 
lipped promises to cooperate with O.]. 
Simpson in raising the children of their 
murdered daughter and sister. Listening to 
the carefully worded announcement of the 
Browns’ refusal to enter into a custody 
battle with the man whose multimillion- 
dollar defense team had gotten him off, I 
thought of footage I’ve watched periodi- 
cally over the years, showing American 
hostages in captivity: the same dull eyes, 
the same flat tone of voice. Their words 
said one thing; their faces something else. 
If Johnnie Cochran (a man whose own ex- 
wife has asserted that he abused her, inci- 
dentally) could get O.J. off murder 
charges, surely there’d be an equally high- 
priced lawyer in Los Angeles up to the 
challenge of seeing to it that he held onto 
the kids. And if the Browns fought O.]. for 
custody and lost, where would the children 
be then? Ask the ghost of Nicole Brown. 


Sex and the sinister man 

The most common story about men who 
get away with murder (literally or figura- 
tively) concerns athletes accused of beat- 


















ing up their girlfriends or wives. The 
list is long: former NFL Man of the 
Year Warren Moon, Miami Dol- 
phins’ receiver Irving Fryar, golfer John 
Daly, former Red Sox pitcher Wes Gard- 
ner, retired first baseman Steve Garvey of 
the Los Angeles Dodgers, former Boston 
Celtic Robert Parish, and Bobby Cox, 
manager of the Atlanta Braves, whose wife 
accused him of physical abuse, then took 
back the charges. 

It’s not just superstar athletes who seem 
able to bypass the rules the rest of us live 
by. Consider the case of Michael Jackson. 
Here’s a man charged with sexual miscon- 
duct with children. Here’s a man whose 
genital abnormalities, 
we've been told, were 
accurately described by 
at least one youthful ac- 
cuser. The boy remains 
silent, we understand, 
only because his father 
was paid an astronomi- 
cal settlement. Ample 
testimony exists con- 
cerning behaviors, on 
the part of Jackson to- 
ward young boys, which 
have to be called wildly 
inappropriate, at best. 
As a result of all this, 
two years ago the man’s 
career appeared fin- 
ished, and the big ques- 
tion was simply whether 
he’d return to the Unit- 


ed States to face 
charges or live in exile 
forever. 


And while he may no 
longer inhabit quite the 
godlike place he used to 
in the American celebrity pantheon, it’s 
amazing enough that Jackson is re-in- 
stalled in his fairy-tale estate, with its fan- 
tasy rides and exotic menagerie. He’s also 
entertaining the likes of Diane Sawyer for 
a cozy, non-threatening interview to hype 
his latest CD, HIStory, complete with anti- 
Semitic lyrics. Most bizarre of all, he’s 
now married to the daughter of the King 
of Rock and Roll, and pictured on a hetel 
balcony with her during their honeymoon, 
blowing kisses to an adoring crowd. 

Of course, when they write the story of 
African-American men in this country, in- 
stances in which men of color have been 
unjustly accused of crimes they didn’t 
commit, and instances in which white men 
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have gone free after committing crimes 
against men of color, will far outnumber 
stories like those of O.J. and Michael Jack- 
son. O.J. and Jackson have simply man- 
aged to override the extreme disadvantage 
that’s part of what it means to be a black 
man in America by being rich and famous 
black men. Which enables them to enjoy 
the privileges usually reserved for rich and 
famous white men. 

Like Ted Kennedy, for instance, and his 
nephew, William 
Kennedy Smith. As 
most of us know, Ted 
Kennedy — while 
married and a US 
senator — drove his 
car off a bridge at 
Chappaquiddick back 
in 1969, leaving a 
young woman named 
Mary Jo Kopechne to 
drown in the front 
seat. Kennedy swam 
to shore, then waited 
several hours to re- 
port the accident — 
after first consulting 
with advisers on how 
best to minimize the 
damage to his career. 
The accident certain- 
ly ruined forever 
Kennedy’s chance of 
becoming president. 
The most astonishing 
and noteworthy fact, 
though, is that 
Kennedy continued to gain re-election to 
the Senate in every contest since, and has 
become one of the most high-profile 
Democrats in Washington. Even the déja 
vu of William Kennedy Smith’s late-night 
encounter with a young woman who later 
charged that he had raped her failed to 
bring down either the nephew (who was 
found not guilty) or the uncle (who had 
woken him up that night, so the two of 
them could go out to a bar together). 

Gary Hart was somewhat less success- 
ful in reviving his political career, follow- 
ing the embarrassment of being pho- 
tographed, while campaigning’ for the 
presidency, with Donna Rice on his lap. 
But how about Oliver North, who man- 
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aged not only to evade criminal 
charges following the Iran-contra 
hearings, but to command astro- 
nomical speakers’ fees and eventually 
run a nearly successful campaign for 
the US Senate? 

Pee-Wee Herman’s career stalled 
with the discovery that he’d been mas- 
turbating at an adult moviehouse. (And, 
likewise, country singer Ty Herndon 
may never recover from the charge that 
he exposed himself to a male police offi- 
cer in a Fort Worth park.) But red-blood- 
ed, all-American heterosexual — even ex- 
tracurricular and/or nonconsensual — sex 
would appear a lot easier to forgive. Hugh 
Grant’s career will be just fine. And 
Woody Allen, whose sexual involvement 
with his longtime lover’s still-teenage 
daughter seemed briefly to spell the death 
of his image, is making movies again, and 
appears re-installed at Knicks games, with 
Soon Yi at his side. Try to imagine Mia 
Farrow pulling that one off, with Yoko 
Ono’s son, Sean, say, or maybe the young 
former star of The Wonder Years. 


Born-again bullies 

If sex is the number-one danger area 
for rich and powerful men, alcohol and 
drug problems come in a close second. 
Who (besides Michael Jackson) could 
have supposed that former Washington, 
DC, mayor Marion Barry would not only 
be forgiven for having been caught (on 
videotape, yet) smoking crack cocaine, 
but that he would win re-election as may- 
or? Or that John DeLorean, accused of 
trafficking in huge amounts of cocaine to 
finance his failing luxury-car company, 
would be acquitted? 

When the news breaks that Joan 
Kennedy and Kitty Dukakis have drinking 
problems, they disappear. But if there’s 
something shameful about a woman’s al- 
coholism, a man’s may almost become 
part of his fun-loving, macho image. 
Rock-and-roller David Crosby, baseball 
great Mickey Mantle, and TV actor Larry 
Hagman spent years drinking so heavily 
they destroyed their lives. Eventually, they 
all showed up smiling on the cover of Peo- 
ple, expounding on their substance abuse. 
Don’t get me wrong: I have nothing 
against these men; I’m happy for the two 
out of three who are still alive, and I re- 
spect anyone who had a substance-abuse 
problem and cleaned up his act. But it 
strikes me as not simply curious the way 
we choose to view these figures as heroes 
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for the dubious accomplishment of having 
abused alcohol to the point where they 
need, and get, liver transplants. 

Then you have financial improprieties (a 
word that seems like something of an un- 
derstatement, when we’re talking about 
the millions of dollars’ worth of junk 
bonds Wall Street wunderkind Michael 
Milken was found to have been peddling). 
Milken got 22 months at a minimum-se- 
curity prison, followed by a period of com- 
munity service. Willie Nelson avoided fed- 
eral income tax for years, then faced 
bankruptcy when the government handed 
him a bill for several million dollars. Not to 
worry: tens of thousands of hard-working 
middle-class and blue-collar fans decided 
to pitch in and bail him out. (After similar 
difficulties, the career and finances of Las 
Vegas lounge singer Wayne Newton also 
seem back on track.) Televangelist Jim 
Bakker did have to serve time for the ille- 
gal use of charitable funds given to his 
ministry. But now he’s preaching again. It 
would appear America likes a familiar face. 
Even if we last saw it on a WANTED poster. 


Or on Court TV. 


We also love to see the comeback of a 
man who’s been brought down low and 
shown the error of his ways. It’s a curious- 
ly American tale, this kind of image-recon- 
struction. You can be in the tabloids one 
week for taking young boys into your bed, 
and back in the tabloids, less than a year 
later, for taking Lisa Marie Presley to the 
same place. As far removed from the stuff 
of our own lives as the life of Mike Tyson 
or Michael Jackson or Michael Milken 
may be, perhaps ordinary Americans find 
comfort in their stories. If Tyson can re- 
bound from a rape conviction to collect 
$25 million dollars for his first fight after 
his release from prison, shouldn’t we all 
manage to recover from our setbacks? 

What else can explain the astonishing 
phenomenon of G. Gordon Liddy, former 
Watergate thug, hosting his own radio

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show? Also making regular radio and tele- 
vision appearances: Kato Kaelin. His testi- 
mony in the O.J. case, cross-referenced 
with his not-under-oath account of the 
night of the murder, as told to the author 
of a now-aborted book on the subject, 
strongly suggests perjury. 

Liddy’s is a prime example of one of the 
most prevalent methods by which men of 
power, brought down in mid-career, man- 
age to rise again. They embrace religion. 
Rather than skirting the existence of past 
crimes, they actually invoke them as ex- 
amples of the kind of misguided acts a 
person engages in before he’s found God. 
Take Christ into your heart, and you will 
not only be reborn. You may just get 
yourself a TV deal. Even Mark Fuhrman, 
hated as he is at the moment, might turn 
things around if he disappeared for six 
months and came back spouting passages 
from the Bible and talking about the sins 
of his former life. 


The double standard 

One of the most disturbing aspects in so 
many stories of men who get away with 
murder is the way in which their stories 
often involve women who fared a lot less 
well. Consider Randy and Vicki Weaver, 
the white-supremacist, anti-Semitic Chris- 
tian-fundamentalist couple who holed up

in their Idaho cabin with their kids, and a 
veritable armory full of weapons, and had 
a tragic face-off with the FBI. The 
Weavers’ 14-year-old son was fatally shot, 
as was an FBI agent, and, perhaps most 
shockingly, Vicki Weaver herself, as she 
stepped out of the cabin with her infant 
daughter in her arms. As for Randy 
Weaver, who at least one FBI agent asserts 
killed his own son by mistake: he now 
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And then there’s von Biillow, 
found not guilty of drugging 
his heiress wife, Sunny, with 
the aid of a brilliant defense by 
Alan Dershowitz, in a case that 
became the basis for the movie 
Reversal of Fortune. What really happened 
to Sunny von Biilow remains murky at 
best, though it’s fairly clear that von Biilow 
was a good deal less than totally guiltless. 
What probably got von Bilow off — 
and what has done the same for a lot of 
other men — was the way his high-ticket 
defense played up his alleged victim’s own 
failings of character. Sunny von Biilow

stands to collect a multimillion-dollar set- 
tlement from the government for the 
wrongful killing of his wife. 

Christian Brando, Marlon’s son, shot 
his sister’s lover, Dag Drollet, and got off 
on manslaughter charges, with the aid of 
the best lawyers his father could buy. In 
the end, the one who paid most dearly for 
Drollet’s death was the sister, Cheyenne 
Brando. After several years of treatment 
for profound depression, she killed herself 
last spring, having never recovered from 
her lover’s death. 


was rich, spoiled, indolent, drug-addicted. 
Who could blame her husband for taking 
up with another woman? Maybe he did 
give her that drug overdose, but she gave 
him plenty of reasons. 

In a culture in which women’s status re- 
mains provisional, it’s not such a stretch 
for a skillful defense lawyer to convince a 
jury that a female victim might have driven 
a man to do her in. That’s what happened 
in the Arizona case in which a restaurant 
owner by the name of Steve Steinberg, 
who had already confessed to killing his

wife, walked out of the courtroom a free 
man when the judge ruled that she'd 
nagged him to the point where he couldn’t 
be blamed for killing her. 

O.]. Simpson’s lawyers never put Nicole 
Brown on trial, precisely, but the knowl- 
edge that any close examination of her life 
would have revealed a history of drug use 
and a considerable amount of sexual activ- 
ity probably kept the prosecution from 
calling Nicole’s friends to testify concern- 
ing the history of abuse in her marriage. 
Drug use or promiscuity may not be 
grounds for murder in the eyes of the law, 
but it was certainly a lot easier for a jury to 
acquit the man accused of drugging Sunny 
von Biilow than it would be for a jury to 
acquit the man accused of murdering 
schoolgirl Polly Klass. For a prosecutor, 
it’s not enough to have a victim who’s 
dead. She’d better be dead, a Girl Scout 
(or an honors student), and celibate, with 
a not-too-provocative wardrobe. 

The O.J. case should serve as a re- 
minder that we still live in a country 
where a rich and powerful husband can 
view his wife as an extension of himself, a 
trophy. And, of course, as long as we 
view women as the possessions of men, 
we also confer on men the right to dis- 
pose of their possessions when and how 
they see fit. (Look at Sylvester Stallone, 
who dumped his longtime girlfriend, 
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model Jennifer Flavin, by sending her the 
news via Federal Express. Over the next 
year Or so, we were treated to reports of 
at least one paternity suit from another 
Stallone ex-girlfriend, as well as pho- 
tographs of Stallone with numerous other 
gorgeous women decorating his arm. Jen- 
nifer Flavin herself gave interviews, blast- 
ing her longtime partner for the unfeeling 
way in which he rejected her. Now who’s 
back on Sylvester Stallone’s arm, an- 
nouncing her desire to have as many ba- 
bies as Sly wants? Jennifer Flavin.) 

At some level, a lot of men hold onto the 
almost-tribal concept mess with my wom- 
an, mess with me, In many situations, we 
call that chivalry, and celebrate men who 
defend their women — in the movies and 
on television, as well as in real life. I’m 
prepared to believe that O.J. Simpson 
would probably have been capable of slit- 
ting the throat of a man who tried to hurt 
Nicole, when the two of them were still to- 
gether. But here’s what we’ve missed: the 
same ultimately chauvinistic impulses that 
allow for those kinds of macho heroics lay 
the groundwork for these knights in armor 
to turn on the women they would defend 
as property, at the very moment it be- 
comes clear their rights of ownership have 
been threatened. 

Q.J. Simpson tired. of his first wife, we 
hear, so he left her. Friends of Nicole’s as- 
sert that he was frequently after her to lose 
weight — or he would have to leave her, 
too. No doubt the most enraging part of 
his split with Nicole, from O.J.’s point of 
view, was that she left him first. It’s one 
thing to reject a woman. Very different to 
be rejected yourself. 

A particularly horrible murder that 
took place in Vermont a few years back 
comes to mind. A woman newspaper re- 
porter left her disc-jockey boyfriend of 
several years for another woman. Appar- 
ently, the disc jockey stalked the two 
women for several months. Then one day, 
when their car was parked at a gas station 
in Brattleboro, he lunged for her and 
killed her on the spot, with her lover 
nearby, powerless to save her. Afterward, 
the disc jockey freely confessed to the 
crime, explaining that what drove him 
crazy was knowing that his girlfriend had 
left him not for another man (that, he 
could take) but for a woman. 


A misguided message 

We've heard a lot in recent weeks about 
how the O.J. verdict “sent a message” to 
black Americans — a positive message, 
supposedly. As a trial-watcher who holds 
out little hope that O.J.’s acquittal will be 
followed by any similarly compassionate 
treatment of other African-American de- 
fendants, I’d offer an alternative interpre- 
tation of the message the O.J. jury sent 
across America and beyond. 

It was a message to abusers of wom- 
en, of course. It said that a man can ter- 
rorize his wife for years, go on trial for 
her murder, and walk out of the court- 
room and home to his Jacuzzi. But the 
message went further: once’ we Ameri- 
cans install someone as a hero in our 
constellation (and our heroes are mostly 
men), we'll doubt even ourselves before 
we doubt them. We may have to rewrite 
our standards for what constitutes ac- 
ceptable behavior, or simply deny what 
we've heard about them. The one thing 
we won’t do, evidently, is believe that 
the same person who could run so 
valiantly down a football field to make 
the winning touchdown and sell us 
rental cars so engagingly all those years 
could slit his wife’s throat so deeply her 
head was barely still attached. 

If the qualities many of us still admire 
in women are virtue, self-sacrifice, and a 
certain genteel obedience and passivity, 





the qualities we look for in 
men are more apt to include 


the ability to win, even if do- 
ing so requires a certain 
bending of the rules. All in 
all, you could say those quali- 
ties are the same ones most 
likely to show up in a ruthless 
and highly successful politi- 
cian. Or an athlete. Or a 
movie star. Or a felon. Or a 
combination of the above. And so per- 
haps there’s a part of our society that 
wants to punish women who break the 
rules we’ve laid out for them, even as it 
excuses men for doing the same. Hugh 
Hefner lives in a mansion; Heidi Fleiss is 
headed for jail. 

We live in a culture in which image mat- 
ters more than substance. For 15 months, 
we concerned ourselves with issues like 
the ramifications of Marcia Clark’s change 
of hairdo and Bryant Gumbel’s disgruntle- 
ment at not being chosen for the ultimately 
aborted Ox]. interview, while Judge Ito 
fielded media offers of his own and made 
sure the jurors were provided with videos 
of Melrose Place. One poll of potential ju- 
rors, only recently made public, revealed 
that 42 percent of the original jury pool 
believed a football hero like O.J. could 
simply never have committed a murder — 
a phenomenon not unrelated to that of 
soap-opera watchers who evidently sup- 
pose, in substantial numbers, that an actor 
who plays the role of a villain must be, 
herself, a villainous person. 

Maybe we have reached the point, final- 
ly, where we actually assume that what 
happens on the football field or the golf 
course or-on Jay Leno’s couch is more 
real than what happens off-screen, out of 
the spotlight. Television is our reality. 
Whatever occurs when the camera stops 
rolling doesn’t matter so much. It’s the 
face_of the pitchman that determines 
whether we buy the product. And as we all 
know, after watching him make his pitch 
on television for years, O.J. Simpson has 
long been a master at that game. 

Back before men like O.J. and Michael 
Jackson and Ted Kennedy got caught with 
their pants down, we had already commit- 
ted ourselves to loving them, or liking 
them, or supporting them, or believing in 
them. To turn on our heroes, once we 
ourselves had anointed them as such, 
would be to disavow our own good judg- 
ment, our own beliefs about what was 
right and wrong, and what was true. To 
say, about O.]. or Woody Allen or Marion 
Barry or Ted Kennedy, “I guess he wasn’t 
such a good guy after all,” would require 
us to say something much worse: “I guess 
I was wrong.” And if we could have been 
wrong about admiring O.]., what else 
might we be wrong about? 

More than anything else, sending O.]., 
or Michael Jackson, or even Richard 
Nixon to prison would have been just so 
embarrassing. And though we must now 
live through the next 30 or 40 years, wit- 
nessing the spectacle surrounding a pos- 
sible pay-per-view O.J. broadcast, his 
best-selling memoirs, his periodic ap- 
pearances at celebrity golf tournaments, 
and — I wouldn’t rule this out — a talk 
show of his own, all that will evidently be 
easier for a substantial portion of the 
American public to take than having to 
watch our one-time hero emasculated, in 
prison fatigues, with a number over his 
breast pocket. 

Now, in fact, he can be resurrected to a 
hero status he hasn’t known since his 
years with the Buffalo Bills and the San 
Francisco 49ers, as he carries out his 
promised search for Nicole and Ron’s 
killer. No doubt this search will take our 
hero to numbers of warm,‘ tropical is- 
lands, where there will be beautiful wom- 
en and well-groomed golf courses in 
abundance. This search is somewhat less 
likely to take him to the barrios of East 
LA. I am probably not the only one for 
whom O.].’s vow to avenge his wife’s 
murder and seek out the “real killer” car- 
ries an eerie memory of that old TV show 
The Fugitive. O.]. Simpson may have 
found the role of his career, finally, acting 
out this latest drama. Maybe, as he 
searches, he will actually find himself. ©

n the wake of a letter protesting the 
strong-arm treatment of physicians 
during a rally last month, the CEO of 
Boston University Medical Center 
Hospital (BUMCH) has agreed to 
meet with Boston City Hospital’s resident 
| interns to discuss their exclusion from the 
two hospitals’ merger negotiations. 

“This is not about money,” says Furman 
Walis, a 35-year-old resident at BCH who 
complains that his union is the only one 
being ignored in the merger. (BUMCH 
residents do not have their own union.) 
Residents stress the need to keep standards 
of equipment and care high in a hospital 
that serves the uninsured or underinsured. 
“We have a clear vision of what our mis- 
sion is,” Walis says. “And, although we un- 
derstand the two hospitals are separate in- 
stitutions with separate missions, we need 
to know what the overall mission is for this 
new entity.” 

The 300-member House Officers’ Asso- 
ciation (HOA), the union representing the 
residents, held its rally on September 27, 
the day the Massachusetts State Senate 
approved the merger. Ten of its delegates

Docs’ union woes; plus, job 
scams, and policing the police 


were refused admittance to the hospital, 
and their attempt to deliver to CEO Ellen 
Ullian a letter demanding recognition re- 
sulted in a standoff between security 
guards and residents. Eventually, several 
of the physicians gained entry through a 
side door and delivered the letter to anoth- 
er administrator. 

Now, on October 19, the residents from 
Boston City Hospital (BCH) — who, as 
part of their postgraduate training, provide 
the bulk of immediate care to patients — 
will have their first chance to confront UI- 
lian over their exclusion from the collective- 
bargaining process. 

In their eyes, the decision is simple. Ei- 
ther they be allowed to participate in con- 
tract negotiations through their union, or 
patients will be sent elsewhere. “We have 
received much support from community- 
health-center physicians and even from 
the city council,” says 29-year-old resi- 
dent Carol Waldmann. Outside physicians 
are likely to refer their patients to other 
hospitals because of the lack of support 
for BCH residents in the new setup, she 
explains. 

The plan is to combine the two hospitals 
sometime next year into one private, aca- 
demic medical center that will continue to 
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fulfill the function of a city hospital, treat- 
ing those with little health coverage or 
none at all. Negotiations have been going 
on since last spring. 

Walis says that over the years, residents 
have agreed to accept relatively small salary 
increases to ensure funding for much- 
needed services at BCH. As a result, phle- 
botomy and IV teams have been put in 
place, as well as a 24-hour interpreter ser- 
vice and a city-funded minority-recruit- 
ment program. In addition, limits have 
been set on residents’ working hours, in 
order not to jeopardize patient care be- 
cause of excessive fatigue. 

“An average resident takes home about 
$400 a week after working between 80 
and 100 hours,” says Lisa Almeder, 27- 
year-old resident and HOA co-president. 
“That’s not even taking into account the 
average $100,000 student debt residents 
are in. So our inclusion is obviously not 
about getting more money. We are pre- 
pared to go without so long as we can en- 
sure the patients won't.” 

Almeder says that in her dealings with the 
BUMCH administration she’s been told 
continually that the union will be heard. 
“Well, we've waited six months for this first 
meeting. What they don’t realize is if the 
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impact of our say is taken away, then there 
will be less incentive to work here, and pa- 
tient care will suffer.” 

According to federal law, private hospi- 
tals such as BUMCH can choose whether 
to recognize unions representing resident 
interns. Residents have been told that Ullian 
is considering setting up a task force to rep- 
resent their concerns — ignoring a union 
that has existed since 1946. 

Jane Barry, vice-president for corporate 
and clinical support at BUMCH, had very 
little to say about the accusations. “We in- 
vite house officers to the Graduate Medi- 
cal Education Committee’s monthly meet- 
ings,” she said, “but they never come.” 
She said it would be unfortunate if com- 
munity health centers stopped referring 
patients to the hospital, “but I can’t speak 
toward the outcome.” 

According to Barry, including resi- 
dents in the decision-making process is 
acceptable, but there will be no wavering 
on the collective-bargaining issue. “They 
will not be allowed to participate in 
salary negotiations.”

And, although Employment Network closed up shop a few 
weeks ago, leaving no forwarding address or telephone 
number, the individuals involved are believed to have re- 
opened under another name in the same area, near Route 9 
in Framingham. 

Employment Network billed itself as a “centralized job 
information center.” Although the company did not fall 
under state employment-agency regulations because it did 
not charge its fee based specifically on job placement, the 
proprietors are wanted on criminal charges for violation of 
contract and failure to provide service. They advertised 
specific jobs, such as one for a cable company that offered 
$500 a week and full training, but the respondents said 
they were never placed in any job. “They also took money 
up until a week ago, but their listings and hotline had been 
shut down,” says BBB spokesman Paul Pronovost. “That 
is illegal. 

“It is unclear when the second agency opened,” adds 
Pronovost.

“This board was set up in 1992 and re- _ 
vamped last year after the Reverend Williams case,” says 
Goddard, referring to the heart-attack death of Reverend 
Accelyne Williams after police raided his apartment, hav- 
ing mistaken it for a drug den.

The four-member Community Appeals Board (CAB), ap- 
pointed by the mayor, is designed to review citizens’ com- 
plaints. Its authority covers complaints investigated and sus- 
tained by the police department’s internal-affairs unit, as 
well as complaints rejected by the unit. The CAB, however, 
is overseen by the police department; it cannot interview of- 
ficers or conduct independent investigations. 

That makes the CAB inadequate, says Michael Kuzo, 
spokesman for the Police Practices Coalition. The coalition, 
of which Saunders is a member, is working to represent citi- 
zens who complain of police misconduct. “The review board 
needs to have investigative and subpoena powers,” says 
Kuzo. “Without those powers, a cop can say anything be- 
cause he isn’t under oath.” 

Saunders says he is “continuing his communication with 
the police department,” and plans to make the establish- 
ment of a civilian review board one of his priorities after 
his campaign. QO

or a while it seemed like 
common sense to ignore 
the whole issue of health 
care.

justify. | guessed that if | minded my 
business, the insurance bureaucrats 
would mind theirs. And with a little 
luck we would have nothing to do 
with each other. 

Luck? Hah. 

On a cold day last February in the 
Boston Public Garden, I skated up to 
a dock on the duck pond, toppled 
backwards, and broke off my right el- 
bow bone. Before I 
stood up, my illu- 
sion of indepen- 
dence from the 
health-care indus- 
try was gone. 

My friends and | 
took a cab to Mass 
General for X-rays. 
Because the pain 
wasn’t severe, I 
clung to the hope 
that this was only a 
crack or a sprain. 
Even a cast sound- 
ed too expensive. 
But after a brief 
examination, a resi- 
dent told me my el- 
bow was broken. 
Then a doctor 
who had studied 
my X-rays said the 
break would need 
surgery. 

“It needs surgery?” | said. “Or it’s 
better with surgery?” 

“It needs surgery,” he said. 

That was nice and definite. | told 
him I was uninsured, but that didn’t 
slow him down. 

Doctors wrapped my arm in a 
warm cast, arranged surgery for sev- 
en o’clock the next morning, and 
checked me into a room. I would be 
here two or three nights, they said, 
and one of them drew a diagram to 
explain the operation. Since my tri- 
ceps muscle was anchored to the 
snapped-off elbow, | would need pins 
and wire to hold everything in place. 
Otherwise, the bone wouldn't set 
properly. At the moment, the muscle 
was like a slack rubber band, dan- 
gling from the piece of bone. 

All right, it needed surgery. But if | 
couldn’t afford insurance, | couldn't 
afford two or three nights in the hos- 
pital. The cast technician realized | 
was nervous and told me not to wor- 
ry. “You can sign up for free care,” 
he said. 

They wheeled me to a room, put 
me in bed, and hooked me to an IV 
bottle. An anesthesiologist sat down 
to ask me questions. | was being ex- 
tremely well-treated — cosseted, 
smiled at, told to relax. I had a double 
room to myself, | was honored with 
my own toilet, and the dinner they 
served was almost tasty. | drifted off 
to sleep around one in the morning 
and slept fitfully until six, disturbed 
only by twinges in my arm and the 
occasional nervous dream.

Numb and naive, a guy with 
no insurance gets the cure 


On the morning I was supposed to 
have surgery, a team of doctors 
walked into my room, followed by 
residents and interns. They admired 
the cast I was wearing as they cut it 
off with shears and looked at the wa- 
ter-balloon swelling that hadn’t re- 
ceded from the day before. 

“No, that’s still too big to operate,” 
one doctor said. “We’ll have to wait 
two or three days.” 

“Two or three days?” I asked. 

“Until the swelling goes down. If 
we cut that skin, it may not heal.” 

“Oh.” 

They sent me home with instruc- 
tions to keep the broken elbow — 
now wrapped in a fresh plaster splint 
— elevated. The hospital eventually 
set an appointment for that Friday. In

the meantime, I signed up for and 
learned about what the state calls 
“uncompensated care.” 


The meaning of ‘free’ 

Most people without insurance in 
Massachusetts know there’s some sort 
of safety net to prevent them from dy- 
ing at a hospital door. (Hospitals are 
required by law to treat patients re- 
gardless of whether they’re insured.) 
But there are misconceptions about 
the way the “free-care” system works. 
The first of these regards the word 
“free.” For years, hospitals had been 
providing care for the uninsured, and 
raising their fees to pay, for it. It wasn’t 
until 1986 that the state set up a pool 
of money to level the burden. 

The uncompensated-care pool is a 
fund for all 86 hospitals in Massachu- 
setts; capped by the state legislature, 
the fund is currently set at $330 mil- 
lion per year. Uninsured patients are 
treated at the hospitals’ expense. 
Then, if the patients’ cases meet cer- 
tain guidelines, their hospital care is 
covered by the fund. 

But a number of services aren’t 
billed through the hospitals, which 
means the uninsured must pay for 
them directly. Anesthesia is one exam- 
ple. X-rays, another. And — I learned 
only after my first operation — the 
surgeon’s fee is also not covered. 

Hospitals make sure that “free- 
care” patients a) need the treatment 
they’re getting, and b) earn less than 
double the federal poverty level. That 
means the income of a single person 
like me must fall below $14,940. I 
qualified easily. 

Most of the $330 million is raised 
through a tax on the hospitals, which 
gets worked into basic hospital rates

and passed on to insurance compa- 
nies. The insurance companies pass 
the cost on to their customers, the 
bulk of whom are employers who of- 
fer health plans. 

Jeffrey Ritter, who manages the un- 
compensated-care fund as Commis- 
sioner of the Department of Medical 
Securities, says the pool could be 
seen as “a hidden tax on the business 
community. . . . There’s a strong in- 
centive not to raise the cap and avoid 
adding costs to doing business in 
Massachusetts. 

“It is very much of a Robin Hood- 
like scheme,” adds Ritter, “taking 
from the wealthy — that is, business- 
es and employees — and giving to 
the poor, those who are unemployed 
or employed and uninsured. That’s a 
bit of an overstatement, but-that’s the 
way ... to understand what this 
scheme is about.” 

On the surface, the arrangement 
doesn’t sound unfair. Fifteen million 
dollars of the fund even comes from 
the state’s income-tax coffers, which 
I’ve paid into. It’s difficult for me to 
know exactly whom to thank. 

But Hillary Cooklin, the director of 
Financial and Payment Evaluation for 
the Massachusetts Hospital Associa- 
tion, says, “I’m not necessarily sure 
that this mechanism of the pool . . . is 
the most appropriate way.” 

One of the problems, Cooklin says, 
is that more than $330 million worth 
of uninsured medical cases wander 
into Massachusetts emergency rooms 
every year, and, after the pool runs 
dry, the hospitals are on their own. 
So they still feel the burden more 
keenly than insurance companies and 
employers. 

As Cooklin points out, the hospitals’ 
MELISSA MERMIN solution to the 

3 chronic problem of 
uninsured patients 
is a plan that was 
buried in Washing- 
ton long before | 
landed on the ice.

Friday morning 
I was wheeled into 
surgery. The doc- 
tor and his team 
opened my arm 
and screwed the 
elbow into place. 
They secured it 
with a pair of pins 
and some wire. | 
know they did an excellent job of 
rewiring me because the elbow healed 
quickly. Having normal use of my arm 
is worth the surgeon’s $1937 bill. 

And anesthesia was the best part of 
my operation. The anesthesiologist 
mixed a cocktail of Valium and nar- 
cotics to make me doze and gave only 
my arm a true anesthetic, something 
called an axillary block, which 
numbed the whole arm by shutting 
down a nerve. I don’t have any 
qualms about paying for the drugs, 
although the bill came to $1304. 

Emergency-room service, blood 
tests, four plaster splints, even physi- 
cal therapy — all this was included 
under so-called free care. The IV bot- 
tle that dripped morphine into my arm | 
in post-op was paid for by the state. 
Two $710 nights in the hospital were 
covered. But the rates for all these | 
services are inflated in order to feed 
the uncompensated-care fund. 

The still-climbing grand total for 
my elbow now hovers around 
$16,000, which included follow-up 
surgery in August to take out the 
pins. Roughly $5000 of the total is 
my responsibility, and I'm parceling it 
out in monthly payments to a physi- 
cians’ group. 

Sixteen thousand dollars for falling 
on my ass is a nightmare. And realiz- 
ing that I’m part of the reason my care 
was SO expensive is even worse. Will 
somebody remind me why universal 
health care was such a bad idea? As it 
is, we live under a similar system: 
tucked into every number on every 
medical bill for my arm is a sum of 
money meant to pay for people like 
me. I’ve become a burden, dead 
weight, when all I ever wanted was to 
mind my own damn business. QO

Can Internet users anticipate 
an explosion of junk e-mail?

he good news is your 
trash can won't be quite 
so full. Forget all those 
sweepstakes announce- 
ments and credit-card 
offers, the video-of-the-month-club 
memberships and the lingerie cata- 
logues. Even the glossy pamphlets of 
smoked meat that arrive every holiday 
season from somewhere in Wisconsin 
will soon be a thing of the 
past. Junk mail is going 

digital. 

For direct-marketing 
companies, the Net is 
the ultimate tool. It of- 
fers the possibility of 
contact with cus- 
tomers, without so 
much as the cost of an 
800 number. Print- _ 
ing and postage UY 
costs are virtually 
non-existent. Bulk mailing is as 
easy as point-and-click. Best of 
all, pretty much everyone who’s 
logged on has some disposable 
income. 

It’s an environment that would 
seem tailor-made for junk mail. 
“It’s so tempting,” says Thomas 
O. Jones, a former faculty member at 
Harvard Business School who now 
owns an Andover-based high-tech 
marketing firm. “Before, when it cost 
you $100,000 to send out 200,000 
pieces of mail, you’d think twice. Now 
it could be virtually free.” 

‘Marketers have tried hard to resist 
that temptation, to a point. Jones says 
many were chastened by public reac- 
tion to the first major instance of In- 
ternet junk mail, in April 1994, when a 
pair of immigration lawyers spammed 
6000 newsgroups with ads for their 
services. 

Veteran Netters, angry that carpet- 
baggers would try to hawk their wares 
on-line, responded with consterna- 
tion. One even deployed a sort of 
Terminator program to search out 
and destroy each new message the 
lawyers sent. 

Despite the outcry, lawyers 
Lawrence Canter and Martha Siegel 
say, they received about 25,000 se- 
rioys replies to their junk mailer, 
generating $100,000 worth of 
business on a minuscule invest- 
ment. They’ve even written a 
book, How to Make a Fortune on 
the Information Superhighway.

Digital demographics 

Indeed, the Internet has 
come a long way since Can- 
ter and Siegel’s first foray into 
virtual junk mail. In the past year 
and a half, the cybernatives have 
been all but elbowed out by new- 
comers, many of whom don’t 
mind having a virtual shop- 
ping mall in the neighbor- 
hood. In fact, many of the 
new arrivals kind of like the 
convenience of door-to-door 
salesmen. 

That growing population of 
homesteaders has corporate 
America eager to find a 
way to cash in. In a recent survey 
of Forbes 500 chief executives pub- 
lished in USA Today, more than two- 
thirds of the CEOs estimated that, 
within a decade, the Internet will be a 
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few even predicted that by the year 
2005, the Internet will account for 
nearly 40 percent of their total annual 
sales. 

In anticipation of that day, mar- 
keters are planning tools that do what 
no junk mail has done before. Using 
software now under development, for 
instance, a company may be able to 
develop a short video about its prod- 
uct, compress the video digitally, and 
e-mail it out by the thousands. The 
company may even target its e-mail to 
people who've visited a particular 
World-Wide Web site in the past, or 
who’ve used a certain keyword in a 


-@} newsgroup posting, or whose user 


profiles contain the right demographic 
information. 

“It’s still a few years out, but there’s 
even a growing interest in a market- 
ing concept called ‘virtual demo- 
graphics,’ ” says Andover mar- 
keter Jones. He explains that 
studies have shown that al- 
though people often lie 
hen they describe them- 


profiles, the lies can be 
more useful than the 


truth.

Companies will tend, 
as a result, to market to the 
“virtual demographics” — 
and never mind the real thing. 

For now, though, most are 
focusing their direct-market- 

ing efforts on the World- 

Wide Web, where they don’t 
even have to go to the trouble 
of sending out junk mail. In- 
stead, they simply set up shop 
and hope for the customer to 
come to them. 

The standard ploy is to offer In- 
ternet browsers some potentially 
useful or entertaining information, 
then follow it up with a sales pitch. 

Even the most traditional of 


on the act. L.L. Bean unveiled 

its Web site early this month, 
enticing potential customers 
with tips on fly fishing. The 
Bean Web site then helpfully 
recommends flies, boots, 
and chamois shirts they 
may find useful on the trip. 
And visitors to the site are 
invited to fill out a survey 
questionnaire so the com- 
pany can quietly follow up 
with a catalogue. 

Executives at the 
Freeport, Maine, company 
see nothing unusual about 
selling their down-home 
products in such a

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way. “People used to say of Mr. Bean 
that if he-~shook your hand in the 
morning you’d find a catalogue in it 
that afternoon,” says company 
spokeswoman Catherine Hartnett. 
“He was an innovative marketer, and I 
bet if he were alive today he’d wish 
he’d invented the Web.” 


Point-and-click catalogues? 

Although they’re nowhere close to 
replacing the old-fashioned type of 
junk-mail catalogues, Web sites could 
be the ultimate factory outlets, conve- 
nient to customers worldwide and re- 
quiring no overhead expenses beyond 
a server and a programmer who 
knows the software. Companies can 
showcase their products, updating 
their listings regularly to feature sale 
items. They can offer customer-sup- 
port services, have a complaint depart- 
ment, and even, theoretically, take 
credit-card orders. 

Theoretically, that is, because secu- 
rity is still a major concern on the 
Web. Most customers are justifiably 
wary of giving their credit-card infor- 
mation on-line, and most companies 
are, too. 

Another big drawback to the Web is 
the size of the potential customer base. 
A recent survey by California-based 
Tish Associates suggests that the on- 
line community is much smaller than 
the common estimate of 30 million. 
Tish estimates that the number is clos- 
er to-5.8 million, with fewer than that 
on the World-Wide Web. Also, most 
consumers’ modems are too slow for 
companies to make full use of the 
Web’s capacity to broadcast glitzy pic- 
tures or even short videos. 

Direct marketers are hoping those 
problems will work themselves out in the 
coming years. In the meantime, many 


. are exploring other computer applica- 


tions for their more stylish junk mail. 

CD-ROM software, for one, is not 
ideally suited for junk mail. It’s more 
expensive to produce than a Web site, 
and it’s not so easy to update. Also, it 
can never be truly interactive. Unlike a 
Web site, where the customer can 
communicate directly with the store, 
customers using CD-ROMs will al- 
ways have to make a phone éall to 
place an order. 

Then again, that’s true of conven- 
tional paper catalogues, too. And com- 
pared to them, the CD-ROM has a 
thousand possibilities that are just now 
being explored. 

“Shop in the only mall that never 
closes and where a great parking spot is 
reserved just for you — right at your 
desk!” exhorts the dust jacket of The 
Merchant, one of the first ever CD- 
ROM catalogues, produced last Christ- 
mas. The Merchant includes selections 
from 23 companies, including junk-mail 
giants JC Penney, Spiegel, and Target. 

Actually The Merchant is about as 
exciting as a shopping mall. It lacks 
the dynamic style the medium is capa- 
ble of — no video clips, no point-and- 
click fashion tips, just page after page 
of bad clothes and boring products. 

In the near future there will be CD-

et’s talk for a moment about balance. 

For the last five years, I’ve barely taken more 
than a few days’ vacation at a time. This sum- 
mer, | took almost a month off from work, 
didn’t so much as flip on my computer for 

nearly four straight weeks. 

For the last 10 years, I’ve worked a minimum of 40 hours 
a week, usually 50 or 60. Lately, I’ve been working maybe 20 
hours a week, 25 max. 

And for the last 15 years, I’ve been absolutely rigid about 
sticking to work-related chores from nine to five, fitting non- 
professional activities and personal pleasures in at night and 
on weekends. But the other day, midweek, I went grocery 
shopping at 11 o'clock in the morning. Then came home and 
read a magazine. And then took a nap. 

This is very aberrant behavior for me, but I’m trying to 
consider it a lifestyle experiment. | am trying to turn over a 
new leaf, you see, struggling to let go of the obsessive drive 
that’s made me a virtual slave to work for the past decade 
and a half. | am striving to achieve a modicum of balance in 
my life. 

Turns out I’m not 
alone, either. According 
to a recent poll conduct- 
ed by the Merck Family 
Fund, 28 percent of 
Americans have volun- 
tarily “downshifted” 
their lives over the last 
five years, choosing to 
exchange life on the fast 
track (and the income 
that comes with it) for 
more free time and less 
stress. A movement is 
afoot — some call it 
Voluntary Simplicity, 
some call it Simple 
Living — and the New 
York Times has dubbed 
it “a major and growing 
trend of the 90s.” 

So for once, I’m 
inadvertently hip. And 
— also for once — I 
actually support the 
trend, at least in theo- 
ry. On paper, it all sounds eminently reasonable and healthy, 
this effort to balance work with play, to alternate productivity 
with rest. But in practice, I’m having a rather hard time mak- 
ing the shift. In truth, working less makes me squirm with 
discomfort, makes me feel slothful. Playing between the 
hours of nine and five makes me feel guilty as sin. Ironically 
enough, achieving simplicity is turning out to be hard work. 
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Consider the rational mind, which speaks in soft, reassur- 
ing tones. It says, “Calm down. Relax. You deserve a break. 
Work should not be your whole life. You need to live a more 
balanced existence.” 

And now consider the obsessive mind, which is somewhat 
less soothing: “You pig,” it says. “You pathetic lump. You call 
20 hours a week work? Hah! You're not a useful member of 
society unless you're suffering, unless your blood and sweat 
is literally dripping all over the keyboard.” 

The rational mind may make a lot of sense — certainly 
plenty of Americans are heeding it — but the obsessive 
voice is the one I hear most clearly, and the one that res- 
onates most deeply. At heart, it’s the voice that’s defined 
me since I entered the workforce way back at the age of 21. 
And harsh though it may be, the obsessive call has been a 
mainstay for me, a primary source of self-esteem, a central 
organizing principle. It has been for lots of us. “I am lost 
without work,” says my friend Abby, who took a six-month 
leave of absence from a very high-pressure job at an envi- 
ronmental-advocacy group in order to deal with a health 
problem. “I honestly don’t know who I am unless I’m 
working 80 hours a week.” 

I know precisely what she means. Last April, | began a five- 
month leave of absence from my own job to write a book. | 
worked like a madwoman, spent 10, 12, 14 hours at a stretch 
closeted in my office at the computer, knocked out a 90,000- 
word manuscript in about 18 weeks. The experience was 
physically exhausting and emotionally draining — but also 
oddly comforting. When you're deep into a project like that, 
when you’re completely focused on a task and aware that 
you’re accomplishing what you set out to do, the experience

can be as reassuring as it is daunting. For me, work — and 
the experience of redefining myself through work — elimi- 
nates all the nagging questions about identity and purpose 
that tend to come up during calmer times. | may have worked 
myself into the ground during those 18 weeks, but not once 
did I find myself looking up and wondering who I was, what I 
was doing with my life, whether my existence had value. | was 
a worker, a hard worker, and I took great satisfaction in that. 

Moreover, I always have. The Protestant work ethic exists 
deep in my soul: I was weaned on it, taught from an early 
age that hard work is noble and good, indoctrinated with the 
belief that one’s value in the world rises and falls in direct 
proportion to one’s productivity level and accomplishments. 
When I was a kid, this translated into academic effort: | 
studied hard, I got A’s, I got praise. When I got out of col- 
lege, I transferred the same principles into my first jobs, as 
naturally as you'd transfer money from one account to 
another on an ATM: slave away at work, make your superi- 
ors proud, feel good about yourself. 

I still believe in that equation — and probably always will, to 
an extent. I like feeling 
productive and pas- 
sionate about work, 
enjoy that sense of 
intellectual strain and 
the payoff of a task 
executed, an item 
ticked off a list, a job 
well done. But I've also 
come to wonder about 
the price of all that 
drive, about the less 

— tangible areas in life 

+ that need tending to, 
ae “a and that require a dif- 
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book finished and the 
future looming, | 
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to my full-time job. 
The decision was large- 
ly professional: the 
time felt right for a 
shift in direction; | 
wanted to write full 
time; | had the oppor- 
tunity to do so. But there was also a strong personal motiva- 
tion behind the choice. An inkling that my rigidly structured, 
rather compulsive work life might be defining my world a little 
too narrowly. A wish to see what sorts of other priorities might 
rise to the fore if they weren’t lost in the great daily shuffle of 
memos and meetings and lists of things to do. A set of ques- 
tions about balance, and what it might help teach me. 

Long ago, during my highly anorexic 20s, I used to look at 
myself in the mirror sometimes and wish I could take a frac- 
tion of the energy I put into making myself thin and put it to 
some other, more productive use. At the time, I simply 
couldn’t do that, simply couldn’t let go of the compulsion to 
starve myself and focus that energy elsewhere. But today, | 
guess I’m acting on a similar wish, trying to see what might 
happen if I let go of a different kind of obsession and the 
particular sorts of comfort it offers. Will this new, more flexi- 
ble schedule give me the freedom to focus a little more ener- 
gy on understanding my relationships? Will it help me learn 
to incorporate a little more pleasure and play into my daily 
schedule? Will it, just possibly, help make my time on the 
planet a little richer? 

Those, of course, are the questions members of the “sim- 
plicity movement” are trying to address. They're strange 
questions, foreign concerns for a culture taught to measure 
success in strictly material terms. At the moment, I’m not at 
all sure I'll be able to keep things simple long enough to 
answer them. It’s quite possible that I'll freak out in the face 
of all this unstructured time and race off to find a new pro- 
ject, throw myself into writing a new book, take on wag- 
onloads of freelance work. But for the moment, I’m strug- 
gling to resist that impulse. Right now, it’s 11 a.m. on a 
Wednesday morning. I’ve gotten some exercise, gotten some 
work done. I’ve fed and walked my new puppy, a tiny pres- 
ence who in herself offers a wealth of lessons about what it 
means to be nurturing, what it’s like to be depended upon. 
Later, I'll feed her again, maybe take her out to the park to 
play. Maybe I'll work some more after that, maybe I'll read, 
maybe I'll panic. Work, play, life. We'll see what simplicity 
and balance really mean.

Which makes me wonder 
if anyone has ever failed it, and what became of them. 
Does the medical community just go on looking, hoping 
to find a person who fails the test? Or is there actually 
some hideous disease that has as one of its early symp- 
toms that your knees do not jerk when struck?

I consulted the Straight Dope Science Advisory Board 
about this, and one member informed me that if no 
knee-jerk reflex can be elicited, this is “one of the diag- 
nostic signs that the patient is dead.” That is, I believe, a 
joke. My personal opinion is that knee tapping comes 
under the heading of “card tricks to impress the cus- 
tomers.” Look! I tapped your knee! It jerked all by itself! 
Am I a medical genius or what? 

But of course this is also a joke. You don’t want to 
overdo the kidding with a profession that’s legally 
empowered to remove your aorta. The actual purpose of 
knee-tapping is to test for pathological conditions that, 
while not common, are far from nonexistent. These con- 
ditions fall into two categories: 1) hyperactive deep-ten- 
don reflex (knee jerks too much): amyotrophic lateral 
sclerosis, brain tumor, cerebrovascular accident 
(stroke), hepatic encephalopathy (associated with liver 
disease), hypocalcemia (low calcium), hypomagnesemia 
(low magnesium), hypothermia, multiple sclerosis, 
preeclampsia, spinal-cord lesion, and tetanus; 2) 
hypoactive deep-tendon reflex (knee doesn’t jerk 
enough): botulism, Guillain Barré Syndrome (nerve 
inflammation), peripheral neuropathy, syringomyelia, 
tabes dorsalis, and other ailments too scary to pro- 
nounce, much less have. 

When the doctor tests your reflexes, she’s tapping the 
tendon that connects the muscle to the bone, which 
causes the muscle to stretch slightly. This sends a nerve 
impulse to your spinal cord, where it triggers a motor 
impulse that returns via a parallel nerve and causes the 
muscle to twitch. 

A faulty reflex in itself is not conclusive evidence that 
you have one of the problems above. For example, in the 
case of preeclampsia, a form of hypertension, you also 
have to be pregnant. But a bad reflex does tell the doctor 
to investigate further. One way to do this is by testing 
other reflexes. The doctor usually starts with your knee- 
jerk response, also known as the patellar reflex, because 
it’s quick and easy. But she can also whale away on your 
elbow (triceps reflex), crook of your arm (biceps reflex), 
wrist (brachioradialis reflex), or back of your ankle 
(Achilles-tendon reflex). If you’ve got feeble reflexes all 
over (plus muscle weakness and blurred and double 
vision), maybe you've got botulism. If you’ve got hyper- 
active reflexes on only one side of the body, that’s a sign 
of brain tumor or stroke. If your patellar reflexes eat but 
your triceps reflexes are okay, that may mean you've got 
a lesion (injury) between your second lumbar vertebra 
and your — ah, hell, only your doctor needs to know 
the details. Just be thankful, next time you cast a jaun- 
diced eye on that little hammer, that she knows.

olin Delaney, a 20-year-old his- 

tory major from one of the richest 

and most Republican sections of 

California, likes attention. A shirt- 

buttoned-up-to-his-neck type of 
guy, he smokes thick South Ameri- 
can cigars and cruises around 
Boston in his red Corvette. 
When he heard Gina Grant 
would be joining him at Tufts 
this fall, he must have wet his 
| chinos. 

Grant is the student Har- 
vard rejected after officials 
found out that she had 
killed her mother in 1990. 
Delaney is the editor of 
Tufts University’s conser- 
| vative student paper, the 
| Primary Source. 
| He flew in from Newport 
| Beach early this semester, 
| eight days before the start 
of freshman orientation. 
Driven by a general distaste 
for Tufts (“most of the 
campus is either radical or 
in-name liberal”) and an 
enthusiasm for his post 
| atop the school’s lone voice 
of the right, Delaney went 
straight to work. He spent 
the last week of summer 
readying the newspaper’s 
first issue, and the last 
night before freshmen ar- 
rived designing and dis- 
tributing the posters that 
would make him semi-infa- 
mous. A black-and-white 
Xerox with photos of the 
| Tufts president and admis- 
| sions director. Above the 
| images, in big, bold letters: 
| the word KILLERS. 

Now, even P.T. Barnum, 
| one of the school’s found- 
ing fathers, would’ve found 
that poster a tough sell. It’s 
not as if President DiBiag- 
gio, after a night of cheap 
liquor and speedballs, cut a 
man’s throat for snoring 
too loudly. As Delaney later found him- 
self explaining to the media, the “Killers” 
poster was supposed to show the 
hypocrisy of a school that promises to 
protect its own but admits a murderer 
| like Grant. “Although Tufts tirelessly tells 
| prospective freshmen and their parents of 
| programs to secure student safety, the 
| situation on campus is a different story,” 
| the paragraph on the poster began, in 
| small letters below the headline. 
| Whatever the poster meant — and the 
| vague language left it open to debate — 
| nobody disputes the boost it gave De- 
| laney and the Source. Especially when the 
administration had the posters removed 
| early that same morning. 
| Delaney stayed up all night to plaster 
|

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almost 300 posters across campus. But, 
| at around 8 a.m., he spotted a Tufts 
| worker tearing them down. When she 
| wouldn’t tell him why, Delaney went to 
| Ballou Hall, the administrative building. 


| He didn’t like what he was told — that 


| the placement of many of the posters vio-. 
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lated a campus policy and therefore had 
to be removed — and so he took his case 
to the media. Phoned the Globe and the 
Herald and every local TV station to 
complain about censorship. 

And they listened. This was, after all, a 
great story: girl kills mother; girl gets re- 
jected from Harvard; girl starts school at 
another college close by; fellow student 
becomes outraged. 

By day’s end, Delaney made all the lo- 
cal newscasts, and his crusade had come 
alive. Good Morning America flew him to 
New York, where, despite not having 
slept in 36 hours, he taped a segment. 
The next day he sat in another TV studio, 
this time in Watertown, for an appear- 
ance on CNN’s Crossfire. 

Sitting in the studio, and receiving let- 
ters sent to the Source that week, Delaney 
got a good taste of what it’s like to be un- 
popular. 

“Self-righteous,” BU’s abrasive presi- 
dent, John Silber, called him on Crossfire.

that might be too good for you,” 
wrote someone who heard about the 
story in San Francisco and sent the 
Source a letter. 

“I do not want Colin Delaney living on 
the same planet as me,” a local woman 
wrote. 

But Delaney didn’t get upset. He also 
didn’t change his stance or issue a public 
apology. For him, the episode was a tri- 
umph. On the liberal Tufts campus and 
beyond, he, a true young conservative, 
had been heard. 


Republican rebels 

They don’t all act like Colin Delaney. 
In fact, when you meet the editors of 
Harvard’s Peninsula and the Boston Col- 
lege Observer, the other conservative col- 
lege newspapers in the Boston area, it 
might surprise you that they agree with 
Delaney on almost everything. That abor- 
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tion is murder, gay sex destroys the fami- 
ly, and the left, well, it could use a good 
slap. The conservatives also share a 
dilemma: how to get the largely liberal 
student population to listen. 

Newt’s posse may be thriving on Capi- 
tol Hill, but here, in the heart of left-lean- 
ing America, campus conservatives strug- 
gle every day to stake out a small space in 
the public debate. Sometimes it must feel 
like shouting from the bottom of a 
swimming. pool. The message 
turned to tiny bubbles by the time 
it reaches the surface. 

But in a way, being conser- 
vative — more than getting n 
earring or marching for gay 
rights — can satisfy the 
thirst for rebellion in col- 
lege. A chance to show 
you don’t care what ev- 

erybody else thinks be- 
cause they, as Delaney 
says, are wrong... 

“You’re a rebel,” says 
Richard Brookhiser, a se- 
nior editor at the Nation- 
al Review and a former 
speechwriter for Presi- 
dent Bush. “And it’s 
nothing new. If you wore 
a Goldwater button on 
campus in the ‘early 60s, 
this was a revolutionary 
act.” 

Brookhiser, who grad- 
uated from Yale in 1977, 
long before the conser- 
vative Light and Truth 
was founded, describes 
the campus right as a 
kind of counterculture. 
And the attitude, he says, 
has an “in-your-face ele- 
ment to it.” 

Which would come as 
no surprise to even a Ca- 
sual reader of Harvard’s 
Peninsula. The almost- 
monthly journal was 
started five years ago by a 
student who felt the 
Salient, once Harvard’s 
lone conservative paper, 
wasn’t sufficiently com- 
mitted to the right. The 
Salient, for example, 
tended and tends to focus 
on debates related to for- 
eign policy and eco- 

nomics. Peninsula wi: ted more attention 
given to social issues. \n early issue was 
dedicated to exposing  «c dangers of the 
“the homosexual life. .yle” and had a 
shattered pink triangle o.: its front cover. 

“We hope to confound and, ulti- 
mately, discard the philosophies which 
account for both the pink triangle’s 
original and current meaning,” the 
lead editorial stated. 

After the abortion-clinic shootings in 
Brookline last year, Peninsula juxtaposed 
a photo of pallbearers lifting victim Shan- 
non Lowney’s coffin with a photo of a fe- 
tus. The text read: 


Ms. Lowney had worked at Planned 
Parenthood on Beacon St. for over 
three years. During that time, more 
than 9,000 babies were executed 
there. Baby Doe, aged 18 weeks, was 
murdered in 1991. Her mutilated 
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body was thrown into a trashcan. No 
funeral was held. Every year, 1.5 mil- 
lion preborn children are killed by 
abortion. 


That Peninsula’s abortion issue angered 
students wasn’t necessarily a bad thing, 
according to one of the country’s most 
prominent civil libertarians. 

“The most important thing 
in any area is to find out 
what people are thinking and 
the only way you can do that 
is to hear them and see them 
in print,” says Nat Hentoff, 
the Village Voice’s First 
Amendment warrior. 

Unlike the Primary Source, 
which has become obsessed 
with slamming school ad- 
ministrators, Peninsula fights 
for the Christian right. 
Opening an issue, you’re just 
as likely to find a picture of a 
dead fetus as an essay ex- 
pounding the virtues of 
Proposition 187, California’s 
anti-immigrant law. 

Peninsula is run by a 21- 
year-old psychology major 
named Brian Malone. Poli- 
tics aside, the differences be- 
tween Malone and Colin De- 
laney are vast. Start with 
vanity. Delaney talks about 
getting an agent before 
Christmas to get himself 
some modeling work. Mal- 
one’s a chubby kid from In- 
diana with a scruffy beard 
and bowl cut. (He could 
probably pass as a younger 
version of Stephen Jay 
Gould.) While Delaney often 
comes off as cold and un- 
yielding, Malone seems re- 
laxed and cheerful, a soft- 
spoken Republican who just 
happens to believe there 
should be a constitutional 
ban on abortion and that gay 
sex leads to the “breakdown 
of the family” (“and we're 
certainly pro-family”). 

And Malone didn’t ap- 
prove of Delaney’s handling 
of the Grant situation, saying 
it seemed mean-spirited.

not what I’m looking for.” 

Despite their overdramatic job titles — 
instead of editors and staff writers, 
Peninsula has council members, 
guardians, and auxiliaries — Malone and 
his heir apparent, Polly Brown, are down 
to earth. 

Brown, 20, returned to school this year

because the one she had been attending, 
in Harvard Square, questioned the Bible 
and changed references 
from “Father” to a gen- 
der-neutral term. She’s 
the president of the small 
(about 15 to 20 active 
students) Harvard-Rad- 
cliffe Alliance for Life and 
a staunch opponent of 
abortion under any cir- 
cumstances. 

“I don’t buy the incest 
or rape argument,” 
Brown says. “It doesn’t 
change you, change your 
humanness. And a ‘wom- 
an’s right to choose’ 
means nothing. I always 
say, ‘a woman’s right to 
choose what?’ ” 

A wedding ring isn’t all 
that sets Brown apart 
from most of Harvard’s 
undergraduate body. 
She’s also never had a 
drink — with the excep- 
tion of Communion wine. 
(Her older brother Henry 
died in a drunken-driving 
accident when she was in 
high school.) Her bond 
with abortion protesters 
started long before she 
reached voting age. 
Through her mother, she 
developed her strong 
feelings, attending her 
first March for Life in 
Washington in the sev- 
enth grade. Brown also 
talks about two of her lit- 
tle brothers, born when 
she was in high school. 
As far as abortion’s con- 
cerned, she can’t under- 
stand why others don’t 
see the clear-cut tragedy. 

“I really believe lives 
are being lost,” she says. 
“That makes it the most 
serious issue.”

To share her views, she’s been writing 
essays that point to the similarities be- 
| tween the abolition movement in the 19th 
century and today’s anti-abortion cru- 
| saders. “The pro-life movement must 

fight the extremism that would push it, as 
abolition was pushed, to the tragic resort 
of violence,” she has written. 

What frustrates Brown most is that her 
words are rarely noticed outside the small 
group of ultra-conservatives on campus. 
| She wants to present her side, discuss it 
openly with liberals. But so far, when she 
tries to get a group together, the lefties 
refuse, preferring to shout and hang 
protest signs. Of course, what did she ex- 
pect? A warm reception at a place like 
this? It makes you wonder why someone 
so far to the right would go to Harvard. 
Brown’s got a quick answer for that. 

“The main reason I came here was 
not whether it was liberal or conserva- 
tive,” she says. “It was because I got 
into Harvard.” 


Rush and roll 
| Just a few weeks ago, Republican icon 
| George Will experienced firsthand the 
hostility directed at conservatives in these 
parts. On the eve of his first class as a 
| guest lecturer at Harvard, 20 liberal stu- 
| dents gathered at the Algiers Coffee- 
| house, dubbing themselves the Strategic 
| Offensive. 

The plan in place, they converged on 
Will’s debut lecture. Before he could even 
begin to speak, Joshua Oppenheimer, a stu- 
dent in a black dress and rhinestone sun- 
| glasses, rose in the center of the auditorium. 
In true gonzo fashion, they chanted 
| sarcastically: 

“What do we want?” 
“A white Harvard.” 
“When do we want it?” 
“Now.” 
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With this kind of support at home, is it 
a surprise that campus conservatives wel- 
come a friendly helper from the outside? 

The Intercollegiate Studies Institute 
(ISI) is that helper, a $4 million-a-year 
organization founded in 1953 with 
William F. Buckley as president. (The 
current ISI head is T. Kenneth Cribb, 
President Reagan’s former chief domestic 
adviser.) For campus liberals, who have 


Campus magazine and books like conser- 
vative guru Russell Kirk’s The Politics of 
Prudence. 

But it’s the Collegiate Network that’s 
meant the most to campus conservatives. 
Founded six years ago and now run by 
ISI, the Network has given stability to a 
voice that didn’t even exist before 1980, 
when the Dartmouth Review was found- 
ed. ISI, through the Network, spreads

long argued that their conservative class- 
mates are merely brainwashed mouth- 
pieces for right-wing nationals, ISI is the 
smoking gun. Only problem with that 
conspiracy theory is that the organiza- 
tion, centered in Bryn Mawr, Pennsylva- 
nia, seems to have nothing to hide. 

ISI sponsors 300 lectures and 40 
teacher-training conferences each year 
and publishes the glossy, pro-canon 
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about $120,000 among 50 conservative 
student newspapers nationwide. (A typi- 
cal paper’s annual budget is between 
$10,000 and $15,000.) 

The Network has three full-time staffers 
who stay in constant contact with student 
publishers, sometimes visiting campuses 
and attending editorial meetings. It’s also 
working on a Web site with the Harvard 
Salient, which already publishes on the In- 


ternet. As far as ISI’s leaders are con- 
cerned, they’re merely using the resources 
of the Network to steer the best and 
brightest in the right direction — away 
from the politically correct forces that took 
over higher education in the late ’80s. 

“We don’t feel like a lot of colleges are 
providing students with an understanding 
of the basic principles and ideas that are 
necessary for them to be good citizens,” 
says Christopher G. Long, vice-president of 
programs for ISI. “You can get a good edu- 
cation at Harvard if you know which pro- 
fessors to go to and which courses to take. 
But if you’re an 18-year-old and you arrive 
in Cambridge with no idea, there’s more of 
a chance you'll get a poor education.” 

The Primary Source and Peninsula, with 
enough money from student-government 
allocations and subscriptions, didn’t get 
funds from ISI this year. But at Boston 
College, where 19-year-old Matt Monnig 
decided to bring back the conservative Ob- 
server this fall, an ISI check came in 
handy. 

Monnig, a Roman Catholic from Jeffer- 
son City, Missouri, was tired of hearing 
the BC Lesbian, Gay, and Bisexual Com- 
munity getting more attention than the 
Bible. He decided the Observer, last pub- 
lished in 1992, had to make a comeback. 
And last month it did. The first issue, 
which also included sports stories and 
restaurant reviews, looked bad and read 
worse. But it existed. Except for a snip at 
BC alums connected in some way to the 
pro-choice movement (including Lowney), 
there wasn’t much bite. 

A clean-cut junior with hazel eyes, Mon- 
nig says he wants religion to play a 
stronger role in the classroom. He attends 
Mass regularly, goes to confession once a 
month (“a great thing that a lot of 
Catholics don’t appreciate enough”), and 
raves about Pat Buchanan (he first saw 
Nixon’s pit bull in the eighth grade on The 



































McLaughlin Group). 

Monnig also displays the almost rock- 
and-roll Republican spirit that’s taken 
hold as Clinton fell out of favor and en- 
tertainers like Rush and Newt came 
alive. Monnig remembers a pilgrimage 
to Rush Limbaugh’s TV show his fresh- 
man year. The BC Republican Club, 
with 45 tickets, chartered a bus for New 
York City and watched Limbaugh tape 
two shows. Afterward, in a line waiting 
to get an autograph, Monnig noticed to 
his- horror that he’d forgotten his copy 
of Limbaugh’s The Way Things Ought 
To Be. Monnig handed him The-Confes- 
sions of St. Augustine, which he just 
happened to have been reading on the 
bus. But before the great man could 
sign it, his lawyer stepped in and told 
him he can’t autograph someone else’s 
book. 

As soft-spoken as he is, Monnig, like the 
others, doesn’t hide his allegiance to Ralph 
Reed and the rest of the Christian right. 

On gays: “To speak about homosexuali- 
ty, you have to distinguish people from ac- 
tions. Every individual has their own 
temptation. For some, it’s drugs. For 
some, it’s alcohol. For some, it’s homosex- 
ual sex.” 

On sex in general: “It’s meant as an act 
between a married man and woman. For 
others, it’s wrong and should be avoided at 
all costs.” 

When I challenge him on his confused 
take on homosexuality, he compares being 
gay to having a bad temper: it might be ge- 
netic, but it must be controlled. 

When I challenge him on sex, he turns a 
shade of dark pink. Yes, he drinks and 
goes to parties. So, I say quietly, have you 
ever... youknow... 


“I don’t claim to be perfect,” Monnig 


says. “But when I do make mistakes, I ac- 
knowledge them to myself and to God.” 
So have you? 
“It’s personal,” he stammers. “Between 
myself, my confessor, and God.” 


Cuts like a Newt 

Colin Delaney has not found God. He 
likes to describe himself as an intellectual. 
Always a Republican, Delaney traces his 
political coming-of-age to his arrival at 
Tufts, where he met Christopher 
Weiskopf, a past Source editor now at the 
National Review, and Steve Seltzer, anoth- 
er former editor. The older kids fed De- 
laney books, from Allan Bloom’s The Clos- 
ing of the American Mind to Dinesh 
D’Souza’s Illiberal Education. 

“That,” Delaney says of the former 
Dartmouth Review editor’s book, “is pretty 
much our Bible.” 

Other than the connections he’s made 
at the Source, Delaney’s kept to himself 
at Tufts. And this year’s been particular- 
ly tough, with the sudden death of his 
uncle: (only 37, someone he spent a lot 
of time with) and the graduations of two 
of his three closest friends. The isolation 
hasn’t stopped Delaney from striking 
out at the Tufts Women’s Center 
(“they’re not victims of society, and, 
even if they are, they should be dealing 
with it on their own”) and campus gays 
(“it’s not what the human body. was de- 
signed to do”) in subtle and not-so-sub- 
tle jabs in the Source. 

Delaney’s obsessive drive to get noticed 
may please his mentors, Seltzer and 
Weiskopf, but, for one former staffer, it’s 
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been an embarrassment. 

“The biggest problem with Colin is he 
doesn’t think through his arguments: He 
discounts everything about human na- 
ture,” says senior Jayne Wellman, 21, who 
calls Delaney a megalomaniac. “He wants 
to get attention,.and the way he does it is 
by making noise. He seems to think if his 
name is in the air, it’s a good thing.” 

When Delaney gets upset, he doesn’t 
yell or scream. Calmly, he tears his oppo- 
nent to pieces, whether she’s a 19-year-old 
stranger or a former colleague. 

He characterizes Wellman, for instance, 
as a disgruntled former staffer who never 
got over losing the top slot to ex-boyfriend 
Seltzer. When Delaney’s told she favors 
abortion, he insists Wellman — a regis- 
tered Republican who was given a writing 
award by the Collegiate Network two years 
ago — is “not a true conservative.” 

The Gina Grant issue of the Source also 
didn’t pull any punches. It included the 
“Killers” poster, reproduced on the cover, 
a slam of Dean of Students Bobbie Kn- 
able, and an impenetrable essay arguing 
that Grant’s crime (the killing of an abu- 
sive, alcoholic mother at the age of 14) 
could not be justified. Delaney also printed 
an anti-Grant limerick sent to the paper by 
a man in California who had read about 
his crusade. 

The attack issue didn’t just bother the 
largely liberal student body Delaney has 
grown to detest in his two years at Tufts. 
It also disturbed a longtime Republican 
once loyal to the Source. 

“I always thought my point was to pro- 
vide a rational argument and at the same 
time go after the administration when they 
were constantly engaging in double stan- 
dards,” says Eric Labs, 29, a former editor 
who graduated in 1988. “But we never re- 
ally just called people names.” 

The Tufts athletic director, Rocky Car- 
zo, was surprised, not angry, to learn he’d 
been called an “over-the-hill chump” in 
the Source. 

“If they were confident, sure, and stable, 
they wouldn’t be in college, would they?” 
Carzo laughs. “How do you react to 
stupid shit like that?” 

Brookhiser, Bush’s former speechwriter, 
downplays the significance of the cheap 
shots. . 

“There will always be excesses, because 
we’re talking about stuff written by 20- 
year-olds. That’s not meant to sound of- 
fensive. | was once 20 years old myself, 
and I wrote when I was 20. 

“And as far as Gina’Grant goes,” 
Brookhiser adds, “a little bad taste might 
be in order there.” 

Delaney says no matter how the admin- 
istration felt about the “Killers” posters, it 
was censoring him by removing them.

The cast of characters became our ex- 
tended family. Johnnie, Marcia, Judge Ito, 
the jurors — they had become the founda- 
tion for our fledgling marriage.

I’ve always been intrigued by the impact 
that major news events have on our lives. 
They become significant milestones, hash 
marks on our evolving timelines. 

But for my parents’ generation, the mile- 
stones seemed bigger, the hash marks bold- 
er. They grew up during World War II, and 
lived through the Cold War, Vietnam, Mar- 
tin Luther King’s assassination, and the 
first man to walk on the moon. My parents 
and their friends can ask each other, Where 
were you when Kennedy was shot? — a sig- 
nificant memory for my mother, since she 
and my father were married two days later 
in front of a roomful of grieving guests, and 
she spent her honeymoon in Miami Beach, 
crying in front of the television. | have to be 
content with knowing where I was when 
Kurt Cobain killed himself. 

With the exception of the Gulf War and 
the toppling of the Berlin Wall, most of my 
adult life has been shaped by experiences 
that can be divided into two categories: the 
deaths of legendary icons (Elvis, John 
Lennon, Jackie O., Jerry Garcia), and pop- 
culture politics (the Menendez brothers 
trial, the Long Island Lolita, the Nancy 
Kerrigan clubbing). 

My mother says it’s not my fault; it’s a 
generational thing. My friend Kim clearly 
agrees. Although she can’t quite remember 
where she was when the Wall came tum- 
bling down, she'll “never forget when Pulp 
Fiction came out.” Case in point. 

Let’s face it: we’re a generation obsessed 
with sleaze culture. The O.]J. Simpson trial 
got more press coverage than the Gulf War 
and the Berlin Wall combined. And, in ad- 
dition to the effect these events have on 
our lives, they allow us to read our reality 
into them. Kim now thinks it was a premo- 
nition that on her first date with a former 
boyfriend — which led to a three-year, tu- 
multuous affair — they watched the out- 
break of the Gulf War on television. 

“Looking back, I’d have to say it was 
quite appropriate that we started with a 
war,” she says. 

And my friend Dwight vividly remembers 
the fall of the Berlin Wall because he was 
being dumped by a girlfriend at the time 
and felt that the Wall’s collapse perfectly 
reflected the demise of his relationship. 

Needless to say, I don’t want to specu- 
late on the larger implications the Simp- 
son trial could have had on my marriage; 
I’m happy to go back to thinking of O.]. 
as nothing more than a refreshing break- 
fast drink. The most important thing is 
that my husband and I are feeling confi- 
dent enough these days to face our life- 
long commitment without a security 
blanket. 

And when we finally have children, and 
they ask that inevitable question — Where 
were you when the Bronco chase took 
place? — we'll be able to think back to 
that first milestone in our marriage and 
share our own little piece of history.

A couple of blocks from the entertainment anchors of Davis Square — 
johnny D’s and the Somerville Theatre — is Gia’s, which can be best de- 
scribed as unpretentious townie food, paper plates and all. 

It’s the kind of spot that makes you wonder two things: why is it so 
empty, and how does it stay in busiriess? Leave those questions to the own- 
er. What matters is that the food is solid and cheap. Gia’s offers 37 meals, 
ranging from the Italian sloppy-joe sandwich to the eggplant parmigian, at 


$4 or less. (Combine that with the Somerville Theatre’s $2.50 movie and

Gia’s isn’t going to put Redbones or even the Rosebud out of business, but 


you’ve got a night of seri- 
ous cheapness.) 


As for food quality, 


it’s not going to send you down the street for a cruller at Dunkin’ D’s either. 
The broccoli, chicken, and ziti plate ($3.95) is tasty, though you might want 
to ask them to take it easy on the cream sauce. A chicken-and-peppers sand- 
wich ($3.75), like a grilled cheese sandwich, is hard to screw up — and 
Gia’s doesn’t. There’s nothing exotic on this menu, unless meatloaf and pota- 
toes ($4.95) is your idea of zaniness. The most surprising treat is the steak 
fries ($1.25 small or $1.75 large), which have a strong, peppery taste and 
seem strangely free of the oil in which they must have been born.

A treasure of a Japanese 
restaurant, with novel flavors

ome fads are like self- 

basting turkeys, and 

some are actually self- 

roasting. That’s the way 

it looks to me with this 
Pacific Rim restaurants thing, and the 
low-brow version, “Asian” restaurants. 
These multi-cuisine pavilions try to skim 
‘the most popular dishes off four or more 
distinct culinary cultures, and there 
aren’t enough chefs with enough training 
to staff a fraction of the restaurants that 
have opened under these themes in the 
last few months alone. 

For diners-out, there are two possible 
responses. One I’ve seen in 
print as well as overheard 
on the waiting line is: 
“Yuck, another Asian 
restaurant.” I suppose 
these people go Mediter- 
ranean the next time. (Can 
the term “Mediterranean 
Rim” be far behind?) The 
other consumer response is 
to rush back to real Thai 
restaurants, real Cantonese 
restaurants, real Japanese 
restaurants, real Indian 
restaurants, and so on. 

If that’s your plan, don’t 
overlook Yokohama, a jew- 
el box of a Japanese restau- 
rant a few doors up from 
the lovely but over-hyphen- 
ated Pacifico in Brookline 
Village. Well, actually, 
Yokohama’s menu has a 
“Korean Corner.” But 
Japanese-Korean is a time-tested culinary 
combination, and Yokohama excels in 
both categories. 4 

Appetizers are all Japanese, and suit- 
ably elegant. One of my favorites is here: 
edamame ($3.95), which are green soy- 
beans, still in the fuzzy pods, steamed up 
with a sprinkling of rock salt. Each bean 
is a glowing green, with a flavor fresh 
and richer than limas. 

And something new: yoko isobe-age 
($7.25), which I would summarize as 
deep-fried sushi. Deep-fried California 
roll, to be exact. The sushi inside 
(salmon, avocado, phony crab, flying-fish 
roe) stays cool, while the outside is 
crunchy as good tempura. 

Gyoza ($4.50) are five dumplings with 
what appears to be a gingery, white-meat 
filling, in the shape of lighter Peking ravi- 
oli. Shumai ($4.50), which are actually 
named after a Chinese dim sum, are here 
six little barrels of fish flavor. 

One of the most outstanding appetiz- 
ers we had at Yokohama was a simple 
bowl of miso soup ($1.75), with a rich- 
flavored broth full of golden yellow 
clouds. A seaweed salad ($3.95) was 
perhaps a little Korean, with an unsubtle 
savor of shredded scallion and sesame 
oil. Oshitashi ($3.95) was a distinctive 
dish of spinach cooked to a gorgeous 
bright green and a flavor like the smell of 
marijuana. 

Less successful were over-grilled yaki- 
tori ($4.50) and beef kushiyaki ($4.95), 
and a greasy fried soft-shell crab ($5.95). 

Our favorite main dish came from the 
Korean corner, the “stone pot bibim- 
bap” ($12.95), While bibim-bap has be- 
come familiar — the vegetables and egg 
on rice, with red-pepper sauce on the 
side — the presentation in a hot stone 
bowl is just reaching Boston. It makes all 
the difference. The granite stone creates 
a wonderful crust around the edges of

the rice. As you mix the ingredients to- 
gether, the basic act of bibim-bappery, 
the egg cooks up, the broccoli and other 
vegetables brown at the edges, and the 
most wonderful aromas develop. 

Put in plenty of the miso-based hot 
sauce — it opens the nasal passages. 

The sushi deluxe ($16.95) is entirely 
delightful, though no single piece over- 
whelms. The census when we ordered 
the dish was eight little California maki, 
six tuna maki, and fingers (nigiri) of 
tuna, phony crab, tile fish, sole, mackerel 
with sesame seeds, and salmon. A restau- 
rant steps out of the crowd by serving 
something novel or aston- 
ishing on a big platter like 
this. Yokohama sells all its 
special sushi by the piece, , | 
so it would be a matter of | 
marketing to include a 
sea-urchin turret or some 
eel or a mixed cone on the 
deluxe platter. 

The “combo” tempura 
($10.95) is excellent, one 
of the most generous tem- 
pura platters ever, with 
three prawns, two superb 
fillets of pollack (which 
stole the show), plenty of | 
squid, and heaps of veg- 
etables. This is enough 
tempura for two people, if 
they aren’t the sort to fight 
over favorite morsels. 

Beef teriyaki ($14.95) 
was another portion large 
to the point of being un- 
Japanese. The beef was broiled to order, 
unlike the overdone broiled appetizers on 
a different visit. 

Yokohama would be all the better for a 
beer-and-sake license. The present 
drinks include green tea, ginseng tea, so- 
das, and iced tea — which is Japanese 
canned iced tea with sugar and lemon. | 
Service is excellent, as one might expect. 
in such a small restaurant. 

The design and furnishing have many 
nice touches that make the small room 
seem important. Black tabletops and 
chairs paradoxically make the room seem 
larger. The wall art is a gallery of six 
Klimt prints, Asian-influenced but Vien- 
nese. Lanterns and flute music remind us 
just where on the Pacific Rirn we are vir- 
tually located, without going over the line 
into false exoticism. 


” 

Of course, if any of these restaurants 
were serious about Pacific Rim food, 
which somehow extends to Thailand and 
Szechuan, they would incorporate Peru- 
vian, Mexican, Philippine, and Indone- 
sian cuisines. 

Then we could have Indian Ocean 
Rim, with East African, Arabic, Persian, 
Indian, Thai, and Singaporean. Chinese 
food. And one I'd really like to taste — 
Atlantic Rim: combining dishes and tech- 
niques from Africa, Brazil, Cuba, the 
United States, France, Spain, and Portu- 
gal. You laugh, but this is already a con- 
cept in cultural studies, with a trans- 
oceanic African diaspora examined by its 
music, art, and religious motifs: Why not 
food, too? 

I’ll pass on the Arctic Rim cuisines — 
too much seal and whale meat, too 
much boiled dried fish. But I suppose | 
you could develop a sort of Antarctic 
Rim restaurant with Argentine barbe- 
cue, South African curries, and Aus- 
tralian beer. Q

Sand- 
wiches, French toast, a quesadilla with 
Middle Eastern flavors, a wonderful beef 
bourguignon, grilled chicken and real 
mashed potatoes, bread pudding that 
tastes like Danish pastry.

Cheap west-coast sand- 
wiches (on terrific breads) and fresh 
juices, including “a dose of wheatgrass 
juice.” Homemade pie. Seattle sound- 
track.

PARISH CAFE, 361 Boylston Street, 247- 
4777. $5-$9. At iast, a bar with sandwich- 
es named after celebrities, where the 
celebrities can actually cook. Chefs, in 
fact. Boston's celebrity chefs designed 
some nifty sandwiches and salads, and a 
young staff makes them with top-shelf in- 
gredients. And serves them with some in- 
teresting American wines and world 
beers.

$29. Fairly expensive, and expect a long 
wait unless you're a celebrity. But worth 
every cent and minute. The Pan-Mediter- 
ranean cuisine here is served with a shot 
of pure genius, making it one of Boston's 
best (and most sophisticated) eateries. 
The dishes — from the classic Olives tart 
to the “falling chocolate cake” — are so 
inspired it's hard to believe they're not 
classics.

Authentic hot pots, Chinese 
broccoli in oyster sauce, and a comfort- 
ing dessert of hot tapioca in coconut 
milk.

Very nice pho in 
numerous variations in a quiet storefront.

Buddhist-temple cuisine, strictly vegan 
(except for condensed milk in some 
drinks) imitations of your favorite shrimp, 
pork, and egg dishes.

New and 
handsomely decorated Cantonese-Hong 
Kong restaurant that actually nets a fish

IMPERIAL SEAFOOD RESTAURANT, 
70 Beach St., 426-8543. $6-$27. The 
downstairs of the famous dim sum restau- 
rant, full of big round tables for large 
groups on medium-celebratory occasions. 
The best of an overly inclusive menu are 
the ambitious Cantonese classics: 
steamed fish; lobster Chinese style; Impe- 
rial egg roll; roast duck; clams in black- 
bean sauce. Lavishly redecorated with live 
fish and lobster tanks, without losing the 
rococo, kitschy sense of the thing. (7/94) 
KIM FUNG RESTAURANT, 79 Harri- 
son Ave., 482-3349. $4-$12. One rea- 
son to eat in a Cantonese restaurant 
filled with Asian customers is because 
they know what's good. Another reason 
is that Chinese customers tend to be 
price- and portion-conscious. Enor- 
mous menu, but stick to Cantonese 
seafood dishes, superior soups, and 
heaping platters of chow foon noodles 
for starters. Nicer decor; some. people 
dress up.

One of Chinatown's better 
Cantonese restaurants bids to be its best 
in the faddish “Hong Kong” variation. The 
signature dish might well be grey sole 
with Chinese ham and black mushrooms 
— subtly delicious, beautifully arranged 
on the plate. Fancier service and decor 
than most. At lunch, dim sum and cheap 
specials. (8/91) 

NEW SHANGHAI RESTAURANT, 21 
Hudson St., 338-6688. $8-$17. China- 
town’s venerable Szechuan palace refur- 
bished and refocused on Shanghai cold 
appetizers and soy-based stews. Five- 
spice beef and duck, crispy eel (out- 
standing, no joke), crispy scallops with 
black-pepper sauce, steamed prawns 
with garlic, whole fish with braised bean 
curd — a consistently fine meal hand- 
somely served. You could dress up for 
this.

PEOPLE’S CAFETERIA, 21-23 Edin- 
boro St., 482-7328. $4-$11. Not a real 
cafeteria, but fewer frills and lower prices 
than most of the current wave in China- 
town. You could make this your personal 
chow foon palace, but I'd also feast on 
lobster in ginger and scallion, clams in 
black-bean sauce, and salt-and-pepper 
squid.

5857. $3-$9. Formerly known as China 
Grove, this, family-style restaurant con- 
tinues in the Mandarin and Szechuan 
tradition of its predecessor. Serves both 
standard Chinese fare as well as more 
adventuresome dishes like scallops with 
black-pepper sauce and sautéed eel with 
yellow leeks. 

PHO BANG, 7 Beach St., 422-0501. $4- 
$7. Small, clean pho shop with some of 
the best beef broth in the galaxy, made 
up into enormous noodle soups with vari- 
ous mix-ins. At these prices, start with all 
of them. (12/92) 

PHO BOLSA RESTAURANT, 1 Stuart 
St., 695-1843. $4-$6. A good attempt to 
market Vietnamese soup with a user- 
friendly menu describing the usual 18 
variations of pho with encouraging En- 
glish prose. The soup is very close to 
what you can get with a little more 
courage elsewhere, once you've had a 
few experiences at Pho Bolsa. Stir-fries 
less reliable. (6/93) 

PHO PASTEUR, 8 Kneeland St., 451- 
0247. $3-$5. Superb specialist in noodle 
soups, beef or chicken based, with a va- 
riety of mix-ins. Also a line of drinks and 
desserts, and some, like “avocado juice” 
(actually a luscious milkshake), that are 
both. Small, homey, clean. (9/89) 


COPLEY / PRUDENTIAL 
DIXIE KITCHEN, 182 Mass. Ave., 536- 
3068. $8-$10. Genuine Cajun flavor and 
tone, even if not every recipe is strictly 
authentic, with the good-timey languor of 
the Big Easy. Mustn’t miss the gumbo 
ya-ya, jumbalaya, fried crawfish, and the 
fine, fine list of pies. Some less specifi- 
cally New Orleans items are only aver- 
age.

STATE OF THE ART 
DoubleTake 


There are plenty of periodicals on the market that target photography. But 
DoubleTake, a nonprofit quarterly magazine that debuted in April, is the first 
to take aim at the more serious-minded photojournalist. In offering something Fj 
more than ad-heavy trade publications, which tend to emphasize technique 
over substance, DoubleTake opens photography up to a broader audience. 

In keeping with that mission, the magazine’s editors are coming to the 
Boston area to help introduce DoubleTake to people outside the photographic 
community. This Saturday, October 21, editors Alex Harris and Robert Coles will 
discuss their objectives in a program titled “Publishing and the Moral Imagination” Fatudi 
at Phillips Academy’s Addison Gallery. On Tuesday October 24, Coles will be 
joined by journalist Susan Faludi and other DoubleTake contributors at First Parish Church in 
Cambridge. Faludi will read from her recent article “Grounded”; photographers Thomas Roma and 
Wendy Ewald will show slides of their work. 

Published by the Center for Documentary Studies at Duke University, DoubleTake gives voice to 
writing and photography that aren’t necessarily about photography. The straightforward design, a 
relaxing break from the clutter of ’zines like Raygun, allows the simple visual image its own weight. 
In the newest issue, Mitch Epstein’s photo essay “In Vietnam and Versailles” segues cleanly into a 
short story by Lucy Honig that’s partially set in Cambodia. The two are juxtaposed rather than jig- 
sawed, implying a subtle link between the narratives in both pieces. 

According to Harris, a photographer himself, the goal is “not to treat photography as an art form in 
and of itself, but to connect photography and writing in different ways — thus the title, DoubleTake.” 
The approach has already won DoubleTake an Ozzie award (a sort of Oscar for graphic design). 

DoubleTake’s philosophy allows plenty of space for longer works, and it doesn’t demand flash. 
Backlash author Faludi’s “Grounded” examines the erosion of the American male’s sense of self- 
worth when he is stripped of the role of breadwinner. At 13 pages, it focuses on building a thought- 
ful argument rather than pandering to people with short attention spans. Faludi says she was “just 
delighted that somebody was going to deal with issues unrelated to Hollywood — that we could deal 
seriously and at length with workplace issues and politics and the concerns of real people.”

Flesh 
and blood 


“Violence is really taking a beating,” jokes 
Phoenix film editor Peter Keough. He’s refer- 
ring, of course, to the most recent volley of 
attacks launched by certain ambitious politi- 
cians at that bastion of un-American activities 
— Hollywood. It’s nothing new: in the game 
of politics the film, music, and entertainment 
industry has always made a good scapegoat 
in desperate times. When Robert Dole took 
films like Natural Born Killers to task a few 
months ago, he was just following a time- 
honored tradition. Sex and violence have 
their own histories in film, and that’s the sub- 
ject of Flesh and Blood: The National Society 
of Film Critics on Sex, Violence, and 


Last Tango in Paris 


Censorship, a forthcoming collection of 
essays, reviews, and articles edited by 
Keough. It’s also the theme for a film series 
that will fill the screen at the Harvard Film 
Archive next weekend with blood, guts, tits, 
ass, and maybe even some art. 

“The films in the series are all movies that 
are written about in the book,” explains 
Keough. “And they were all artistic landmarks 
of some kind. Russ Meyer’s Vixen! [1968] 
certainly had an influence on the sexual-liber- 
ation movement of the ‘60s. Midnight 
Cowboy [1969] remains the only X-rated film 
to win an Oscar. And Natural Born Killers 
[1994] is one of the main films singled out by 
Dole in his attack on violence in film.” 

Meyer’s sexploitation classic Vixen!, Oliver 
Stone’s surreal Natural Born Killers, and 
John Schlesinger’s gritty Midnight Cowboy 
are three of the more obvious picks in a series 
that also includes Bernardo Bertolucci’s 
steamy Last Tango in Paris (1972) and 
Michelangelo Antonioni’s thriller Blow-Up 
(1966). To round out the line-up with a 
somewhat more exotic selection, Keough and 
the curators at the HFA have chosen / Am 
Curious (Yellow) (1969), Vilgot Sjéman’s 
sexy attack on the Swedish welfare state. 

This Tuesday, October 24, Keough and 
critic Michael Medved will host a panel dis- 
cussion at the Kennedy Library on “Films 
and Violence: Can and Should Anything Be 
Done?” You can count on them to defend 
Hollywood’s right to free expression. As 
Keough points out, “If you deny that right to 
anybody, then you give a carte blanche to the 
government to repress and censor anything. 
The most family-oriented cinema in history 
came out of Nazi Germany and the Soviet 
Union, and that’s not coincidental.” 

The panel discussion on “Films and 
Violence” begins at 5:30 p.m. on October 24 
at the Kennedy Library. It’s free; call 929-

f the ongoing media O.J. onslaught 
has made you blue in the face, it 
might be good time to see»the 
movie of the same title. Now that 
the circus of the past 15 months 

has thoroughly convinced you of the 
| depths of this country’s racial divide, of 
the incompetence of its institutions, and 
| the greed, folly, and depravity of its citi- 
zens, you'll surely be refreshed by what 
director Wayne Wang and writer Paul 
| Auster do in Blue in the Face, a blithe and 
| hilarious vision of an America that works. 
| Set in the much-maligned borough of 
| Brooklyn, it’s part extemporized sketches, 
| part pseudo-documentary, and overall a 
| celebration of the virtues that make this 
| country great: tolerance, freedom, inven- 
| tiveness, and poor health habits. 

The last three virtues might be the key 
to the film’s success. I was never a fan of 
| Wang & Auster’s Smoke; | found the film 
| as nebulous as the title and as contrived, 
| coy, and sentimental as the worst of 
| Wang’s uneven repertoire. The actors 
seemed trapped in an unwieldy artifice. In 
| Blue in the Face, which employs the same 
| setting and many of the same characters, 
they are set free to invent their own dia- 
logue and indulge in their best and worst 
impulses. 


Set in Smoke’s Brooklyn Cigar Compa- 
ny, a corner smoke shop owned by dapper 
Louis (Victor Argo) and presided over by 
Auggie Wren (Harvey Keitel) behind the 
counter, Blue consists of a series of sit- 
com-like premises extemporized by the 
Smoke regulars and by a cast of guest 
stars. Standouts among the latter include 
Michael J. Fox, whose religious question- 
naire applied to staid smokeshop patron 
Tommy Finelli (Giancarlo Esposito) is a 
masterpiece of escalating zaniness, in- 
cluding such queries as “Do you believe in 
God?” and “What is the minimum you 
would have to be paid to eat a bowl of 
shit?” Jim Jarmusch’s bit as a customer 
quitting the habit is funnier than most of 
his films. And Lou Reed’s ongoing com- 
mentary on the state of the world is as 
comically bright as his music is dark. “I 
don’t get scared in New York,” he ex- 
plains. “I get scared, like, in Sweden. It’s 
empty. Everything works. Everybody is 
drunk. You turn on the TV and there’s an 
ear operation. These things scare me.” 

These segments are so inspired that 
even the stiff appearances of Lily Tomlin 
as an annoying homeless guy and Madon- 
na as a snooty singing telegram deliverer 
can’t spoil them. Roseanne is another 
matter. She’s Dot, Louis’s unhappy wife, 
who’s annoyed with her hubby’s failure to 
fulfill his promise to take her to Las Ve- 
gas. After an uncomfortable kissing scene 
with an ambivalent-looking Auggie, whom 
she tries to seduce into running away with 
her, she has a noisy, seemingly endless 
and badly ad-libbed altercation with Louis 
on the subject of lack of communication. 

But Keitel is a superb master of timing 
and of the deft quip and even defter 
pause. He’s more than matched by the 
sultry and extraordinarily gifted Mel 
Gorham as his spitfire Latina girlfriend, 
Violet. Just the way Gorham says, “Hello, 
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BETTER THAN SMOKE? Harvey Keitel is a superb master of tim- 
ing and of the deft quip and even defter pause, and Blue sets him free. 


Dot” is enough to blow Roseanne’s cater- 
waulings off the screen, and when she 
sings “I Got the Fever” to her mirror 
while taking off her clothes, it’s probably 
the most erotic moment in the sexual 
wasteland of this year’s movies. She and 
Keitel provide this loose free-for-all of a 
film with a backbone and the most vivid 
expression of its prevalent theme: the 
need for seeming opposites to be drawn 
together. Her flamboyant sexuality and 
openness challenge Keitel’s distant genial- 
ity and lack of commitment, and their in- 
termittent mating dance sparks the 
episodic format with a dramatic arc. 


Blue does have its off moments, espe- 
cially when it takes a little too seriously its 
themes of multiculturalism and communi- 
ty. Tempted to sell his tobacco store to a 
health-food chain, Louis is visited by the 
ghost of Jackie Robinson (Keith David), 
whose memories of Ebbets Field and ode 
to the hallowed traditions of Brooklyn are 
heartfelt but tend toward the mawkish.

“They said, “Yeah, do 
whatever you have to do.’ Harvey had no idea that I was 
going to throw him up against the wall and grab him.” 

She grabs him precisely in that area that Harvey has 
been known to expose in films like Bad Lieutenant and 
The Piano. Gorham, though, has a knack for grabbing 
for what she wants. A New York stage actress, she came 
to the attention of Hollywood with a one-woman show 
in which she played 23 separate characters. 

“I got discovered by ICM, and ever since they took 
me on, my career just started to soar. Immediately I got 
cast in The Perez Family, which turned into Smoke, 
which turned into Blue in the Face. Which turned into 
Curdled, a movie | just finished in Miami with Billy 
Baldwin, which Quentin Tarantino executive-produced 
with Miramax. From there, | wrapped on a film called 
Wishful Thinking with Drew Barrymore and Jennifer 
Beals and myself.” 

The turning point might very well have been an im- 
promptu performance Gorham gave at the wrap party 
for Smoke. 

“The role I played in Smoke, Violet Sanchez, is a very 
small seven-minute scene between Harvey and William 
Hurt and myself in a bar. I play my mother, really. 
She’s Cuban and she is that role in her late 20s and 
30s. She still is like that at 60, she’s fantastic-looking.

She jusi has all this energy 
and has this fire in her and 
she just doesn’t quit till she 
gets what she wants.

Gorham feels that it is not degrading to women, but 
empowering. As with the earlier scene with Harvey, she 
feels her character has the upper hand. 

“Some people are going to get offended, and I think 
those who do get offended are completely insecure with 
themselves. It was a key moment because it was mixed 
with humor, and that’s very rare that you see humor 
mixed with sexuality. Women have come up to me at 
festivals where it’s been screened and said, ‘Great, I re- 
ally like what you’ve done.’ ”

aybe you’re‘not mourn- 
ing their loss, maybe 
you haven’t even no- 
ticed that they’re gone, 
but sometime in the 
last decade or so, R-rated teen comedies 
disappeared. Such movies as Animal 
House, Fast Times at 
Ridgemont High, and 
Ferris Bueller’s Day 
Off were fearlessly, 
shamelessly willing to 
do anything for a 
laugh, no matter how 
offensive the bodily 
humor, how gratu- 
itous the T&A. These 
movies were honest 
enough not to pretend 
to be about more than 
just the teenage im- 
peratives: (getting 
stoned, getting laid), 
but if they also slipped 
ina little anti-authori- 
tarian message, well, 
that was okay too. 
Why did these films 
vanish? You could 
blame external forces. 
— Nancy Reagan, 
political correctness, 
AIDS, Gen X malaise 
— or you could 
blame Hollywood, 
which knows that less 
restrictive ratings (PG 
and PG-13) can mean 
bigger box office. Be- 
sides, that cycle of 
comedies got dumber 
and shoddier as the 
genre’s pioneers grew 
more and more in- 
sipid, with John 
Hughes’s subject mat- 
ter getting progres- 
sively more infantile 
and Ridgemont High’s

ing to talking dogs and virginal teen hero- 
ines inspired by Jane Austen. 

Leave-it to one of the Gen Xers who 
grew up watching these movies to revive 
the genre, not only with all the raunchy ex- 
uberance of the past but with some actual 
wit and cleverness. Kevin Smith’s Mallrats 
is not only one of the funniest comedies in 
years; it’s also the rudest, at least since 
Smith’s last rude comedy, his 1994 debut; 
Clerks. Like that film, Mallrats celebrates 
sex, hockey, pop culture, human folly, New 
Jersey, and consumerism, only with the 
studio budget and gloss to back it all up. 

The plot is laughably perfunctory non- 
sense that has two overgrown slacker in- 
tellectuals hanging out at the mall all day, 
trying to figure how to win back the girl- 
friends who dumped them that morning. 


Corresponding roughly to Clerks’ Dante 
and Randal are the moony, romantic T.S. 
(Jeremy London) and his more cynical and 
scatological pal, Brodie (Jason Lee). At the 
mall, human slug Brodie learns that Rene 
(Shannen Doherty) left because she found 
a more ardent and better-dressed suitor 
working at the menswear store. T.S. 
learns that Brandi (Claire Forlani) is 
putting herself on the market on her dad’s 
Dating Game ripoff, which is to be taped 
that evening at the mall. 

To sabotage the show and win.back the 
women, T.S. and Brodie enlist Jay (Jason 
Mewes) and Silent Bob (Smith himself), 
the Greek chorus from Clerks, who now 
serve as Batman & Robin-—style would-be 
superheroes. (Not only does comic-book 
junkie Smith get to be the caped crusader 
of his boyhood-dreams, but he gets to work 
with legendary Marvel Comics fountain- 
head Stan Lee, who plays himself in a fun- 
ny cameo.) The mall is a playground, not 
just for the characters, but also for Smith, 
who uses its margins for enough frame-fill- 
ing sight gags (look for such creatively 
named stores as Buy Me Toys and Rug 
Munchers) to rival a Simpsons episode. 

As in Clerks, the characters speak like 
typically pop-culture-obsessed Gen Xers 
who’ve ruined their chances for a future of 
blissful, workaday ignorance by taking a 
college philosophy course. Jason Lee (the 


skateboarding champ who makes his act- 


ing debut here) and Doherty (who was | 
never in danger of winning an Emmy on | 
90210) show surprising chops, not only | 


mastering Smith’s formidable, rapid-fire 
dialogue but creating believable chemistry. 
Lee also bonds well with London, and it’s 
their mind-blowing banter that holds the 
film together. 


It’s hard to imagine that someone as | 
erudite and talented as Smith (or at least | 


someone with his prodigiously eloquent 
vocabulary) would aspire to make so delib- 
erately trashy a movie, but its sheer outra- 
geousness ensures that, unlike most teen 
comedies, it will never limp off to Saturday 
afternoons on Channel 56 or the USA 
channel’s Up All Night — at least not 


without major cuts and bleeps. There are | 
several gags, monologues, and sequences | 
in Mallrats that are even more screamingly | 
offensive and funny than Clerks’ notorious |

EW YORK — What do you do if you’re Shan- 
IG: Doherty and want to transcend your 

tabloid reputation? You audition for that re- 
spected, maverick filmmaker known for his witty dia- 
logue and aversion to the West Coast. Or at least your 
generation’s equivalent of that director. 

“I saw Kevin Smith as a young Woody Allen,” says 
the 24-year-old actress. “His writing is extremely witty 
and really unique. He just comes‘up with the weirdest 
stuff to write about. It’s pretty great, actually. It’s mind- 
boggling that he’s the same age as me.” 


She especially liked it that Rene, the Mallrats female - 


lead, held her own with the boys. “Rene is quite on top 
of it. She’s really strong and she’s equally as witty as the 
guys. Which is very refreshing, for a man to write a 
script with a very witty woman.” 

Smith, who wrote Mallrats while touring the festival 
circuit with his debut film, Clerks, was amused that Do- 
herty wanted té read for the part. He recalls, “We were 
like, ‘Bring her in because it will be good kitschy value.’ 
Then we could go home and tell our friends, ‘Shannen 
Doherty read today.’ So Shannen comes in and just 
blows the doors off.” 

Did Shannen live down to her reputatation on the 
set? “She was like a bitch!” Smith deadpans. “No, it’s 
funny because going into it, her reputation was flat-out 
terrible. | thought, as long as she does the dialogue the 
way she just did it and hits her marks and she’s there on 


time, she can burn down the fucking hotel for all I care. 
As long as we’re not shooting, it won’t affect me. And 
she was just a dream. There was no necessity to rein her 
in. She reined herself in.” 

Doherty is still trying to live down what she claims are 
the many misconceptions about her. “That I’m wild is a 
pretty crazy one. I don’t know many 24-year-olds who 
are as mellow and quiet as | am. Cooking dinner is sort 
of the most I do in one evening.” 

How does she account for all the exuberant coverage 
of her bar brawls and whirlwind courtships? “It’s sort of 
bizarre to me. It doesn’t really bother me. You just sort of 
get past all that and tend to ignore things after a while.” 

She doesn’t believe the bad press has hurt her career. 
“Being in a show like 90210, a night-time soap-opera 
teenage show, is very hard when you want to break into 
serious films, work with serious filmmakers. That defi- 
nitely had more of an effect than bad press. I don’t think 
really good filmmakers care about the bad press. It’s the 
work that you’ve done before that they care about.” 

Another piece of unlikely casting was Marvel Comics 
guru Stan Lee’s cameo as himself. “What a moment 
that was,” says avid collector Smith about meeting his 
idol. “When I wrote that scene, Jim [producer James 
Jacks] was like, ‘What about Stan Lee?’ And I’m like, 
“Yeah, what about Stan Lee? In a perfect world, yeah.’ 
And he was like, ‘Well, I’m friends with Stan.’ And I 
was like, “This Hollywood thing, you cannot beat it.’ ” 


“The minute Jim said, ‘Stan, would you be interested 
in...,’ | said ‘Yes!’, even before | knew what he want- 
ed. I love to act. I’m such a ham.” 

Lee, creator of Spider-Man and the Incredible Hulk, 
acknowledges the influence of his oeuvre on Smith. “To 
me, characterization is what I’ve always concentrated 
on. That’s what I love about Mallrats and about Kevin. 
He makes those characters come alive. We've all known 
people like them. Maybe not as stupid as them, but peo- 
ple similar. This is such a comic-booky movie, I was in 
my element. | really love the movie. He’s a wonderful 
writer. He has a wonderful ear for dialogue. In fact, I 
hate the guy. I understand he’s only 24 years old. He 
should be outlawed.” 

Smith just may be if the indie cult viewers and critics 
who made a moderate hit out of Clerks don’t accept the 
blatant John Hughes-iness of Mallrats. After vaulting 
from a $27,000 film to a $6.1 million film in less than a 
year, Smith expects to be accused of going Hollywood. 
“I would feel worse if I didn’t know that my next two 
movies are not mainstream movies. This was a conscious 
effort to make a mainstream film because the second film 
is going to be looked at. Let’s do something they don’t 
expect us to do by doing a film that is as panderously 
commercial as we could get, but with our spin on it. 

“Will I get hacked to pieces? Sure. But I’m still an in- 
dependent-film guy. Gramercy’s still an independent 
company, though it’s financed by Universal and Poly- 
Gram. But I remember what it’s like to be in the audi- 
ence for an independent filmmaker’s second movie and 
be like, ‘You sellout fuck!’ It’s karma. Now I’m sure I'll 
be called upon the carpet as well.”

ollywood has always been 
fascinated by- the Mob, 
and vice versa. The na- 
ture of their kinship is 
hard to fathom.

| ration for the almighty dollar, and the 
dance of intimidation and compromise by 
which it’s won? Or is it the common hu-

That last seems the take of Elmore 
| Leonard’s Get Shorty, the story of a mid- 
dle-level Miami loanshark who falls in 
love with Hollywood and is determined to 
turn his own experience — the one we 
are reading about — into a film. If any 
book was fated to be adapted to the 
screen it is this one. It’s a postmodernist 

| inevitability: a book about a person who’s 
turning his life into a movie becomes a 
movie about the same. 

Directed by Barry (The Addams 
| Family) Sonnenfeld from a script by 
| Scott (Dead Again) Frank, the film re- 

tains all the wit, savvy, and authenticity of 

the novel and adds an extra layer of self- 

reflexive irony. That and razor-sharp per- 

formances from expertly cast performers 
| make Get Shorty the hippest, most thor- 
| oughly entertaining movie of the year, 
| and, in its own flip way, one of the most 
| meaningful. 

John Travolta plays the LA-smitten 
| shylock Chili Palmer; he’s Pulp Fiction’s 

Vinnie Vega minus the ponytail and plus 
| brains. The performance must have been 
| a breeze for Travolta, but it’s irresistible 
| to watch. The film is his from the first 
| shot of him, black clad and glowering, 
| sitting in Don Corleone—like chiaroscuro

The best way to see Feast of July is in a 
twin bill with John Schlesinger’s yet-to-be- 
released Cold Comfort Farm, which I had 
the opportunity to do at this year’s Mon- 
treal Film Festival. The latter is a brilliant, 
wacky parody of the absurdities and ex- 


cesses of the D.H. Lawrence/Thomas 
Hardy school of rustic melodrama: over- 
wrought plots; oversexed, macho bump- 
kins; picturesque squalor; overhanging air 
of damp, foreboding doom. Based on a 
novel by H.E. Bates (the British writer 
lately discovered by Hollywood and un- 
doubtedly soon to be forgotten after this 
film and the recent adaptation of A Month 
by the Lake), directed by Chris Menaul, 
and produced by those masters of period 
wallpaper, Merchant and Ivory, Feast is 
Cold Comfort without the humor. It’s all 
excess and absurdity without the laughs. 
Bella Ford (Embeth Davidtz) is a dark, 
beautiful woman who wanders the snowy

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man), a struggling Z-movie producer, he 
sees a.chance to turn his real-life high, 
concept into a blockbuster. Besides, Chili 
has the filmmaker’s knack for feifning 
reality; agreeing to help out Zimm when 
his strong-arm creditors pay a call, he 
sets the scene, blocking, lighting, and di- 
alogue with the craft of a Scorsese or 
Coppola. 

Sonnenfeld and Scott are pretty good

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Catlett, and Danny DeVito’s turn as in- 
demand mega-star Martin Weir seems 
miscast; he is, as Chili notes near the 
end, “too short.” Not only that, but in a 
scene where he tries to get into Chili’s 
“character,” Travolta’s caustic critiques 
ring too true. 

Or maybe he’s the most brilliantly cast 
of all. Shorty will be compared to Robert 
Altman’s The Player, but though it’s a 
flimsier film it’s also slyer. Every moment 
is underscored by the Hollywood calcula- 
tions that would go into its re-creation on

powered cast to deliver performances 
that are precise and contained. Hack- 
man is superb as the sleazy but sympa- 
thetic Zimm; he’s at his best when con- 
fined to neck brace, two shoulder- 
length casts, and a wired jaw, express- 
ing all the rage, lust, and mendacity of a 
Hollywood power lunch through his 
eyes. Rene Russo as Karen Flores, star 
of such Zimm movies as Grotesque, Part 
2 and Chili’s inevitable love interest, 
shows a lot more of the sensuous energy 
and cool intelligence she displayed in 
Lethal Weapon II and In the Line of 
Fire.

the scréen; each act and casting choice is 
pondered in advance, and in effect as the 
proposed film develops the one we're 
watching is unraveling, like the Escher 
sketch of two hands drawing and un- 
drawing each other. 

Endings, though, as Chili notes in 
Leonard’s book, are difficult. The ending 
in the novel seems a bit contrived and anti- 
climactic. The movie goes one step further, 
tossing in a Fellinesque twist that puts a 
parallel reflecting mirror where the fourth 
wall might be. It might come up a bit short 
in terms of depth and originality, but Get 
Shorty is still as diverting and provoking as 
a Godfather, Part 8-1/2.

backroads of England’s West Country in 
search of Arch Stanton (Greg Wise), a cad 
and lothario (you can tell by the insinuat- 
ing moustache and the funny little hat) 
who’s left her pregnant and abandoned.

Boston Ballet makes Hans 
Christian Andersen happy

“HAPPILY EVER AFTER.” Three bal- 
lets based on the tales of Hans Christian 
Andersen: The Steadfast Tin Soldier, 
choreographed by Bruce Marks and 
Bruce Wells; The Nightingale, chore- 
ographed by Lucinda Hughey; and The 
Princess and the Pea, choreographed by 
Daniel Pelzig.

new mystery-theater pro- 
duction opened last week 
— at the Wang Center. No 
puzzlers on stage, where 
Boston Ballet introduced 
two swell world premieres and some 
world-class performances. No, the mystery 
was the empty seats in the audience — es- 
pecially Friday night, when I thought I was 
attending an Andrew Dice Clay film festi- 
val. This is first-rate dancing, and it’s not 
overpriced. What’s Boston waiting for? 
Joey & Maria’s Comedy Italian Ballet? 

“Happily Ever After” is the company’s 
third attempt at Hans Christian Andersen. 
The original production, back in 1987, of- 
fered The Steadfast Tin Soldier, The Ice 
Maiden, and The Wild Swans, all chore- 
ographed by company director Bruce 
Marks and then—associate director Bruce 
Wells. The same trio appeared in 1991, 
but The Wild Swans was rechoreographed 
by Jill Eathorne Bahr and got an original 
score by Patricia Van Ness. Now the ice 
maiden has melted and the wild swans 
have flown away; they’ve been replaced by 
The Princess.and the Pea (the work of new 
resident choreographer Daniel Pelzig, who 
won the “Tchaikovsky Anew” gold medal 
two seasons ago with his Cantabile), and 
The Nightingale (choreographed by Lucin- 
da Hughey, who took the silver with her 
Summer Dreams). 





I would have liked to see Bahr’s Wild 
Swans again — I remember it as having 
potential. But these two new works, 
Hughey’s moody and poignant, Pelzig’s 
witty and parodic, are more than welcome. 
That leaves The Steadfast Tin Soldier, 
which wants at the least a new coat of 
paint. Marks & Wells’s doll ballet is as 
lightweight as its Paper Ballerina heroine, 
all 19th-century charm and artifice. What 
dancing there is — the duets for the Tin 
Soldier and the Paper Ballerina, the march 
of the other tin soldiers — looks like out- 
takes from Nutcrcker and Coppélia, and 


Copland, Janacek, Vaughan 

Williams, Maurice Jaubert — that 
to me suggested Native American rhythms. 
It’s not exactly memorable — you won’t go 
out singing the tunes — but it’s big, dra- 
matic, and varied, and you could listen to it 
night after night and keep finding new 
things. How about letting him rescore Tin 
Soldier? 

In some ways McPhee’s music is too big 
for Hughey’s choreography, which doesn’t 
always rise to the occasion. A weeping wil- 
low and veiled low full moon create.a 
somber, almost sinister, atmosphere; even 
the luna-moth-green parasols are sugges- 
tive. And it’s appropriate that the relation- 
ship between the Emperor and the 
Nightingale should be romantic: Ander- 
sen’s story was inspired by his unrequited 
love for Swedish nightingale Jenny Lind. 

So the stage is set for something novel, 
but what we get from Hughey by way of 
ballet vocabulary doesn’t quite fill the bill. 
Don’t get me wrong: this is good stuff, and 
it looked great on opening-night couple 
Adriana Suarez and Patrick Armand, whose 
intensity compensated for any lack of origi- 
nality. Armand needs no introduction: he 
spins faster, flies higher, and reminds you 
of Brando, Sinatra, Baryshnikov like no one 
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marenko/Plotnikov.

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else in this company. Sudrez reminds me 
more and more of Trinidad Sevillano: both 
seem notably deficient in that lean, long- 
legged Balanchine look, but as soon as they | 
start moving you remember that Balanchine | 
is as Balanchine does. Suarez is a little less | 
imperious than Sevillano, a little more se- | 
ductive. She and Armand are beginning to | 
form one of “those” partnerships, the kind | 
where people call up to find out when | 
they’re dancing together. 

While you’re on the phone, ask about 
Kyra Strasberg and Olivier Wecxsteen — 
radically different from Sudrez and Armand 
but no less stunning. Wecxsteen seems al- 
most to be dancing in two dimensions — 
that’s not a statement about his emotional 
range but a description of his stylized, non- 
European approach. He kept reminding me 
of the “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” segment from 
The King and I (1 mean that as a compli- 
ment). Strasberg is the nightingale as moon 
goddess, or Keats’s nightingale, but where 
Suarez is sensuous and steamy, Strasberg is 
just flat-out sexy — it’s like discovering that 
Michelle Pfeiffer is a great ballerina. She 
looks unbelievably erotic just sitting next to 
Wecxsteen and comforting him. And then 
there’s the inscrutable way she kicks her 
free leg out when she’s swinging with Death 
(after the Mechanical Nightingale breaks, 
the real one fights Death to save the Emper- 
or), or the pained expression on her face 
when the Mechanical Nightingale shows up: 
like a young Diana Rigg. 

These performers are so good (Paul 
Thrussell with Suarez not far behind Ar- 
mand), you want to see more — and in- 
deed I wonder whether this Nightingale 
isn’t too brief. It starts out as if it were go- 
ing to run 45 minutes instead of 30; it 
could sustain the longer time. And a big- 
ger cast: surely there should be an audi- 
ence for the “duet” of the Nightingale and 
the Mechanical Nightingale (a great inspi- 
ration from Hughey: the charisma of 
Suarez and Strasberg puts the virtuoso 
technique of the Mechanical Nightingales 
— Pollyana Ribeiro and Jennifer Glaze, 
both fine — to shame), and a more ex- 
tended final pas de deux for the Emperor 
and the Nightingale. Next time out, I’d 
like to see this as a major work. 

As for The Princess.and the Pea, \'d just 
like to see it as often as possible. Words 
scarcely do justice to Daniel Pelzig’s in- 
ventiveness: not only does he deconstruct 
traditional ballet logic, he has the chutzpah 
to “cast” his piece against type — it’s set 
to the glorious “Rule, Britannia” musings 
of Gustav Holst. The score, concocted | 
from various suites (St. Paul’s, Brook 
Green, Moorside, etc.) and arranged by 
Jonathan ‘McPhee, gets a superb reading 
— you could close your eyes and listen 
and still get your money’s worth. But 
you'll want to keep them wide open to see 
what Pelzig has up his sleeve. A Prince 
who wears glasses, blows soap bubbles, 
and prefers books to broads. A Princess 
who goes for the ballet equivalent of clog- 
ging, with a little Chaplin thrown in. A 
Queen whose relationship with the court 
jester is right out of Melrose Place (Stras- 
berg deliciously perverse here). Dancing | 
mattresses that look like the playing cards 
from Walt Disney’s Alice in Wonderland 
as re-envisioned by Maurice Sendak. 

Highlighting all this craziness is the | 
bedroom scene. The ladder leading to the 
topmost of the nine mattresses (with the 
pea placed at the bottom, to test the 
Princess's sensitivity) gets taken away, so | 
that the Princess has to climb to the top on | 
her own. Larissa Ponomarenko reprises | 
her hilarious Lucille Ball imitation from | 
last season’s Taming of the Shrew; she’s | 
uncanny. Natasha Akhmarova is more like | 
Debbie Reynolds as Molly Brown. Do | 
New York City Ballet and American Ballet | 
Theatre have improvising comediennes 
this good? Watching either of these two 
scale the mattresses and then toss and turn 
(at one point the Princess jettisons a pillow 
overboard and watches it fall to the floor, 
as if it were a stone dropped into an abyss) 
is an evening’s entertainment all by itself. 

Paul Thrussell’s Prince underlines the 
nerdy aspect of the character; Victor Plot- 
nikov is more endearing, a klutzy Dustin 
Hoffman type. The closing round dance 
might have been inspired by the Kenneth | 
Branagh film version of Much Ado About 
Nothing — which only proves there’s 
nothing like borrowing from the best. 
Pelzig has already demonstrated mind- 
boggling originality. Sure, this Princess is 
cute, and obvious, but it’s also irresistible. 

And yes, it’s easy for a reviewer to glow 
when he’s getting free tickets. But this 
weekend, I'll be shelling out $50 or so of 
my own money to watch “Happily Ever 
After” one more time. See you at the 
Wang Center.

The Huntington Theatre _ 
presents Horton from Wharton

hen Horton Foote was 
approached by New 
York’s Signature The- 
ater Company, which 
devotes each season to 
the work of a single author, he at first de- 
| murred. “I think I was nervous,” says the 
soft-Southern-cadenced, slipper-clad 
| scribe. “Well, you know, you're kind of 
| asking for it, putting on four of your plays. 
| You think, my God, they’re going to say, 
| “We're tired of him, get rid of him.’ ” As it 
| happens, the 79-year-old Foote — who is 
| perhaps best known for his screenplays, 
two of which, To Kill a Mockingbird and 
Tender Mercies, won Oscars — did not 
| wear out his welcome. Instead, he gar- 
| nered a cherry to top his 50-year writing 
| career: a Pulitzer Prize for The Young Man 
from Atlanta, which is getting its first ma- 
| jor production at Boston’s Huntington 
Theatre Company through November 19. 
| And that young man may never get home: 
| he’s set to move from Boston to Houston 
(50 miles from Foote’s geographic Muse, 
| the burg of Wharton, Texas) and then to 
| Broadway. 
| Set in Houston in 1950, The- Young 
| Man from Atlanta concerns a well-to-do 
| older couple, Will and Lily Dale Kidder, 
| who must face some unpleasant truths, in- 


cluding the petering out of the husband’s 
career, a vast distance in the marriage, and 
the fact that their beloved only son was a 
homosexual and a suicide. The eponymous 
swain, who never gets to grace the stage, 
is the dead son’s “roommate,” a con artist 
feeding on Lily Dale’s need to hear sweet 
lies. 

Why, I wondered, did Foote set the play 
in 1950? “Well, I think when you see the 
play you'll understand that though it could 
apply today — particularly with this whole 
new resurgence of, whatever you call it, 
Gingrichism, | would think you'd call it 
rampant capitalism — in the 1950s that 
was very much an accepted thing. We were 
in a state.of euphoria. Things seemed to be 
working well. This is mainly the story of 
Will Kidder, he’s the one who carries the 
theme that ‘everything’s going to be fine, 
this is the greatest country in the world.’ 
That is kind of the epitome of 1950.” 

However, Foote adds, “Many people 
think I only dwell in the past, and that’s 
not so. I have a number of plays that are 
contemporary. For instance, Trip to Boun- 
tiful, which everyone thinks is historical. It 
was written in 1945; it has become histori- 
cal. But, you know, when you've lived as 
long as I have, and you've seen the recur- 
ring periods and you begin to compare 
them, you see that there’s not much new 
under the sun really. | mean, the ’60s were 
not unlike the ’20s in many ways, the ex-

Wonder Bra doesn’t give 

uplift like this. The new 

musical starts on a high 
note, retreats to tell its story, then climbs 
right back up there, using gospel exuber- 
ance — and formidable vocal talent — to 
triumph over cliché. The show has a lot 
going for it musically, as well as a poten- 
tially potent story: Job, with sass. But at 
this point in its development, Abyssinia — 
based on a novel by Joyce Carol Thomas 
about an African-American Oklahoma 
farm girl whose faith is tested, stalled, and 
| then jump-started — suffers from Hall- 
mark lyrics and a libretto that’s portentous 
| and simplistic. It’s a sign of the show’s 
| strutting, gospel-impelled strength that au- 
| diences sit still for it — paradoxically, be- 


cause they can’t sit still. 

Abyssinia has been in development for a 
decade. What’s good about it keeps the 
project alive; what’s naive about it keeps it 
— so far — from Broadway. Producer 
Brent Peek, who’s associated with the 
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North Shore Music Theatre staging, hopes - 


to get it there this spring. NSMT impre- 
sario Jon Kimbell, who discovered the 
show at a National Alliance for Musical 
Theatre new-works festival, is also enthusi-

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cesses and the so-called discoveries of sex 
and freedom. 

“I just felt that for this particular man 
and this particular play the time, was al- 
most the essence of him. But I also felt 
that it would resonate for today, that the 
particular things that happen in the play to 
him are happening to men his age today, 
and they’re very upsetting. Yet there’s 
enormous optimism, and even at the end 
of the play, which I leave for the audience 
to interpret, Will still tries to sound an op- 
timistic note, faint as it may be.” 

And about the hush surrounding the 
son’s homosexuality? “There again I think 
the 50s is very usable, because about cer- 
tain matters we were in a state of denial. 
The closet was-so very evident. . . . But 
that is just a metaphor in the play, really. 
It’s the thing that comes to us that we 
sometimes can’t imagine, don’t under- 
stand, can’t really cope with.” 

Of course, Will Kidder has been around 
for a while in the genteel world of Horton 
Foote — wife Lily Dale is the sister of Ho- 
race Robedaux, the character around

astic and has gathered a crack creative 
team, helmed by Tony-winning director 
Jack Hofsiss, and cast to put Abyssinia’s 
best foot forward. And there are times — 
particularly during the rousing, boogying 
second-act opener “Pickin’ Up the Pieces” 
or when pint-sized, big-voiced Jennifer 
Leigh Warren, as Abyssinia, tops off a song 
with a technicolor squeal — when you 
want to shout “Hallelujah!” Unfortunately, 
there are also times when you want to barf. 

The action of Thomas’s novel has been 
moved from the 1950s and ’60s back to- 
ward the turn of the century. Abyssinia 
Jackson is a baby born in a cotton field, her 
nascence evidently compelling enough to 
divert a tornado that had been headed right 
at the pickers. She grows to have a whop- 
ping, angelic voice, which she puts to the 
service of the Solid Rock Baptist Church, 
and almost mystical powers of communica- 
tion. As in August Wilson’s Joe Turner's 
Come and Gone, she can help others to 
find their “song.” One character who re- 
sists Abyssinia’s healing power, though, is 
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technicolor squeal, you may want to shout “Hallelujah!” 
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whom Foote’s nine-play cycle The Or- 
phans’ Home revolves. All these characters 
spring from the soil of Harrison, Texas, a 
stand-in for Foote’s hometown of Whar- 
ton, and he admits that many are indeed 
based on real people, whose life stories he | 
treats as presents. “I find things given to | 
me, and I like to*put them together like | 
collages.” 

Not that the author is wildly worried | 
he’ll wind up in the town doghouse for air- | 
ing the laundry. Of his fellow Whartoni- | 
ans, he says, amiably and without a jot of | 
condescension, “They’re not very literary. 
They're sweet and they’re nice and they | 
love it when something nice happens to | 
me. But I don’t think you could pay ’em to 
read the plays.” - 

But if his town hasn’t jumped’ into the | 
trunk with Horton Foote, his family has. 
Daughter Daisy is a playwright. Off- 
spring Hallie and Horton Jr. are actors 
who often appear in Dad’s plays, as does 
son-in-law Devon Abner (who,is in The 
Young Man from Atlanta, along with 
non-relatives Ralph Waite and Carlin | 

Glynn). Peter Master- 

son, who directed the | 

film version of Bounti- 
ful and is at the helm of 

Young Man, is the au- 

thor’s cousin! 

Foote’s work — of | 
which Bostonians have 
seen precious little — 
has sometimes been 

_ compared to Chekhov's. 
“Actually, says the play- 
wright, “I think South- 
ern writing has a great 
affinity with Russian. I 
suppose, maybe, be- 
cause they both came 
out of a kind of past, 
with the serfs, with the 
slaves. And then it all 
broke down, and a 
whole new social order 
began to take over.” 
Could one, then, regard 
Will and Lily Dale Kid- 
der as dying gentry? “I 
suppose one could. Ex- 
cept that I think the Will 
Kidders exist right to- 
day. I don’t think 
they're dead. | think 
they’re on television ev- 
ery night.” Q 
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Trembling Sally, a wild woman who has 
rejected God and lived in the woods since a 
tornado uprooted her house, killing her 
children. After Abyssinia is raped by a 
drifter and floods ruin her father’s hard- 
honed farm, the musical evolves into a bat- 
tle between God, represented by “sister of 
healing” Mother Vera, and the devil, nicely 
stood in for by Trembling Sal, who in some 
muddled psychic exchanges beckons Abby 
to suicide and nihilism. 
Although Kociolek’s score has its 
lugubrious pop tunes (“Honey and 
Lemon,” about life’s sweetness and pain) 
and drivel (a daddy’s little ditty called “A 
Fine and Lovely Woman”), the gospelly 
numbers are great, as is the church-picnic 
“Ragtime Promenade” and a saucy novelty 
turn called “Get Thee Behind Me, Satan!” 
Choreographer Gregg Burge makes the 
best of the sticky wicket that most of the 
characters, being devout Baptists, aren’t 
supposed to dance — he turns what is es- 
sentially butt-waggling promenade into 
some pretty fancy footwork. And the cast 
all seem to have been given the gift of 
song — especially noteworthy are Warren, 
Carol Dennis as Mother Vera, Pamela 
Harley as Trembling Sally, and Lawrence 
Clayton as a minister who can get down. 
LaDonna Mabry has the best lines (and 
Abyssinia could use more humor, as an an- | 
tidote to the inspiration), but she could | 
lighten up the old-spinster-lady shtick. 
Abyssinia’s problem is that it’s trying to | 
tell a serious story within a conventional | 
musical-theater framework. So everything 
gets writ in over-obvious black and white. 
Trembling Sally’s like the Bad Fairy in | 
Sleeping Beauty — and her redemption is 
too easy. The rapist, smacking his lips over | 
“blackberry wine,” is more choreographic | 
than threatening. And there is no sense of 
the oppression of these people outside 
their own community. Most troubling are ;/, 
Racheff's lyrics, so banal that folks with a 
drop of sophistication will try to resist 
Abyssinia. But if the music has its way with 4; 
them, they will not succeed. In the end it 
falls to Abyssinia to “sing Mother Vera 
into heaven.” She’s a big woman, but # 
there’s no doubt Warren’s larynx can carry ‘i 
her home. 0

conjure desert visions

gnawa-derived ambient 
flute cuts through a cloud 
of electronic dust and heat. 
Against this exotic sound- 
scape, an unmistakably 
American voice describes the desert’s still- 
ness, its sky “compared to which all other 
skies seem fainthearted efforts.” Elderly and 
clear, this disembodied voice recites tales of 
horrific brutality set in North Africa. “No 
one who has stayed in the Sahara for a 
while is quite the same as when he 
came. . . . No other place is strong enough 
for him after that.” 

The voice belongs to celebrated expatri- 
ate author Paul Bowles, whose long-term 
residence in Morocco inspired his best 
known work, The Sheltering Sky. His new 
CD, Baptism of Solitude, is the brainchild 
of composer/producer Bill Laswell, master- 
mind of the Axiom label’s world-music- 
based offerings, who has plied his expertise 
with both ambient and traditional Moroc- 
can musical idioms to create a score that 
complements Bowles’s reading of 14 selec- 






tions from his poetry and fiction. 

Recorded in Tangier in 1994, the work 
represents an idéal collaboration between 
two artists, each venturing into the other’s 
medium. Bowles’s years in Europe, Moroc- 
co, and the Algerian Sahara inspired the 
travel-obsessed writing that has marked 
him as a literary genius, from his first pub- 
lished short story (“A Distant Episode,” 
1947) to 1993’s collected essays, Too Far 
from Home. But his earliest training was in 
music. Born in New York City in 1910, he 
studied composition with Aaron Copland. 
His musical works, including the Concerto 
for Two Pianos and Orchestra (1949), 
earned him acclaim from contemporaries 
Leonard Bernstein aud Ned Rorem. In 
1959, he pioneered recordings of Moroc- 
co’s indigenous “gnawa” musical clans and 
Berber music — which he captured again 
in 1968, with Brian Jones after hosting a 
visit from the Rolling Stones. 

Throughout the CD, Bowles strikes words 
as if they were notes, as only a musician 
could. Laswell in turn demonstrates a keen 
ear for the lyricism of speech, and the eccen- 
tricity that has animated all his work at Ax- 
iom, the esoteric label he began in 1989 as a 
subsidiary of Island Records. Laswell was a 
founding member,of,the seminal new- 
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wave/art-damage band 
Material. He won a 
Grammy for co-writing 
and producing Herbie 
Hancock’s Rockit; he also 
produced: records for 
Mick Jagger, Yoko Ono, 
and emerging hip-hop 
acts like Afrika Bambaataa 
in the mid ’80s. His Ax- 
iom projects explore the 
full range of his eclectic 
talent, fusing Gambian fu- 
lani or Turkish saz 
sounds with experimental 
jazz and funk; his contri- 
bution to the Last Poets’ 
Umar Bin Hassan’s Be 
Bop or Be Dead first con- 
vinced him he had a 
knack for orchestrating 
the spoken word. 

Bowles has long been 
touted as one of post- 
modern literature’s most 
virulent iconoclasts. This 
collection highlights his 
jarring analysis of soli- 
tude. The title track as- 
signs isolation near-reli- 
gious proportions. Its 
“baptism . . . has nothing 
to do with loneliness, for loneliness presup- 
poses memory,” and memory fades before 
the “absolute” landscape. Bowles’s dissec- 
tion of the desert’s threats also explores the 
way the mind untangles bodily pain. “A 
Delicate Prey” recounts a young man’s ter- 
ror as a Mungari tribesman abducts him, 
strips off his clothes, and severs his penis 
with a razor blade; in “A Distant Moment,” 
a professor traveling with a tourist caravan 
is amibushed by nomads who cut out his 
tongue. The victims’ awareness of their 
agony is rendered in macabre detail. Their 
deaths appear irrelevant; the story lies in 
how they experience torture. The adoles- 
cent feels “cold stones” beneath his back as 
clearly as the knife. The professor can’t tell, 
at first, when the “brutal yanking” on his 
tongue gives way to the blade. Having tast- 
ed the steel, he inanely chants the word 
“operation” in his mind, which “calms him 
and eases his terror.” 

No other recent author has so superbly 
infiltrated the psychology of extremes. The 
entire CD pays homage to this insight, 
building toward a climactic excerpt from

‘Gay sex and superpowers 
converge in Enigma

ENIGMA, by Peter Milligan and Duncan 
Fegredo. Vertigo/DC Comics, $19.95. 


he mainstream action-comics 
pantheon remains the turf of 
the superheroes, whose righ- 
teous quadriceps ripple be- 
neath a rainbow of tights as 
they crush arch-villains oozing underworld 
slime. Rescued victims tremble with grati- 
tude, cops shackle the crooks in feeble- 
looking handcuffs, and nobody questions 
the freakish powers of the giants who per- 
petually salvage ‘Right from Wrong. 
Preachy as any parable, the genre rarely 
strays from the well-catechized scenarios it 
has parlayed into a Technicolor cousin of 
the medieval morality play. From Super- 
man to Batman, Wonder Woman, 
“Spidey,” ad nauseam, this eternal, high- 
camp clash of the Titans offers little sus- 
pense. 

Enigma — a novella-length collection of 
the popular comic serial of the same name 
from Vertigo, DC Comics’ adult/alternative 
imprint — is a welcome exception. British 





writer Peter Milligan and artist Duncan Fe- 
gredo have teamed to create a new breed of 
super-mensch who relies on mind more 
than muscle, who plumbs the tacit ques- 
tions of sadistic eroticism and moral ambi- 
guity that might be called the “dark side” of 
any violent action-epic. Their hero is open- 
ly gay, and he wields sex as a weapon even 
against the story’s “good guys.” He makes 
no secret of his brutal childhood; the fiends 
who slaughter citizens by the thousands are 
his own cerebral creations, gruesome 
specters of psychic distress he’s attempting 
to exorcise. The source of his paranormal 
strength compounds the Enigma’s solip- 
sism: he’s invented himself, we learn, by 
tapping into the fabled 90 percent of brain 
cells that lie dormant in most humans. Pre- 
sumably, we could all be such neurological 
boy or girl wonders if we learned to con- 
centrate harder, or watched a little less TV. 

From its opening pages, Enigma oper- 
ates in a world I'd describe as “new age” 
if it weren’t so heavily indebted to Greek 
myth. Protagonist Michael Smith’s search 
for the truth about his mysterious past 


leads him, like Odysseus, to dig a hole in 
the ground as his entrance to Hades. In 
fact, the story begins with a baby being 
tossed down a well by a deranged mother, 
surviving and rearing himself with the help 
of lizards 
(for food) 
plus his own 
increasingly 
disciplined 
mind. As the 
Enigma, he 
travels vicar- 
iously, pro- 
jecting his 
psyche at 
will; once he 
ascends 
physically, 
the plot 
thickens. 
Predictably 
knowing All, 
seeing All, 
the Enigma 
helps Mich- 
ael uncover 
his own se- 
cret, which 
has been 
long buried 
beneath an 


rubble. 

The vil- 
lains em- 
body some 
of the Olym- 
pian clan’s 
nastier traits. Consider the Head, a brain- 
sucking encephalitic who feeds, literally, 
on his victim’s impure thoughts; the 
Truth, who kills with his eyes’ lightning 
voltage; or Envelope Girl, who sends the 
love-starved on one-way head trips pack- 
aged in their own fantasies. Like Hera, 
Zeus, and Aphrodite, they manipulate hu- 
mans for their own gain; so does the sup- 
posedly benevolent Enigma. Whén 
Michael, outraged, stops him from killing 
Envelope Girl (though he cheered the 
deaths of the more savage outlaws), the 
Enigma protests, “I’m the Enigma and 
she’s a villain, and that’s what I do.”

The Sheltering Sky. Describing his main 
character’s descent into fever and delirium, 
Bowles has him embrace death as “the 
supreme moment, high above the desert, 
when the two elements, blood and excre- 
ment, long kept ‘apart, merge.” Listening, 


you find it easy to be swept into his terrify-- 


ing world, where every moment could be 
your last — where behind every rock lurks 
a murderer, his features twisted into a 
malevolent grimace through a fog of 
hashish smoke: an “assassin” in the original 
sense of the word.

Smashing Pumpkins 
reach for the pop cosmos

‘m running out of sound,” sings the 

Smashing Pumpkins’ Billy Corgan 

in the last verse of “Galapogos,” 

from the Pumpkins’ new Mellon 

Collie and the Infinite Sadness (Vir- 
gin, due in stores October 24). That 
phrase comes as a real hoot in the midst of 
this epic sprawl of an album: two CDs, 28 
songs, and two hours long. 

“Sound” is the one thing Corgan and 
the Pumpkins seem to have no shortage 
of. String sections and harps vie with 
speed-metal guitar flourishes, post-indus- 
trial video-game noises, and other ambient 
effects. Acoustic ballads give way to slow 
grunge-guitar moshes, which in turn make 
way for late-Beatles-inspired psychedelia. 
The album is symphonic in scope, and it 
suggests that Corgan, a studio-obsessive, 
fears running out of sound (an infinite, 
vaguely measurable quantity) the way a 
Beat-inspired rocker might fear running 

out of highway. 
| But the sonic landscape of Mellon Collie 
is damned near infinite. And though Cor- 
gan has refused to call it a “concept al- 
bum,” it does have conceptual cohesive- 
ness. (The line-up also includes guitarist 
| James tha, bassist D’Arcy, and drummer 

Jimmy Chamberlin.) The songs don’t col- 
lectively tell a story or focus on recurring 
characters and musical motifs. But the al- 
bum encompasses dramatic contrasts — 
fast grungy rocker to autoharp folk ditty, 
romantic love song to nihilistic rave-up — 
effortlessly. The disc opens with a piano in- 
strumental that wouldn't be out of place on 
a Billy Joel album; it’s followed by a ballad, 
“Tonight, Tonight,” whose drums and 
acoustic guitar are supported by romantic, 
swelling strings while Corgan invokes a 
paradox of timeless love in the face of inex- 
orable change (“The impossible is possible 
tonight”). Then it’s the speed-metal fanfare 
and stomp of “Jellybelly” (“Welcome to 
nowhere fast/Nothing here ever lasts”). 
Many of the segues between tracks elapse 
almost without pause. Each song becomes 
a “movement” in an unfolding cycle. 

Coming to the fore in the midst of the 
grunge revolution, Smashing Pumpkins 
were never your average three-chord 
punks. They had a flair for metal-guitar 


solos and Zep-like gaudiness, and they’re 
an even bigger anomaly today in the midst 
of the current punk revival. A double CD, 
when Green Day follow up their eight-mil- 
lion-selling hit with a CD that barely pass- 
es the 30-minute mark? When Pearl Jam 
are doing everything in their power not to 
act like the major rock stars they are, the 
unabashed, naked ambition, and romanti- 
cism, of Mellon Collie is enough to take 
your breath away. 

The album doesn’t feel padded. Despite 
the title of “Galapogos” (intentionally mis- 
spelling the name of Darwin’s favorite 
lab), the recording isn’t some evolutionary 
phantasmagoria — all variation and no se- 
lection. Every song falls into place with an 
inevitable rightness. Not that there aren't 
throwaway tunes, but when they come, 
they tend to be under three minutes, serv- 
ing their purpose as transitional passages 
in the bigger picture. On the heavier rock- 
ers, the guitars still have that distinctive 
Smashing Pumpkins pitch and yaw — big, 
slow-moving chord progressions storm- 
tossed by rapid bass and drum beats. And 
Corgan still plays his three vocal ranges: a 
light, melodic, girlish near-whisper; a talk- 
ing-style lower register; and a high-pitched 
nasal whine that sometimes builds into a 
scream. Sometimes you get all three in the 
same line of lyric. But the real Galapagos 
has nothing on the variations here. 

Convention dictates that pop-rock songs 
be tight, repetitive structures. Smashing 
Pumpkins essentially honor this tradition, 
but they also tweak it. Their early radio hit 
“Rhinoceros” was an unlikely, asymmetri- 
cal triumph, with its wisp of a chorus 
barely making an appearance; their song 
from the Singles soundtrack, “Drown,” 
faded out at 8:17 after more than two 
minutes of guitar-feedback coda. All of 
which would be an academic point except 
that Corgan matches structural expansive- 
ness with emotional expansiveness. 

The current single from Mellon Collie, 
“Bullet with Butterfly Wings,” works the 
soft/loud verse/chorus trick to good ef- 
fect. And the nasty loud chorus feels good 
on the tongue and in the gut: “Despite all 
my rage | am still just a rat in a cage.” 
Corgan plays alienated fury as well as any 
punk on the block, and his lyrics swirl with 
his guitar sounds and pounding drum 
beats into a claustrophobic vortex. In some 


songs he sounds like a punk-rock star ex- 
hausted by his own punkish self-hate and 
alienation: “The useless drag of another 
day/The endless drags of a death rock 
boy . . . desperate and displeased with 
whoever you are/And you’re a star” 
(“Here Is No Why”). When you listen to 
Courtney Love rant in a song, the shared 
feelings and the mediating power of the 
music are enough to release singer and au- 
dience. Green Day’s affirmation comes in 
the sweet fun of spitting out those nihilis- 
tic lyrics atop bracing rhythms, concise 
melodies, and vocal harmonies that offer 
comfort when the singer feels most alone. 
But often enough Corgan works through 
those feelings in the song itself. 

Take “Muzzle.” The title suggests, in 
true post-punk fashion, censorship, the in- 
ability to speak, or, in post—-Kurt Cobain 
fashion, the muzzle of a gun. Corgan 
starts off in a typically self-obsessed mood, 
a none-too-appealing narcissism. “I fear 
that I am ordinary, just like everyone,” he 
sings at his high-pitched whiniest over 
grungy guitar backing. Of course, a true 
punk would never admit to wanting to be 
anything but ordinary. But you'd imagine 
that Billy Corgan would want to be Faust 
at least. He admits that his life has been 
extraordinary, “blessed and cursed and 
won,” but claims, “I’m forever broken.” 
And then in the middle of the song, he has 
a dream of transcendence. “I was floating 
far above the clouds/Some children 
laughed I'd fall for certain for thinking 
that I'd last forever.” 

But Icarus/Corgan doesn’t fall, and his 
dream becomes a dream of enlightenment. 
“I knew exactly where | was/And I knew 


the meaning of it all.” Icarus/Corgan even , 


knows “the distance to the sun.” The cy- 
cles of the earlier verses have been left be- 
hind and the repetitive “I” undergoes a 
change. “And the world is drawn into your 
hands,” he sings, as the guitar.and drum 
dynamics build behind him, “and the 
world is etched upon your heart.” The 
world breaks on the song like a sunrise. 
“And the world so hard to understand/Is 
the world you can’t live without”. — call it 
the stages of denial/anger/acceptance if 
you must, but the song enacts a convinc- 
ing spiritual transformation. It’s a pivotal 
point in the album, where the first person 
— or first-person-plus-lover — perspec- 
tive shifts, and the singer is momentarily 
freed from his self-obsession. 

Corgan has gotten a reputation as one 
of rock and roll’s great self-centered brats, 
but on Mellon Collie that self-centeredness 
sounds like a prison from which he’s try- 
ing to escape. “I won’t deny the pain/I 
won't deny the change,” he sings on 
“Galapogos.” If the song is about evolu- 
tion, it’s also about the pain of change, of 
growth. In fact, the romantic yearning of 
the ballads affords another perspective to 
the boilerplate punk alienation of some of 
the other lyrics. After the quiet romanti- 


cism of “Tonight, Tonight,” when Corgan, 
on “Jellybelly,” sings, “Welcome to 
nowhere fast/Nothing here ever lasts,” it’s 
as though he were about to offer a tour of 
some punk theme park. On “Zero” — an- 
other exhilarating guitar stomp — he 
sings, “Intoxicated with the madness, I’m 
in love with my sadness.” With those big 
guitar chords and beats powering him, 
Corgan sounds almost gleefully disgusted 
with his own self-disgust. 

All of this — the emotional convolutions 
of the lyrics, the experimental extremes Of 
the music — risks pretentiousness in @ big 
way. (One office pal of mine has even sug- 
gested that Smashing Pumpkins are 
threatening to become the ELO of the 
90s.) But I’d say there are surprisingly 
few missteps on Mellon Collie. Strings are 
deployed tactfully, as they have been on 
past Pumpkins songs. On “Tonight, 


Tonight,” they mimic Pumpkins guitars. | 
On the love song “Cupid de Locke,” the | 


strings come in mid song to play a little 
Indian raga figure, as on the Beatles’ 
“Within You and Without You”; and the 
harp is used as percussive ostinato rather 
than as a generic “classical” sweetener. 
Besides, the Pumpkins aren’t trying to 
come up with a schlocky pop/classical fu- 
sion. They’re simply using as many pop 
languages as they can muster. And they 


never fail to rock. “Bullet with Butterfly | 


Wings” is not the only radio single. “Love” 
has a great hook as well as a nasty, dry 
drumbeat and plenty of processed vocal 
static and backward tape effects. “1979” 
rides along on a Sonic Youth-dissonant 
drone. “Tales of a Scorched Earth” 
sounds almost like a homage to Trent 
Reznor, with its nihil of a world view 
(“And we’re all dead yeah we’re all 
dead/Inside the future of a shattered 
past”) and its NIN/Ministry beats and 
noise. And then there are tunes, like 
“x.y.u.,” that just build and build in inten- 
sity until they end in an explosion of gor- 
geous guitar noise and, in this case, a 
roaring car engine that moves from the 
back of the mix to right in front of your 
face (listening to this one on the car 
stereo, 93 South, we thought a big Harley 
was passing us at 80 miles an hour). 
Mellon Collie and the Infinite Sadness, 
with its prog-rock flirtations and romantic 
sensibility, risks cutting big cheese at every 
turn. In fact, the lesser tracks may fall by 
the wayside. But the good stuff will last. 
It’s an aural feast, whether those guitars 
are firing off into infinity or all the music 
is stopping for Corgan to sputter “and coil 
my tongue around a bumblebee mouth.” 
In the notes to Pisces Iscariot, the Pump- 
kins’ collection of singles and B-sides, 
Corgan wrote to the band’s fans, “Thanks 
for getting angry and happy and sad all at 
the same time. . . . Life is everything and 
nothing all at once. . . . and we hope we 
mean those things to you.” This time, at 
least, Smashing Pumpkins mean it. Q

Radio Kings record live; 
the Prime Movers return

f there’s one thing certain about the 
local blues circuit, it’s that the 
cream rises; and it’s easy to tell the 
true contenders from the bands fat- 
ed to spend their lives doing Stevie 
Ray covers at frat parties. The frontlines of 


local blues remain’ a fairly exclusive club. . 


Despite the presence of a few still-develop- 
ing upstarts (Susan Tedeschi, Monster 
Mike Welch), few bands have managed to 
join the ranks of the Roomfuls, Michelle 
Willsons, and Ronnie Earls. 

Currently, the youngish quartet the Ra- 
dio Kings are among the most promising in 
town, a band whose blues is cut with a little 
soul and a little old-fashioned rock and roll. 
If you want a fresh and innovative approach 
to the blues, the Radio Kings haven’t got it. 
But if you want a band who hit the stage at 


full tilt and pretty much stay there, they’re 
your guys. When I’ve caught them live 
they’ve brought memories of rootsy but 
revved-up outfits like the Blasters (singer 
Brian Templeton sounds more than a bit 
like Phil Alvin) and the Paladins. _ 

So it makes sense that they’ve released a 
live album fairly early in their career. Live 
at B.B. King’s (Blue Sun) — recorded at 
‘| the Memphis club named for the blues gi- 
ant — shows the band’s mettle as inter- 
preters. Only three songs, including a stan- 
dard but spirited harmonica workout, are 
original; and none of those stands out, but 
they get maximum kick out of some great 
songs nobody else has covered. Chief 
among these are “Zing Zing,” first record- 
ed in the mid ’50s by a pre-stardom Art 
Neville, and “Chonnie-on-Chon,” a Little 
Richard homage — pidgin Chinese chorus 
and all — written around the same time by 
an untried artist named James Brown. 

“I’ve got to thank my wife for that one, 
because she found it,” says guitarist 
Michael Dinallo from a Motel 6 in 
Nashville. “It’s one of those songs that you 
hear and say, ‘God, I’ve got to play it.’ I 
tell you, it’s tough to put anything new 
into something like ‘Got Love If You Want 
It’ [the oft-covered Slim Harpo song’s 
also on their‘album],. but we try our best to 





put our own stamp on everything we do.” 
The original Radio King line-up, which 
included Templeton and Dinallo [bassist 
Dave Clark and drummer Mike Aiello are 
the current rhythm section], made a brief 
splash around town in the early 90s and 
in their regular gigs at the Yard Rock Café 
in Quincy. But the band learned a lot from 
a stint with harmonica whiz and former 
Muddy Waters sideman Jerry Portnoy. 
That association ended two years ago, 
when Portnoy was tapped by Eric Clapton 
for the blues band he was forming. “Jerry 
was my roommate for two years,” notes 
Dinallo. “He passed down to us the 
knowledge that Muddy had — that you’ve 
got to’ give them a good show, whether 
there’s two people or 200 people there. 
And that’s a hard thing to live by — in 
fact, it’s pretty brutal. But it pays off if you 
stick to it. Sometimes you take more 
charge of your playing if there are fewer 


* 





people around, and that can be where the 
best music happens.” Now managed out 
of Memphis, the Kings spend more time 
on the road than they do in town; their 
only scheduled local show is at the Yard 
Rock on November 4. 

Dinallo’s guitar is the band’s secret 
weapon. Although his rhythm work stands 
out, you'll seldom hear him play an ex- 
tended solo (most of the album’s flashy 
solos are from Templeton’s harmonica or 
the Memphis-based horn players). “My 
first teacher taught me a whole bunch of 
jazz,” he recalls. “I got into the Real Book 
when I was 13, and I went to Berklee, but 
that didn’t last too long. I really discovered 
blues from [WGBH DJ] Mai Kramer; 
man, I heard this sound and I couldn’t be- 
lieve what it was. It turned out to be Fred- 
die King, and I went out and tore his 
records apart. There was a time when | 
could play every solo on every record. 

“I’ve heard criticism that I don’t play 
enough. But it’s a conscious thing; there’s 
people out there doing rave-up things and 
they’re great; it just doesn’t appeal much 
to me. I have more fun staying locked into 
the groove.”

PRIME MOVING AGAIN. Not long ago 
I ran into former Voodoo Dolls singer 


Cam Ackland on the club circuit and men- 
tioned that Monster Magnet’s then-cur- 
rent radio hit, “Negasonic Teenage War- 
head,” sounded a lot like Ackland’s origi- 
nal and long-estranged band, the Prime 
Movers. “Then I guess it’s time for the re- 
union,” he replied. | wouldn’t have 
guessed he was serious, but he was. The 
Prime Movers, who broke up in 1988 and 
played their last one-off gig five years ago, 
launch a full-fledged reunion at T.T. the 
Bear’s Place, with kindred spirits the 
Fleshtones, this Saturday night. 

It’s safe to say that the Prime Movers in 
their heyday were one of the half-dozen 
best rock bands in town, a punk/pop/ 
garage/mod blend of good times and high 
spirits. (Their biggest local hit, “Matter of 
Time,” summed up the band’s sound and 
their attitude: “It’s just a matter of 
time/Everything will too work out fine!”). 
When they broke up, they managed: to 
spawn two worthwhile groups: the Voodoo 
Dolls and the Slaves. Now reunited as 
four-fifths of the original band (former 
Voodoo Dolls drummer Bruce Pierce re- 
places Dennis McCarthy, who’s moved to 
LA), can the Prime Movers overcome what 
seems to be a local jinx against sustained 
reunions? 

“To be honest, I don’t give a shit,” 
replies guitarist Richard “Dick Tate” 
Haughey, who’s lately been playing bass 
with Surficide. “If | cared about looking 
good I wouldn’t have done half the things 
I’ve done in my music career. All I can say 
is that it’s been coming together so well 
that I wish we’d sounded this good back in 
the day.” 

The band began jamming informally 
earlier this year (“Cam came over and we 
started getting all misty-eyed and senti- 
mental”), and Haughey’s still loath to call 
this a reunion. “We’re not reuniting, just 
starting to play again. But we’re more or- 
ganized now that we’ve ever been — I 
mean, we've got T-shirts now, and in eight

years together we never had those.” 

The Movers will play most of their best- 
known tunes this weekend, but they’re 
also writing new ones; a single of “Under 
Your Spell”/“Down & Out” is about to be 
released on the Clam-a-Rama label. “And 
we used to be on Throbbing Lobster,” 
notes Haughey, “So that seafood thing is 
my destiny.”

Q DIVISION LABEL LAUNCH. After its 
national exposure through Letters to Cleo 
and Jennifer Trynin, Q Division has be- 
come the second local studio (after Fort 
Apache) to launch its own record label.

THE RAKE’S PROGRESS: 
RESIDENCE IN 
MEDIOCRITY 


Perhaps the rigorous life on the road 
that Bob Seger chronicled in “Turn 
the Page” is a thing of the past. The 
Rake’s Progress are one of many 
bands these days who have taken a 
“residency” approach to touring. In 
an attempt to acquaint Bostonians 
with Altitude (their first full-length al- 
bum, on Almo Sounds), this New 
York quintet have reserved three 
Mondays at Mama Kin, opening for 
the house band, Black Number Nine. 
Believing that repetition breeds famil- 
iarity, and even fondness, they’re us- 
ing this residency as a break from an 
otherwise grueling tour schedule 
(two gigs a day, often in not-so- 
glamorous college caféterias). They'll 
make the last of their, three Mama 
Kin appearances this Monday. 
Opening night, the band started off 
with a short instrumental, “Surf or 
Die,” then went into “Leave Your 
Mind Behind,” with lead singer Tim 
Cloherty inviting the crowd to do just 
that.

An event on a much higher order was 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra’s Ameri- 
can premiere of Sir Michael Tippett’s lat- 
est — in fact, he says it’s his very last — 
work, The Rose Lake. This half-hour-long 
tone poem, “a song without words for or- 
chestra,” is a joint commission by the Lon- 
don Symphony (which played the first 
performance last February, a month and a 
half after Sir Michael’s 90th birthday), the 
| BSO, and the Toronto Symphony (which 
| plays the Canadian premiere November 
8). The composer himself was present, 
and was greeted with rapture. 
| The lake the title refers to is one Tippett 
| visited in Senegal — “Le Lac Rose, 
| where,” he writes, “at midday the impact of 
| the sun was such as to transform its whitish 
| green color to whitish pink . . . a marvelous 
translucent pink. . . . The sight of it trig- 
| gered a profound disturbance within me: 
the sort of disturbance which.told me that 
| the new orchestral work had begun.” 
Tippett turns the nature imagery into 
| something hieratic, ritualistic. Structurally, 
| it’s a series of variations — five — and in- 
| terludes that begins with an annunciation, 
| blossoms into radiance, then ends with a 
| series of departures and farewells. The 
| first annunciation comes at dawn, when 
“The lake begins to sing.” Bells strike and 
| there’s a battery of some 40 tuned drums 
| (rototoms — but no timpani) ranging

three octaves. We’re awakening in busy 
Africa — but not only the natives are rest- 
less. Flutes heave repeated sighs. A snare 
drum comes from somewhere off stage — 
a balcony? The “whitish green” of the ear- 
ly-morning lake is created by extreme con- 
trasts — high flutes against deep contra- 
bassoon. Gongs shimmer. A glissando 
sighs down a marimba. Muted horns — 
boats on the lake? — reach upward and 
fall, reach and fall. 

The day becomes more brilliant: “The 
lake song is echoed from the sky” (these 
are Tippett’s own titles). Pungent winds, 
syncopated rhythms, a one-note trumpet 
(another annunciation), shattering brass- 
es, more drums pounding away their mes- 
sages. A bird calls (flutes) over a low hum 
of bassoons; a lonely lyrical song echoes 


the birds. Work begins. Then more bells, a 


sonorous fanfare of trombones, cymbals 
— surely some revelation is at hand. 
Suddenly, “The lake is in full song”: a 
big, slow, ecstatic outpouring rises from 
the deepest strings, the full — and fulfilled 
— strings (with brassy punctuations here 
and there). Ominous bass-drum beats 
(heartbeats) and rototom taps follow, and a 
moody, exploring clarinet. The birds and 
beasts — in all manner of high and low 
winds —- take their leisurely siesta (“The 
lake song leaves the sky”). A long arpeggio 
ripples up and down contiguous marimba 
and vibraphone (the melody is now up in 
the oboe, then down in the contrabassoon). 
Undulant strings increasingly resist subsid- 
ing. More bells — another pronounce- 
ment. Vespers? A tuba dances, accompa- 
nied by high strings and harps. A ringing 
climax is followed by a sudden hush: “The 
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lake sings itself to sleep” in mysterious 
waves, a slow, brooding descent. Fade out? 
Not quite. There’s another restless little 
dance (marimba and drums) — a few 
bleeps, flutters, delicate drum taps that get | 
louder; then a little burst of punctuation | 
and it’s over. What a rich day we've been 
through — a rich lifetime! 

Sir Michael left his seat on the aisle and 
made his halting way backstage, then on 
stage to acknowledge the standing ovation. 
He hobbled, yet his face looked remark- 
ably young. He bowed to the applauding 
orchestra and to Seiji Ozawa, who secured 
a performance full of conviction and grace 
(Timothy Genis, among the eight percus- 
sionists, was especially outstanding on the 
multitude of rototoms). 

The Rose Lake is one of Tippett’s lush- 
est yet tenderest pieces. The huge orches- 
tra almost never plays all at once, so 
there’s a mysterious chamber-music deli- | 
cacy to even the loudest, most aggressive | 
passages. The key word in the subtitle is 
“song,” since the whole work is suffused 
with Tippett’s odd yet unmistakable | 
melodic gift — you wouldn’t leave Sym- 
phony Hall humming, but something wells | 
up in you from inside, a glowing general 
tunefulness you can’t turn off. 

Just as important is the phrase “without 
words,” for here — even in his operas — 
Tippett can undo himself. The strident po- 
litical libretto of his opera The Ice Break 
oversimplifies the complex score; his 1984 | 
BSO centennial commission, The Mask of | 
Time, collapses under the weight of a 
naively pretentious, portentous barrage of 
assembled quotations about the decline 
and fall of Western civilization. 

The Rose Lake, on the other hand, de- 
spite the inevitability (even predictability) 
of its broad design, remains from moment 
to moment entirely free and spontaneous, 
liberated from bombast. Lyricism reigns. 
It’s Tippett’s last and, perhaps, greatest 
gift to those who still care about beauty, | 
and it suggests a whole new direction, a 
new beginning, for its aged creator (think 
of Yeats’s lines: “An aged man is but a pal- 
try thing,/A tattered coat upon a stick, uh- 
less/Soul clap its hands and sing, and 
louder sing,/For every tatter in its mortal 
dress”). It’s hard to believe that he’s going 
to stop. And yet what a note to end on, 
what an extraordinary valedictory. 
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ODDLY COMPELLING: to indie-rock diehards, these songs flow 
with a creative feel similar to that of free jazz. 


Are 2 Foot Flame the next 
indie-rock supergroup?

t’s unlikely enough that New 

Zealand — which after all is a hilly 

sheep-farming country about the 

size of Colorado located way over 

on the other side of the world — 
should have supported a teeming punk-in- 
spired pop underground for a decade and a 
half. And odder still that the lo-fi jangle 
and drone of New Zealand outfits like the 
Clean, the Chills, the Tall Dwarfs, the Bats, 
the Verlaines, and the Cake Kitchen would 
have had major formative impact on the 
American indie scene. But it’s out of this 
strange symbiotic relationship that 2 Foot 
Flamé, an indie-rock supergroup of sorts 
featuring New Zealand’s Peter Jefferies 
(piano/drums) and Michael Morley (gui- 
tar/synth), and singer Jean Smith of the 


| Amer-indie duo Mecca Normal, came to- 


gether last year. The band have just re- 


| leased a homonymous debut on Matador, 


and they’re on their first tour, which brings 


| them to T.T. the Bear's next Thursday. 


“It came together incredibly naturally,” 


| explains Jefferies, who recorded a trio of 
| excellent and obscure discs of dark-pop 


gems in the mid 80s with his brother, gui- 
tarist Graeme Jefferies, in This Kind of 
Punishment. Peter, who released a couple 
of similarly-styled solo discs on Chicago’s 
Ajax label more recently, is currently shar- 
ing an apartment with Jean Smith in Van- 
couver. And Graeme is now the leader of 


| his own group, the Cake Kitchen. 


“Jean came down to New Zealand to 


| stay for the summer last year in Novem- 
| ber,” Jefferies continues, 
| was there we put together a tour with my- 
| self, Mecca Normal, and Michael Morley.

Jean and I were also writing songs straight 


| onto my reel-to-reel four-track, and 


Michael seemed to be the right person to 


| round out the project. The very first time 
| that the three of us played together we 


wrote seven songs. They were written 
straight onto the four-track — I don’t 
mean that we wrote them and practiced 
them and then recorded them. We had 
never performed any of these songs before. 
Jean had a bunch of words in front of her, 
Michael and | had our instruments set up, 
and we turned on the machine and started 
playing. It was the first time the songs had 
ever been performed in any way.” 

Fair of the tracks on 2 Foot Flame — 
“Lindauer,” “To the Sea,” “Already Wait- 
ing,” and “Compass” — were culled from 
that first recording session. And all of the 
ning tunes were recorded in the same 


spontaneous manner on Jefferies’s four- 
track. The disc’s avant-pop course is set 
by “Lindauer,” which draws on the darker 
side of the Velvet Underground’s noisy ex- 
periments and the low-tech trance pop of 
the German group Can. With its raw tom- 
tom beat, churning organ drone, and omi- 
nous, undulating waves of low feedback, 
“Lindauer” is also the disc’s most accessi- 
ble rock-styled number. 

Most of the tunes on 2 Foot Flame recall 
Jefferies’s excellent body of solo work: 
simple, repeated, percussive piano arpeg- 
gios set to spare beats with an occasional 
hum of an overdriven organ creeping into 
the background. Morley, who fronts an- 
other New Zealand obsqurity, the Dead C, 
adds touches of haunting color with feed- 
back and bent strings. And Smith, who's 
used to vocalizing over the skeletal back- 
ing of David Lester’s guitar in Mecca Nor- 
mal, uses this somewhat looser ambient 
setting for what sound like stream-of-con- 
sciousness poetics. “The child’s name is 
Lindauer,” she intones on the first tune, 
“he'd been coddled like a lump of coal.” 

The effect is oddly compelling. To ears 
accustomed to the oblique language of in- 
die rock, it’s probably analogous to what 
free jazz sounds like to a jazz devotee; the 
spontaneous nature of the songs opens a 
window on the creative process and you 
can hear Jefferies, Morley, and Smith try- 
ing to anticipate one another’s moves. 

“That's great,” replies Jefferies, “be- 
cause that’s very much a part of how the 
songs were composed. We actually had to 
sit down and learn the songs after the al- 
bum was finished. If the process of doing 
it comes through while you’re hearing it, 
then it’s totally exciting to me. It’s also 
nice, because normally when you make a 
record you're sick of the songs by the time 
it comes out. We’re getting to listen to this 
record with fresh ears and hearing it al- 
most the same way that someone who’s 
never heard it does.” 

2 Foot Flame have half an album’s 
worth of tunes already recorded for their 
next release. And Jefferies is currently 
lending Mecca Normal a hand by playing 
drums and producing their next Matador 
disc. But he’s also trying to figure out how 
he'll divide the drum and piano chores on 
the upcoming 2 Foot Flame tour because, 
of course, the trio have yet to play a single 
live date. They're just planning to play it 
by ear. QO

Postmodern fun? 


Frisell and the Clusone Trio 
reach for everything again

Ithough they’re separate 
releases, Bill Frisell’s Live 
and the Clusone Trio’s / 
Am an Indian have enough 
in common for Gramavi- 
sion to have piggybacked them as a double 
| CD for the advance promos sent out to 
critics. Both are trio albums recorded live; 
both are by groups who favor a postmod- 
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ern eclectic approach, dealing out main- 
stream jazz, avant-garde, and a variety of 
pre-bop flavors. 

This is just the kind of virtuosic 
vaudeville that generally impresses the hell 
out of critics and lay listeners alike, and no 
doubt the plaudits are already piling up for 
these two discs. Personally | think eclecti- 
cism is overrated; to laud it as an aesthetic 
achievement is to enshrine cleverness and 
irony and unreflectiveness. Not that all six 
musicians here aren’t masters of their in- 
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struments. But consider this 
praise of Clusone drummer Han 
Bennink from bandmate 
Michael Moore: “Han can play 
with Ray Anderson and Christy 
Doran, and the next night with 
Percy Sledge.” Great. And a 
writer who can adapt himself to 
widely varying situations is 
known as a hack. 

That last crack was intentional 
hyperbole; none of these guys is 
a hack, but I think what they’re 
doing is facile. Frisell at least 
has the unifying element of his 
singular sound. He might come 
on like Lonesome Bill the wistful 
plucker, as he does on John Hi- 
att’s “Have a Little Faith in Me,” 
or like the old-timy strutter of 
“Hello, Nellie” or — and this is 
his oldest persona — the proto- 
new-age dying swan (“Again”). 
No matter what the approach, 
though, his tart timbre, which 
blends yearning and shy sar- 
casm, is always discernible. Only 
when he goes for the full-tilt 
rock sound does he occasionally become 
generic. And he does it very well. 

But back to the gist of our polemic. 
Like the Clusone Trio, Frisell and bassist 
Kermit Driscoll and drummer Joey Baron 
prefer not to go through a song in a sin- 
gle mode. Sonny Rollins’s boppish “No 
Moe” is bracketed by demented disjunc- 
tive sequences (which Frisell designates a 
separate composition called “Crumb”). 
“Pip, Squeak/Goodbye” begins with a 
puckish theme that leads into a pointillis- 
tic group improv before settling into a 
quiet tango. Things are set side by side 
for no apparent reason other than that 
they gan be — or perhaps to keep our 
notoriously anemic attention spans from 
flagging. 

Clusone is even more blatant in its 
randam juxtapositions, which may be in- 
spired by the Euro-tradition of revelation 
through surrealism (after 200 years of 
democracy, we’re apt to underestimate 
the extent that subversion in European 
art has depended on indirectness). The 
line-up comprises (American) Michael 
Moore, alto sax, bass clarinet, clarinet, 
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and melodica; Ernst Reijseger, cello and 
voice; and Han Bennink, percussion, 
harmonica, voice, piano, and electronics 
(sigh). Again, musicianship is never in 
question, though I would chide Bennink 
on the matter taste; he must have seen 
The Gene Krupa Story at an impression- 
able age because he beats the shit out of 
his kit in a manic swing style at times 
when he should be giving his bandmates 
a little space (when I first heard him in 
the "60s, I thought his overbearing style 
was some weird recording glitch — it 
ain't). 

The Clusone repertoire, on this disc 
anyway, breaks down into three cate- 
gories. First, there’s the jazz cover, as rep- 
resented by Herbie Nichols’ “The Gig” 
and Bud Powell’s “Celia.” On each Moore 


gets to display his West Coast—cool influ- | 
ences, Bennink switches to brushes, Rei- | 
jseger walks his cello bass-like, and one | 


waits to see how long the center holds. To 


their credit they almost make it all the way | 


through. 
The second category is campy Ameri- 


cana, both North and South. They whoop | 


up Irving Berlin’s hoky “I Am an Indian, 


Too,” twice, “update” the same compos- | 
er’s “The Song Is Ended” by giving it a | 
free-form prologue (Moore has an excel- | 


lent alto solo once they settle down), and 
send up Latin romance with “Sonoroso,” 


right down to Reijseger strumming his | 
cello like a serenading troubadour. The | 


third category is the group improvisation/ 
composition, which owes much to Roscoe 


Mitchell’s incipient Art Ensemble of | 


Chicago release Sound, which was 
recorded in 1966 (and is still available on 
CD on Delmark). So these once ultra- 
modern blowouts are period pieces, too 
— genre exercises complete with histori- 
cal significance, if no-current imperative 
for being. 

But to expect anybody who plays jazz to 
play anything new at this late date, in 
terms of form, is absurd. My complaint 
concerns the mixing of forms, which is it- 
self a form that has outlived its historical 
moment, and which tends to devalue all 
reinvestigations by dint of its intrinsic lack 
of commitment. Which isn’t to say these 
records aren’t a lot of fun. Or at least 
some fun. Well, fun. Q

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Organist Tony Z keeps 
gettin’ down with the blues

reams come true. Some- 
times, anyway. Consider 
Tony Z (given name Tony 
Zamagni), a blues-orient- 
ed organ player born and 


bred in Boston who earned a measure of 


national recognition as a sideman with in- 
tense guitar hero Ronnie Earl before mov- 
ing to Chicago in 1991. There he joined 
singer-guitarist Larry McCray’s Michigan- 
based band, and he’s worked in the studio 
for labels like Alligator and Black Magic. 
Early this year, Tony hitched his ele- 
phantine Hammond B-3 to a star and cut 
his very own album — this summer’s Get 
Down with the Blues (Tone-Cool) — in 
| the fast company of several of his all-time 
| favorite musicians. As Richard “Rosie” 
Rosenblatt, the proprietor of the Newton 
| record label, says: “Tony Z could not be 
| denied. Tony Z was ready.” The first step 
| Tony took after getting the green light 
| from Rosenblatt was enlisting a certain 
drummer,he’d encountered two years pre- 
| viously in Madison, Wiscénsin, while on 
| tour with McCray. 
“Bernard Purdie,” gushes Tony with all 
| the breathless adoration of a true believer, 
“was definitely the guy I was listening to 
since Live at the Fillmore (a/k/a Aretha 
Live at Fillmore West, a 1971 release). and 
| I love all the stuff he did, even with Steely 
| Dan.” (His awe wasn’t misdirected: “Pret- 
| ty” Purdie, whose strong, disciplined play- 
| ing on drums and hi-hat has kicked along 
| many a notable session, certainly does de- 
serve to be transported about in a sedan 
chair for his remaining time on earth.)

Tony then contacted a second well-re- 
spected New Yorker. “I told Houston Per- 
son it was my first shot at doing something 
good and I knew he was a B-3 man. I loved 
the way he plays and just asked him if he’d 
be the first guy on saxophone.” Done deal. 
“To call these kind of people,” Tony says, 
“you got.to believe in yourself. At this point 
in my life I felt | was ready, so I did it.” 
Tony picked Duke Robillard, the former 
Roomful of Blues leader now leading a 
rock-blues group out of Louisville, to be 
the guitarist because he “wanted a cat who 
knew how to swing Jimmy Smith—style and 
play gutbucket old-time blues.” You'd fig- 
ure the two, both in their 40s, were bud- 
dies from their days on the New England 
blues scene. Nope. Tony explains, “I never 
stuck around. | wasn’t the kind of cat to 
hang out with the local bands. I played the 
Combat Zone [strip joints] when I was 16, 
17. At 18, | was gone on the road.” So he 
missed more than a couple blues nights in 
the Hub — about 6500 of them. “I didn’t 
really get to meet Ronnie Earl until ’88 or 
’89, when I came back from Miami where | 
was playing in the TK Records studios.” 
After teaching neighbor and longtime Al- 
bert Collins sideman Johnny B. Gayden the 
bass parts to the tunes he’d assembled for 
the dream session, Tony shepherded his 
prominent visitors into a Chicago studio. 
“The session was incredible,” he beams, 
“because there was no rehearsal. | arranged 
the songs in the studio. This way it came 
out so pure and natural. There were no fix- 
es. You can hear me every now and then 
playing where it’s like, ‘Oh shit!’ But | let it

go, man. There were no second takes.” 
Indeed, Get Down with the Blues has 
the feel of a down-home gathering where 
the creation of deep grooves is as instinc- 
tive to the players as their craving for the 
oxtails simmering on the stove back at 
Tony’s house. With Gayden popping 
strings on the bottom, Tony is free to, uh, 
pull out all the stops with characteristic 
fire and conviction. The big guy’s having 
the time of his life, torching the slow blues 
tribute to B-3 admirer Albert Collins, 
“Paradise Memorial Gardens,” or adding 
warm, piping tones to the friendly jazzy 
funk of “Tone Cool.” He even gets in 
some heartfelt singing on a couple tunes. 
You can bet Tony’s fevered B-3 swells, 
stutters, and swirls exhilarate his friends. 
So do his impromptu here’s-where-ya- 
can-break-it-up yells like “Come on, Duke

Think 
of your average gangsta rapper, 
dressed in over-sized B-boy gear 
and armed to the teeth, as a lum- 
bering American GI. Now think of 
today’s breed of tough-but-cool 
female R&B singers, scantily clad 
and armed with only their attitude, 
as the Vietcong. It'll help explain 
why groups like T.L.C. and En 
Vogue have become the most 
potent force in Black music while 
hip-hop is reduced to fighting a 
desperate holding action. 

Pebbles helped write the training 
manual for today’s female groups 
with her sly 1987 come-on, 
“Mercedes Boy.” Now she’s 
returned all grown-up, deeply 
involved in her own songwriting and 
production and ready to luxuriate in 
the new territory that her young 
protégées have won. From the mid- 
tempo, El DeBarge—style groove 
that kicks off the album to the 
upbeat, Janet J.-style pop song 
that closes it, the material is so deli- 
ciously strong and sexy that a 
cover of Michael J.'s classic “I! Can't 
Help It” doesn't even make you 
pine for the golden age of smooth, 
radio-triendly R&B. Could that be 
because the golden age is now?

**1/2 That Dog, TOTALLY 
CRUSHED OUT (Geffen). If the 
Ramones and the Roches ever got 
together, their offspring would 
surely resemble the music of That 
Dog. Their three-chord rave-ups 
and admittedly girlish harmonies 
here continue in the style of their 
That Dog debut. Anna Waronker's 
guitar playing has evolved into a 
more confident, self-assured wail, 
notably on the trenchant “Ms. 
Wrong” (a song about feelings of 
inadequacy: “So he said, ‘| think 
you're pretty’/So she thinks, ‘This 
makes no sense’). The singing of 
Waronker, violinist Petra Haden, 
and bassist Rachel Haden has 
also improved, going from cutesy 
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to ballsy on tracks like “Lip Gloss.” 
“Back of My Mind” makes the tran- 
sition from quiet melancholy to 
shrieking anguish in the manner of 
early Throwing Muses. And for 
sheer weirdness, check out how 
they dis a basketball legend on the 
acerbic “Michael Jordan” — where 
Tony Maxwell's cascading drums 
and Waronker’s distorted guitar 
wrap around the question, “Why 
does he give up so easily?” — the 
sole lyric, repeated incessantly. An 
acquired taste to be sure, but 
Totally Crushed Out proves That 
Dog are more than some “cham- 
ber punk” novelty.

FARTHER IN (Epic). October 
Project combine soft rock with a 
Celtic backbone and folkish lean- 
ings. On their second major-label 
release, they bring a stronger 
rhythm section to the forefront. 
Vocalist Mary Fahl's throaty Carly 
Simon trill dominates every tune; 
keyboardist Emil Adier and lyricist 
Julie Flanders pen songs that 
showcase her. “Deep As You Go” 
is a forceful folk number, complete 
with a harmonizing string section 
and driving beat.

Otomo’s Japanimation is set in 
2019 in “Neo-Tokyo,” where a 
cyberpunk, Tetsuo, is whisked 
away by a government hospital to 
be a guinea pig in secret psychic 
experiments of the sort that trig- 
gered World War Ili. The punk’s 
gang leader, Kaneda, tries to res- 
cue his colleague, tangling with 
scientists, revolutionaries, politi- 
cians, soldiers, and the mysterious 
Akira, the subject of the earlier 
cataclysmic experiment.
